I.-BUNDELKHAND.* 


The Rajas of Bundolkhand long straggled to maintain their independence 
against the Muhammadan powers of Delhi* During the latter end of the 
reign of Shah Jaban, a Chief named Ghampat Rai, asserted bis independence! 
and a new dynasty in the eastern part of the province was founded by hie son 
Chhataraal. The western Chiefs continued more or less subject to Delhi. The 
territories of Cbhatarsal were estimated to produce a yearly land revenue of one 
hror of rupees. His only strong fortreea was Kaliujar, and his principal 
residence the city of Panna^ in the neighbourhood of which are the celebrated 
diamond mines of Fanna. 


During the government of Raja Cbhatarsal, the province of Bundelkhand 
was invaded by Muhammad Khan Bang^h, the Pathan Chief of Farrukhabad' 
and the first Peshwa, Baji Rao, was invited from the Deccan for tdie purpose 
of repelling this invasion. The expulsion of the Pathan from Bundelkband* 
through the successfol exertions of a Mahratta army was followed by Raja 
ChhatarsaPs adoption of the Peshwa as hU son, and by a distribution of his 
territory between his two legitimate eons, Hardi Sah and Jagat Baj, and bis 
son by adoption, Baji Rao. By this an'angement the Peshwa became the S 
Intimate possessor of a large porUon of territory in Bundelkhand^ which was ^ 
the earliest territopal acquisition of the Mahratta Government in Hindustan 
and Witt nonslderahly extended by snbsequent conquests* The two remainigg 
shares of the gossessions of Raja Cbhatarsal oontinued to be field in small 
tions by the numerous descendants of bis legitimate eons, or by tiie jsOttloal 
adherents and fe^)dtu>us eervante of the declining branches of tint fAny.

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Madhoji Smdhia, in his last and snooessful attempt to re«establish the 
Mahratta power and influence iu the northern distriote of Hindustan, was 
attended by a strong reinforcement of troops from the Deccan, nnder the 
command of AU Bahadur, a grandson of Baji Hao, being the son of 
Sbamsber Bahadur, who was the offspring of the Peshwa and a Musalman 
oonoubine. On a former expedition of Madhoji Sindbia to Hindnstan, a 
number of the nobles had abandoned the Musalman faction and influence at 
Delhi, and had attached themselres to the Mahratta leader. Among these 
was Baja Himmat Bahadur, the spiritual bead and militaiy commander of 
a large body of devotees, who bad acquired some territory in Bundelkhand. 
Dissatisfled with his treatment by Sindbia, AH Bahadur, at the instigation of 
Raja Himmat Bahadur, turned bis attention to the entire conquest of Bundel* 
khand. An agreement was accordingly concluded between Ali Bahadur and 
the Raja, by which a large portion of t)ie province was, when conquered, 
to be consigoed to the independent management of Himmat Bahadur, and 
its revenue to be exoluaively applied to the payment of a body of troops which 
the Raja engaged to furnish and to maintain in the service of AH Bahadur. 

The distracted state of the provinoe of Bundelkhand, which had long been 
a scene of domestic dissension and civil war between the legitimate descend* 
ants of Raja Cbbatarsal, afforded at this time peculiai* encouragement to 
the ambitious views of Ali Bahadur. Of the territory which had descended to 
the two legitimate sons of Baja Cbbatarsal and had been divided in unequal 
portions between them, the largest share, or that which was possessed by Raja 
Hardi Sab, had passed from the possession of his grandson, Hindupat, to that 
of two rebellious servants of bis family, named Bani Huzuri and Kaim Raj 
, Chaube, the former of whom had established independent authority at 
Fanna, while the latter bad obtained possession of the fortress of Kalinjar with 
the districts surrounding that fortress. The possessions also of Raja Jagat 
Kaj, after a long and severe contest between his second eon and bis two grand¬ 
sons, Guman Singh and Rhuman Singh, the children of the eldest son of 
Jagat Eaj, bad been first distributed among the three, but they were after¬ 
wards entirely usurped by the two latter, whose posterity were now contending 
in their , turn for the sole possession of the whole of the inheritance of Jagat 
Raj. 

AJi Babadnr soon established hij anthority in the greater part of the 
The only serious resistance he met with was at Kalinjar, at the 
siege of jvhich he died in 1802 , after having concluded an arrangement with 
the Court of Poona, by which the sovereign and paramount light of the Peshwa 
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over all the oonqaests of All Bahadur in Bundelkhaad was declared and 
acknowledged* 

Ali Bahadur left two sons, Shamsber Bahadur and ZuIGkar Ali. The 
former was at Poona at the time of his fatbei'^s death. Kaja Himmat Baha¬ 
dur professed at first the intention uf supporting the right of Shamsber Baha¬ 
dur, and of maintaining the government of bis father's possessions in his 
name and behalf till bis arrival in Bundelkhand, For this purpose avowedly 
he selected from the several Mahratta leaders who remained in Ali Bahadur's 
camp the maternal cousin of the late Nawab, by name Ghani Bahadur, who 
was accordingly declared the regent daring the absence of Shamsber Bahadur; 
Raja Himmat Bahadur retaining, as before, the exclusive management of bis 
own districts, and an increased influence over the mind and councils of the 
regent and of the native Chiefs of Bundelkhand. 

About this period the declared hostility of the several subordinate Chiefs 
of the Mahratta Empire to the arrangements which were concluded by the 
treaty of Bassein, by which among other advantages the British Government 
acquired tei*ritory in Bundelkhand yielding Rupees 36,16,000 a year, occasion¬ 
ed a formal declaration on the part of the British Government of their iutan- 
tion of maintaining the provisions of that treaty; and this declaration was 
immediately followed by offensive operations on the part of Daulat B-ao Sindhian 
and the Kaja of Berar, and by no less hostile, though more secret and cautious, 
measures of aggression on the part of Jaswant Rao Holkar. 

In the plan of hostile operations suggested by the last named Chief 
the invasion of the British territories in the Gangetic Doab, and a preda¬ 
tory inourtioi> into the districts of Mirzapur and Benares by the route of 
Bundelkhand, would appear to have been some of the measures to which the 
greatest importance was attached; and for the execution of the project the 
Nawab Shamsber Bahadur was selected- 

Baja Himmat Bahadur, foreseeing in the success of this plan of the 
Mahratta Chiefs an immediate diminution of his own authority in Bundelkhand, 
determined to abandon the Mahratta interests, and to seek the permanent 
establishment of his own influence, with the aggrandisement of bis posses¬ 
sions in Bundelkhand, by assisting in the transfer of the province from the 
Mahrattas to British rule. Accordingly, by an Agrreement (No. ^ cooclnded 
at Sbahpur on the 4th of September 1803, it was provided, among other 
atipnlatioDs, that a portion of territory in Bundelkhand, yielding an annual 
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revenue of twenty lakhs of rupees, should be ceded to the Raja for the maxu- 
tenance of a body of troops under bis command in the service of the British 
Government; and, in consideration of the great advantages which were espeot- 
ed from the junction of the power and induence of Himmnt Bahadur, and from 
his zealous co-operation with the British force in their ocoapation of Bundel- 
khand and in the establishment of the British authority in that province, a 
permanent jagir in the British dominions was also promised to the Raja, the 
extent of it to be proportioned to the benefits which might afterwards appear 
to have been derived from bis adherence to the terms of his engagement. The 
immediate advantages which accrued to the British Goverument from this 
arrangement were the great facility aud assistance afforded to a detachment of 
their troops in crossing the Jumna into Bundelkhand, which might otherwise 
have been vigorously opposed by the united force of the Mahrattas and of 
Himmat Bahadur; and to the latter Chieftain the acquisition of a rich and 
fertile teiritory of more than double the extent which he had possessed under 
the former government, without any considerable increase of his former military 
establishment. The districts which were specifically assigned to Raja Himmat 
Bahadur comprised, with a few trifling exceptions, the whole of the territory 
contiguous to the west bank of the Jumna from Allahabad to Kalpi. 

On the death of Baja Himmat Bahadur in 1804 these lauds were resumed, 
and j^irs aud pensions were assigned to his family. 

During the negotiations between the British Government aud Raja 
Himmat Bahadur, Nawab Shamaher Bahadur bad arrived in Bundelkhand. 
But his efforts to establish his authority against the British Government ^ere 
unsuccessful, and he was content in 1804 to accept a provision (No. 11} 
of four lakhs of rupees a year from that Government, with }>ermis8ion to 
reside at Banda. This provision was snhsequently guaranteed (No. Ill) 
to him in 1812. Shamsher Bahadur died in 1823, and was succeeded by bis 
brother, Znifikar Ali. To him sixcceeded Ali Bahadur, who joined in the 
rebellion of 1857, and was therefore deprived of the pension of four lakhs a 
year. He was removed to Indore, where he was placed under surveillance, and 
allowed for his support a pension of Rupees 86,000 a year for life. He died 
in August 1873, and stipends amonnting to one-third of the lapsed pension, or 
Rupees 12,000 a year, were assigned to his family. 

.. Of the territory ceded by the Peshwa, Government retained in its own 
possession lands on the banks of the Jumna yielding about fourteen lakhs, 
exclusive of the territory granted to Raja Himmnt Bahadur. The Chiefs 
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who held the remaining portion were maintained in their territorial rights, 
with a view to secure a barrier against the inroads which were then meditated 
bj Holkar. As the authority o£ the Feshwa in Bundelkband was little more 
than nominal, it became necessary fbr the pacification of the country to enter 
into engagements with! the Chiefs bolding lands in the Peshwa^s share of the 
province, secnrlng to them the rights they enjoyed under All Bahadur's 
government on condition of allegiance and fidelity. The Chiefs in the western 
portion of Bundelkhand were treated as independent, and treaties of friend* 
ship and alliance were formed with them. 

All the sovereign rights of the Feshwa in Bundelkhand were finally ceded 
to the British Oovernment on the extinction of the Peshwa's power in lfil7. 

Of the Bundelkhand States, four, namely, Jalaun, Jhansi, Jaitpur and 
Kbadi, lapsed to the British Government; and six, viz., Chirgaon, Purwa, 
Tiroha, Bijataghogarb, Shahgarh and Banpur, were confiscated, the foar last 
named on account of the rebellion of their Chiefs in 1857. Banpur was 
claimed by Sindbia, as forming part of the Chanderi district conquered by the 
Gwalior Darbor in 1830. The claim was not admitted, but the Banpur terri* 
tory was made over to Sindhia under the arrangements connected with the 
treaty of 1860. Raja Bakht Bali, the ex-Chief of Shahgarh, died at Bindra- 
ban on the 39th September 1873, and Raja Mardan Singh, the ex*Cbief. of 
Banpur, at Muttra on the 22nd July 1879. The latter was the representative 
of the oldest fiundela line, which lost Chanderi,-LaUtpur, Kurwai and other 
districts to the Mahrattas. The Government of India continued a pension of 
Rupees 500 per mensem to Diwan Nirbhe Singh, his grandson, for the main¬ 
tenance of the family. 

There are twenty*nine States in Bundelkhand of more or less impoitanoe. 
Until 1888 Khaniadbana was included in this Agency ; bat in that year its 
polituoal supervision was transferred to the Resident at Gwalior {zee Gwalior, 
Vol. IV). The only States which have formal treaties with the British 
Government are Orehha (formerly known also as Tebri), Datia and Samthar. 
The other Cliiefs hold their territories under sanads, and are bound by ikrar- 
namas or deeds of fealty aud obedience. 

All transit duties have been abolished at different times in late years 
throughout Bundelkhand. There are no extradition agreements with any of 
the States in the Agency: extradition is effected in accordance with the Extra* 
dition Act and the rules connected with it. The area of native Bundelkhand 
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is about 11,000 square miles, with a population, according to the (provisional) 
figures of the oensus of 1891, of 1,506,800. 


(D.-LAPSED STATES. 

As mentioned in the preceding narrative, four of the Buudclkhand 
States have lapsed to the British Government, namely, Jalaun, Jhansi, Jait- 
pur, and Kbadi. 

1. Jalauv. 

The Chief who was in possession of Jalaun at the time of the British 
occupation of Bundelkband was Nana Goviod Kao. He joined Sbamsber 
Bahadur in his hostility to the British Government, and his territories were 
therefore occupied by British troops. But on his submission his estates were 
restored (No, IV) to him in 1806 with the exoeption of Kalpi and a few 
villages on the hanks of the Jumna. In 1817 he was released (No. V) from the 
tiibute and military service which Govemnient had acquired a right to 
demand after the Peshwa had ceded to them all bis sovereign rights in Bundel- 
khand; and he ceded to Government the district of Kande and some villages 
in the pargana of Cbarki. Nana Govind Rao died in 1822, and was succeeded 
by his son, Bala Rao Oovind. On the death of Bala Rao Govind in 1882 
without issue, his widow adopted her brother, Rao Oovind Rao, on whose 
death in 1840 the territory was held to have lapsed to the British Government. 

2. Jhansl 

The first Treaty (No. VI) with Jhansi was made with Sheo Rao 
Bhao in 1804. He was succeeded in 1816 by bis grandson Ram Chaiid Rao, 
with whom a new Treaty (No. VIl) was made in 1817, after the 
Peshwa had ceded his rights in Bundelkband to the British Government. 
Ram Chand Rao died childless in 1835, and as the treaty of 1817 was inter¬ 
preted as guaranteeing the inheritance of Jhansi not to the descendants of 
Ram Chand Rao only but of Sheo Rao Bhao also, the succession of Raghunath 
Rao, uncle of Ram Chand, was reooguised. He also died without legitimate 
issue in 1838. The light of his brother Gangadbar Rao to the succession 
was admitted, but, owing to his incompetence, the direct management of the 
State was retained by the British Government. The administration, how- 
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ever, was transferred to him in 1848, under conditions specified in an A^ee- 
ment (No. VIII) dated the 27th December 1842. Gangadhar Boo died child- 
less in March 1853, and, as there was no male heir of any of the Chiefs 
who ruled Jhansi since its first connection with the British Government, the 
State was held to have lapsed to the British Government. 

8. JaiTPua. 

Tlie Jaitpur estate was held by one of the descendants of Cbhatarsal. 
The first Sanad (No. IX) of the British Government was given to Raja Kesri 
Singh 00 20th September 1812. On his death, the estate descended to his 
son Parichat, who was deposed for rebellion in 1842. Then the estate was 
conferred on Diwan Khet Singh, who, as a descendant of Chbatarsal, had 
advanced claims to the State of Cbarkhari. On the death of Khet Singh 
in 1849 without mole heirs, the Jaitpur estate lapsed to the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

4. Khadi. 

Khadi was a small j&gir granted (No. X) in 1807 to Patsnram, leader 
of a band of plunderers, with a view to the pacifioation of the province of 
Bundelkhand. Parsuram died in 1860. It was then ruled that the grant 
was merely for life, and the jagir was accordingly resumed. 


(id._oonfiscated states. 

The six States or estates which, as narrated above, were confiscated in 
Bundelkhand were Chirgaon, Purwa, Tiroba or Kirur, Bijaraghogarh, Shah- 
garb, and Banpur. 

1. Cbiboaon. 

This was one of the eight Hasht-Bhaya jagirs into which Diwan Rai 
Singh divided his jagir of Baragaon (aee i^fra). It was confiscated in 1841 
on account of the rebellion of the jagirdar Bakht Smgh. 

2. POBWA. 

Purwa formed one of the Kalinjar Chaube shares (see ia/re), and was 
held by Pokhar Parsbad, son of Govind Das. It was confiscated in 1856 on 
account of the complicity in murder of his sou and successor, BUhan Parshad* 
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3. 3ijabaobooabh. 

When Maihar (see infra) was divided in 1826 on the death of Darjan 
Singh (Mo. LXXXlV)j one share, Bijaraghogarh, fell to the lot of his second 
son Prag Das. The estate was confiscated in 1858 for the rebelHon of its 
holder, Surju Paishad, son of Prag Das, and in 1865 it was included in the 
territories administered by the Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinoes. 

4. SeargabB. 

This estate also was confiscated, as noted above, for the rebellion of its 
Chief in 1857. Baja Bakht Bali, the ex-Chief, died at Bindraban on the 
29th September 1878. 

6. Banpitb. 

This estate wss claimed by Sindhis, and was eventnally made over to him 
under the arrangements connected with the treaty of 1860, after its oonfisca* 
tion for the rebellion of its Chief in 1867. The ez*Cbief, Baja Maidan Singh, 
died at Muttra on the 22nd July 1879. The Government of India granted 
allowances for the suppoi^t of his grandson, Diwau Nirbhe Singh, and his 
family. 

6. Tcboea or Kircb. 

Amrit Bao of Tiroha was the son of the Peshwa Baghoha. On the 
flight of Baji Bao to Bassein, Holhar wished to treat his flight as an ab* 
dioatioD, and to put forward Amrit Bao as his successor. The advance of 
the British troops on Poona, however, defeated his plans. Amrit Bao opened a 
friendly correspondence with the British authorities, and an Agreement (No. XI) 
was made in 1808, guaranteeingto him and to his son a provision of seven lakhs 
of rupees a year. Amrit Bao at the same time abandoned his pretensions to the 
Pesbwaship. He selected Tiroha in Bundelkhand as his residence, where a jagir 
of Rnpees 4,691 was conferred on him. Amrit Bao died in 1824, and was 
succeeded by his son, Yinayak Bao. On Yinayak Rao’s death in 1863, with- 
out issue, the pension of seven lakhs ceased. He left two sons by adoption, 
Narayan Bao and Madbo Kao. These joined in the rebellion in 1857, and 
their family estates were confiscated. Naiayan Bao died a prisoner at Hazarir 
bagh in 1860. Madbo Bao was pardoned, in consideration of his youth, and 
was educated at Bareilly as a ward of the British Government. He attained his 
majority in 1866, and was permitted to draw the provision of Rupees 80,000 
a year which had been made for him. He has been permitted to reside at 
Bareilly and purchase lands there. 
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(III).—STATES HELD UNDER TREATIES. 

The only three Slates iu Buodelkhand with which formal treaties have 
been concladed by the British Goveinmeot are, as meationed above, Orohha, 
Datia and Samthar. 

1. ORCHHA. 

Orchha, which was formerly known also as Tehri, is the oldest and 
highest in rank of all the Bnndela States, and was the only State in Bnndel- 
khand which was not held in sobjection by the Peshwa. The Mahrattas, 
however, severed from Orohha the terntory which formed the State of Jhansi. 

Raja Bikramajit Mahendar was the ruling Chief of Orchha when the British 
entered Buodelkband, and a treaty of friendship and defensive allianoe (No. XII) 
was concluded with him on the 23rd December 1812. This Chief formally 
abdicated in favour of bis son Dbararapal, bat on tbe death of the latter with* 
ont issue, Bikramajit again assumed the government of his State. He died in 
1834 and was sucoeeded by his brother, Tej Singh, who died in 1842, having 
previously adopted bis oonsin's son, Sujan Singh. Sujan Singh's right was 
disputed by the Larai Rani, the widow of Dharampal, who claimed the right 
to adopt a succsssor to the State. The pretensions of the Larai Rani led to 
serious disturbances, but as the adoption of Sujan Singh was acknowledged 
by the British Government and acquiesced in by the neighbouring Chiefs* 
Government established Sujan Singh in the succession and appointed tbe 
Rani as regent till he attained bis majority. 

Sujan Singh died a few months after he had reached his majority. On 
his death his widow was permitted, with tbe advice of tbe principal Bundela 
Chiefs, to adopt Hamir Singh, a collateral relation of tbe family and then 
a minor. In 1862 Hamir Singh received a sanad (No. XllI) guaran* 
teeing to him the right of adoption. Tbe Larai Rani administered the State 
as regent, bat died in 1667, shortly after hiaharaja Hamir Singh had been 
invested with the management of his State. Hamir Singh died in March 
1874. His younger brother Fartob Singh, then twenty years of age, was 
recognised ae his successor, and a British officer was temporarily deputed to 
supervise the administration of tbe State. 

Partab Singh was entrusted with tbe government on tbe 4th June 1874. 
The British officer was withdrawn in May 1876. AU transit dutiee were 

0 
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abolished in tbe Oix:hba State in 18b0> and the £aot was notified in the Gazette 
of India. 

Tbe Maharaja of Orcbba formerly paid o- tribute of Bupeee 8,000 to 
Jhansi for tbe ja^T of Terauli. This payment passed to the British Govern¬ 
ment on ibe lapse of Jhansi, but was remitted as a reward for tbe services of 
the Maharaja in 1857. The istimrari revenue of the village of Mohanpor 
amounting to Bupeee 200 was at tbe same time remitted. 

A salute of fifteen guns attaehes to the Chiefship; the present ruler, 
Fartab Singh, receives a salute of eeventeeu guns as a personal distioctioD. 
In 1886 tbe Government of India conferred on the Chief as a hereditary 
distiuotiou the title of '^Saramad-i-Rajaha-i-Bundelkhand'' or ** First of 
tbe Princes of Bundelkhand," aud be has also received the title of ** Sawai" 
as a hereditary distinction. 

In 1884 tbe Maharaja made over land free of cost for the Jhand-Manik- 
puv State Railway (now the Indian Midland). Sabaequently he claimed com¬ 
pensation ; and under the special circumstances of the case the Government 
of India paid compensation. Civil and criminal jurisdiction in the lands 
acquired for the railway was (No. XIV) ceded by the Maharaja to tbe 
British Government in 1888. 

The area of Orchba is about 1,^33 square miles; and the population 
is $83,366 (census of 1891). The revenues of tbe State are estimated 
at nine lakhs of rupees, but about one-half of this amount is alienated to 
relations of the Chief and others. In 1890 the mili^y establishment, in¬ 
cluding irregulars, consisted of 850 cavalry and 4,200 infantry, with OO guns 
elassed as seivioeable, and lOO gunners. 

In 1887 the name of the capital of tbe State was changed from ** Tehri 
to Tikamgarh/' and the Slate and the Darbar were officially styled 
Orohha,'^ thus avoiding the former confusion with the Tehri (or Gaihwal) 
State in the North-Western Provinces. 

2. DATIA. 

Patia was in origin an offshoot of Orcbha, as regards both the State 
and the family of the Chief. The temtones of Datia came under the su-. 
premacy of tbe British Government with the other territories in Bundelkhand 
ceded by the Peshwa under the treaty of Basseiu. The first Treaty with this 
State was concluded with Raja Parichat on l5th March 1804 (No. XY). 
After the depoeition of tho Peshwa in 1817, a tract of land on the east of tbe 
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river Siod was added to Datia as a reward for the attachment o£ the Raja to 
the British Oovemment, and a new Treaty (No. XVI) was made with 
him. Baja Parichat died in 1839 without issue^ having* previously adapted 
a foundling, Bije Bahadur, whose succession was recognised. The succeesion 
of Bije Bahadur was opposed by Diwan Madan tlingh of Bainoni, a colla¬ 
teral branch of Pariohat’s family, on tbe grounds of consanguinity and an 
old agreement that, in tbe event of the Datia Chief dying without male heirs, 
the succesnon wonld lie in the Barauni family. Bat as Government had 
already recognised tbe adoption of Bije Bahadur, and as the country was fairly 
governed, and tbe succession was agreeable to the people, tbe claims of the 
Barauni family were set aside. The Tbakur of Barauni also endeavoured to 
obtain a recognition of the distinct tenure of his jagir in independence of 
the Chief Datia, but in this be did not succeed. 

Bije Bahadur, who died in 1867| left an illegitimata son, Aijnn Singh, 
but was sucoeeded by his adopted son Bbawani Singh, the present Chief, then 
a minor. Id oonsequenoe of disturbances caused by the odvooacy of the claims 
of Arjun Singh, who was supported by the Bani Regent, Arjun Siugb was 
removed from Datia. Subsequently a rebellion was i-aised by the Bani and her 
followers, who seized the fort of Seonda. The fort was reduced by a British 
force, tbe chief rebels were sentenced to imprisonment for life in tbe fort of 
Chunar, and tbe Rani was plaocd under close siirveillanoe. Tbe claims of the 
Barauni branch of the family to the succession were again broagbt forward 
and rejected in 1861, Arjun Singh died at Nowgong on tbe 30^ September 
1887. 

In 1862 all transit duties were abolished in Datia. 

In 1879 the Maharaja entered into an Agreement (No. XYTI) with the 
Government of India to stop the manufacture of salt in the town of Datia, 
and to limit the out-turn in certain parganas to 16,500 mounds annually. 
In oonsideraiion of the loss he would sustain by this agreement, it was 
arranged that he should receive Rupeee 10,000 a year. The engagement 
contained restrictions regarding the import, transport, and export of salt not 
covered by a British pass. Tbe prohibition r^^rding the import of salt was 
tentatively withdrawn in 1884. 

In 1882 a question of mneh importance to the State, which had been 
pending for many years, was decided. It related to tbe devolntion of shares 
in the Barauni jsgir. The main point involved was tbe origin of this estate, 
and it was definitely ruled that the jagir was a grant entirely independent of 
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Datia, made from Delhi, and that the Maharaja could not therefore claim to 
stand in the same relation to Baraani as be might to jagirdars holding under 
a grant £irom hie State, though the Thakurs must be considered as politically 
subordinate to Datia. 

In the same year the Maharaja ceded land for the Betwa oana), receiving 
payment for the area acquired. In l&Sh an Agreement (Ko. XVIII) was nego* 
tiatcd between Government and the Darhar regaitling cession of jurisdiction 
and other matters connected with the canal. 

In 1888 the Chief ceded (No. XIX) to the British Government civil and 
criminal jurisdiction in the lands which had been acquired in ISSd- in the 
Datia State for the present Indian Midland Railway. A question of com¬ 
pensation aroee, similar to that which was discussed in the case of Orohba, 
but the Maharaja declined to receive any payment from Government for the 
land he had made over for the railway. 

The Chief is entitled to a salute of fifteen guns. The privilege of adop¬ 
tion has been conferred on him (note to No. XIII), and he has received the 
titles of " Maharaja” and ** Lakeodar.” 

The area of Datia is 8S7 square miles, and the population by the 1891 
census is 185,664. The revenues are estimated at Rupees 10,00,000. The 
Maharaja of Datia pays to Sindhia, through the British Government, Rupees 
16,000, Nnnak Sbahi currency, on account of the pargana of Nadigaon. 

According to the returns for 1890, the military force of the State, 
including irreg^ilars, consists of 44 guns (serviceable), 180gunners, 945 cavalry 
and 6,203 infantry. 


8. SAMTHAR. 

The State of Samthar was separated from Datia only one generation 
previous to the British supremacy in Bundelkhand. When the British entered 
the province. Raja Ranjit Singh requested to be taken into the friendship 
and protection of the British Government; but no definite arrangement was 
made till 1817, when a Treaty (No. XX) was conolnded with him. 

Ranjit Singh died in 1827, and was succeeded by his son Hindupat. In 
1868 the Rani was allowed to administer the State os regent, the Raja 
being of uDsonnd mind. Hindupat had two sons, Chhatar Singh and Arjun 
Singh, the latter of whom was commonly known as Ali Bahadur. In 1864 
Chhatar Singh, having nttoined his majority, asserted his claims to rule tho 
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State, and they were recognised by the OovemmeDt of India. In 1866 the 
pargana of Amrn, roughly equivalent to a quarter of the State, was assigned 
to the Rani for the maintenance of herself, ber husband and her younger son. 
The Rani died in 1880, bnt the arrangements were not disturbed, the assign¬ 
ment of the Amra pargana continuing for the support of Ali Bahadur and the 
ex-Chief. In 1888, owing to the inconveniences which Ali Bahadur's manage¬ 
ment created, the pargana of Amra was restored to Samthar, the detached 
village of Sami as well as cash allowances being assigned for tbe maintenance 
of Ali Bahadur and bis father, who were directed to vacate tbe Amra fort as 
foon 88 suitable accommodation bad been provided for them at Sami. The ex- 
Cbief Hindupat died at Sami on the 8th September 1890. Having regard to 
the length of time which bad elapsed since Clihatar Singh had been de facto 
ruler of the State, the Government of India decided that there was no 
necessity for the formal recognition of his succession. 

In 1868 the claims of this State to an annual payment of Rupees 780, 
formerly made to it by the Jbansi villages of Mnnikpnra and Nandpura, were 
admitted; and in full satisfaction of them the village of Sajauni in the 
Jalaun district was transferred to Samthar. 

In 1872 all transit dues were abolished in Samthar territory. 

In connection with tbe general scheme for the equalisation of salt duties, 
an Agreement (No. XXI) was made with tbe Maharaja iu 1879. By this he 
undertook to control the manufacture, import, transit and taxation of salt, 
and was allowed in return an annual supply free of coat of 500 maunds of 
salt for consumption within his State. 

In 1884 this agreement was revised at the request of the Maharaja, who 
now receives Rupees 1,450 annually in lieu of the supply of salt above men¬ 
tioned, and the restrictions which the agreement of 1879 contained relative to 
the import, export, and transit of salt were tentatively withdrawn. 

In 1882 tbe Mabaraja ceded land for tbe construction of the Betwa canal, 
and was paid compensation. In 1888 an Agreement (No. XVIII) was 
n^otiated with the Maharaja regarding cession of jurisdiction and oUier 
matters oonnected with the canal. 

In 1888 the Maharaja ceded (No. XXII) to the British Government 
criminal and civil jurisdiction in the lands which had been acquired in 1884 
for the present Indian Midland Railway. Questiooi as to compensation arose 
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similar to those in Orchba aod Datia, and the Goveroment of India sanctioned 
the payment of compensation to the Maharaja; bat he declined to accept it. 

The Maharaja of Samthar is entitled to a salute of eleven gnns. He has 
received the right of adoption (No. XXIII). The State is held subject to 
relief on saocession, but at the Delhi Assemblage of 1877 the obligation 
to pay nazarana on direct successions was remitted. In that year the pre¬ 
sent Chiefs Chhatar Singhj received the title of Mabarnja ** as a personal 
distinction. 

The revenues of the State are estimated at Rnpees 4,00,000. The area 
is said to be 174 square miles, and the population by the census of 1891 is 
40,687. lu 1890 the military force, including irregulars, consisted of 290 
cavalry and 2,275 infantry, with 6 guns classed as serviceable, and 60 gunners* 


(IV).-STATES HELD UNDER SANADS. 

The Chiefs in Bundelkhand who hold their States under snnads, and are 
bound by ikrarnamas, or deeds of allegiance, are twenty-six in number. 
Of these eight are descendants of Raja Chhatarsal. Chhatarsal had twenty- 
two legitimate and thirty illegitimate sons. Four only of the former bad 
offspring, namely Padam Singh, Hardi Sah, Jagat Raj, and fiharti Cband. 
Chhatarsal divided* his possessions between Baji Rao Pesbwa and his two 
sons, Hardi Sah and Jagat Raj. The dissensions in the family, however, 
broke up the possessions of the two sous into a number of small States, and 
prepared the way for their conquest by Ali Bahadur. On the death of Ali 
Bahadur, at which time actual poesession formed the basis of the engagements 
between the British Government and the Chiefs of Bundelkhand, the following 
States were held by the descendants of Chhatarsal :-~by the descendants of

Hardi SnVa share, under the nsae of the Rjy of Panna, eiubrnced the dlstriots of Panoa, 
EsHnjar, Amba, Sbahgarb, &c. 

To Jaffnt Raj, under the name of the Raj of Jaitpor, were lUIotted Bbonagarh, Banda. 
Ajeigsrfa, Aitpur, Chflrkbari, &o. 
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his second son Hardi Sab, the States of Fanna and Lu^hasi; bj the descendants 
of his third son Jagat Raj^ the States of Cbarkbari, Bijawar, .A jaigarh, Sarila 
and Jaitpar; the State of Jigoiby a grandson of his eldest sonPadam Singh; 
and the State of Jaso by a great-grandson of Bharti Chand, the fourth son. 
Tbs State of Beri was held by a descendant of Jagat Raj in the female line. 
Besides these States held by actual desoeudants of Chbatarsah the following 
States were formed out of the territories over which he ruled; Cbhatarpur, 
Barauudba, the Chaube jagirs^ Bihat^ Alipara, Ganrihari Naigawan Uibai 
and GaraulL 

A fundamental principle in the arrangements made by the British Goy- 
emment in Bundelkband was originally declared to be the confirmatioa of 
the Chiefs of that province in the possession of such parts of their ancient 
territorial right as were held under AH Bahadur's government, subject to the 
conditions of their allegiance and fidelity to the British power; their re* 
nouQoing all views of future aggrandizement; and their abandoning such 
parts of AU Bahadur's conquests as had been acquired by them subsequently to 
his death. It was also resolved to form arrangements with some leaders of 
plundering bands who were not hereditary Chiefs, but whose hostility was 
directed solely to the object of obtaining subsistence, and to gront them some 
territory with a view to the pacification of the country. At first it was the 
policy of Government to leave the protection of their territories to the Chiefs 
themselves, and to exact no tribute or revenue from them. In several of the 
engagemeuts executed io 1805 and 1806 it was therefore distinctly stipulated 
that the Chiefs should renounce all claim to the aid and protection of Govern* 
ment. Bxperiei oe, however, soon showed the necessity of departing from this 
principle, and of declaring the Bundelkband Chiefs to be subordinate to, and de¬ 
pendent on, the British Government. But it was not the intention of Govern¬ 
ment to establiah its laws and regulations iu the States of these Chiefs; and to 
remove all doubts on this subject, these States were declared by Regulation 
XXII of 1812 to be exempt from the operation of the general Regulations and 
from the jurisdiction of the civil and criminal courts. The particular clauses 
of the engagements made with the Chiefs, which imply a right of jurisdiction 
on the part of Government, have been generally understood to oonvey exclu¬ 
sively a right of political jurisdiction, that is to say, a right to interfere for 
the settlement of disputed claims, differences aud disputes of any kind, not 
through the channel of the courts of justice, but through the ageuoy of the 
representative of the British Government in Bundelkband. 
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The am of Panna is estimated at 2,568 square miles; the population bjr 
tbe 1891 census is 239,052. The revenues are about irve lakhs of rupees, 
but much of this amount is alienated. A small and fluctuating I'evenne is also 
derived from the diamond mines near Fauna. The Maharaja pays a tribute 
of Rupees 9,955 on the districts of Seorajpur and Ektaua. The Chief had in 
1890, including irregulars, a military force of 165 cavalry and 1,157 infantry, 
with 11 guns classed as serviceable and 67 artillerymen. 

2. LUGHASI. 

Biwan Dhiraj Singh, grandson of Hardi Sah, was in possessioR 
of seven villages during the government of the Bundcla Rajas and also 
daring the period of Ali Bahadur’s authority. After the estoblisbment of the 
British Oovernment he was maintained in possession, and on the 9th December 
1808 received a Sauad (No. XXXI} after executing the usual deed of allegi¬ 
ance. 

In consequence of the inBrmities of age Dhiraj Singh, in 1814, requested 
permission to abdicate in favour of his second son Sardar Singli, in preference 
to his eldest eon Padam Singh, who four years before had rebelled against 
him, and bad only submitted before a defacliment of British troops, and on re¬ 
ceiving a sepai'ate assignment of land for his support. This was sanctioned on 
condition of Padam Singh being permanently secured in his jagir, in order that 
he might not be driven by his necessities to any desperate steps iu asserting bis 
claim to the succession. It was not considered necessaiy to issue a new sunad 
to Sardar Singh. Dhiraj Singh died in 1819. 

During the mutinies of 1867 half the villages of liUghasi were laid waste 
Ity the rebels in consequence of the fidelity of Sardar Singli to the British 
Government, In reward for his services Sardar Singh received the title of 
Rao Bahadur, a jagir of Rupees 2,OCO a year, and a khilat worth Rupees 
10,000. The privilege of adoption, accorded to him at the same time, was 
subsequently confirmed by Sanad (No. XXXII). 

Sardar Singh died on the 8th April 1860 aud, his son Mnrat Singh liaving 
died previously, was succeeded by his grandson Hira Singh. Hira Singh 
engaged in 1862 (No. XXXIII) to keep clear roads through the jungles in 
the jagir which was granted to bis grandfather. This agreement was in 
1878 modified to the extent that certain '^Rakhel’’ land in the village of 
Chaukhra was restored to the jagirdar as it was culturable; while he, on his 
part, provided 600 bighas of grass land in Barat Sureri for the horses of the 
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eavalry re^ment quartered at Nowgong. Hire Singh died iu 1872 and was 
succeeded by his son Rao Baluidur Khet Singh. 

The area o{ Liighosi is 47 sqaai'e miles ; the population (1891) is 6,703, 
and the revenue Rupees 10,000. The military force consists (1890) of 6 gnus 
(classed as serviceable), 4 gunners, d cavalry, and 78 infantry, all irregulars. 

3. CHARKHAEI. 

During the dissensions which long raged among the descendants of 
Chhataisal, Bije Bahadur lost possession of the State of Charkbari; but, 
when Ali Bahadur invaded Bundelkhand, Bije Bahadur accompanied him. 
All the Cbarkhari territory was conquered by Ali Bahadur, who assigned to 
Bije Bahadur lands yielding about four lakhs of rupees on bis entering into en¬ 
gagements'’^ of fidelity and all^iance. 

Bije Bnhadnr was the first of the Bundela Chiefs who submitted to the 
smthority of the British Qovernment; and a Sanad (No. XXXIV) was 
granted to him in 1804. A new Sanad (No, XXXV) was given to him in 
1811, after the settlement of disputes regarding his right to several villages 
not included in the sanad of 1804. 

The Raja's .only legitimate son, Qovind Dos, died in JS22. The Raja 
then declared his wish that his grandson Ratan Singh, by bis illegitimate 
sou Ranjit Singh, should be nominated his successor, to the exclusion of 
collateral heirs with whum be was at feud, and Government, seeing no objec¬ 
tion to Ratan Singh being considered the eventual heir, should no legitimate 
son be bom to the Raja, gave a foi'mal and public recognition of his title. 
Bije Bahadur died in November 1829, when Ratan Singh was only fourteen 
years of age. The conflicting claims of the collateral relatives were the snhject 
of mneh discussion. Ratan Singh was eventually confirmed in power, but was 
required to make provision for his relatives. In 1857 the question came under 
consideration whether, on the death of Ratan Singh, the State of Cbarkhar

He calls Qod to a’iUiess bis sincerity. 
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should escheat to the British Government; bnt it was ruled that the effect 
of the recognition of Ratan Singh in 1822 was to admit him to all the 
rights secured to the Baja of Cbnrkhari by the sanads granted in 1804 and 
1811, and necessarily involved the right of his heirs, if he should have any, to 
succeed to tlie State. The Raja's son, Jai Singh Deo, was accordingly re* 
cognised as his successor. 

Bsja Ratau Singh received as a reward, for hie services in 1857, a 
jaglr of Rupees 20,000 a year in perpetuity, a kbilat, and an hereditary salute 
of eleven guns. He also received the privilege of adoption (note to No. 
XXXIl). Besides the pargana of Fatehpur, which was bestowed on the 
Baja as a reward, lands in Mahoba to the value of Rupees 9,500 were given 
to him for an equivalent in Meradeo. The Koja died in 1860, and was 
succeeded by his son Jai Singh Deo, a minor, whose mother, Rani fiaklit 
Kuar, was appointed regent, with two I'esponsible ministers nominated by 
the late Raja bofore his death. The condition on which the Rani was ap¬ 
pointed regent was that she would be reoognised as such only so long as she 
and the two ministers, Mnulvi Siraj Husain and Diwan Anna Sabtb, 
unmistaheably designated by the loto Raja, acted in harmony and without 
mischievous differences of any kind. The Rani, however, strove to assume an 
undue share of power, and this eventually led to her removal from the 
regency. 

Shortly afterwards dissensions broke out between the two ministers, 
and it was found necessary to appoint a British ofBcer to act as referee. 
On the death of Siraj Husain in 1866, the British officer was withdrawn, 
and the administration was left in the hands of Diwan Anna Sahib, who 
however died in the following year, when his son, Tontia Sahib, was ap¬ 
pointed manager. In 1874 the Maharaja was invested with full powers of 
administration in his State, a British officer beiug deputed to Cbarkhari for 
one year to aid the young Chief with his advice. Mahai-aja Jai Singh Deo 
did not however profit much by his assistance, for shortly after the officer's 
departure gross mismanagement ensued, and an officer had to be again deputed 
temporarily to Cbarkhari in 1879. Next year the Maharaja was deprived of 
all power and the political officer at Cbarkhari was nominated Superintendent 
of the State. 

Maharaja Jai Singh Deo died, on the 10th March 1880, childless and 
without having adopted au heir. The Government of India recognised the 
. succession of Malkhan Singh, son of Jujhar Siugb, a distant collateral relation, 
who had been adopted by Jai Singh Dec's widow. The usual nazarana was 
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levied, the value of the khilat of iovestitare being deducted from it. The 
widow died in 1881. Malkhan Singh was then nine years of age, and the 
State remained under British superintendence (the administration being con¬ 
ducted under the Political Agent's orders by the Muntaziin, Biwan Bao 
Jujhar Singli, the father of the miuor Chief) until January 1892, when 
Malkhan Singh was entrusted with the Government, but tlie grant to him of 
extended powers of criminal jari8<liction was reserved. In January 1880 the 
separate Agency at Charkhari which bad been created in 1879 was abolished, 
and the State was again incorporated in the Bundelkhand Agency. 

In 1866 the Charkhari State ceded (No. XXXVI) to the British Govern¬ 
ment the parganas of Fatehpur, Hirapur, and Meradco, receiving in lien 
thereof villages of the aggregate annual value of Rupees 29,525. A sum of 
Rupees 29,029 was also paid to the State as compensation on account of past 
losses of revenue from the Meradeo pargana. 

On the Ist January 1877 the Government of India recognised the posses¬ 
sion by the Maharaja of Charkhari, of the title of ** Sipahdar-ul-Mulk." 
The Chief receives a salute of eleven guns. 

The area of Charkhari is about 880 square miles, and according to the 
census of 1891 the populstioo is 143,261. The revenue is about six lakhs 
of rupees. The State pays a tribute of Rupees 8,588-9-6 for the Bhina and 
Chandla districts. In 1890, including irregulars, there was a military force 
of 188 cavalry, 1,552 infantry, with 24 guns classed as serviceable and 96 
artillerymen. 


4. BIJAWAR. 

The founder of the Bijawar family was Birsingh Dec, an illegiti¬ 
mate son of Jagat Raj. When Ali Bahadur invaded Bundelkhand, 
Birsingh Deo refused to acknowledge his snpremaoy and was killed Oghting 
against him near Charkhari. Raja Himmai Bahadur, however, made interest 
with Ali Bahadur in behalf of Kesri Singh, son of Birsingb Deo, and pro¬ 
cured for him his father's possessions on the same terms as those subscribed by 
the Raja of Charkhari. 

Kesri Singh was the Chief who was in possessiou of Bijawar when the 
British Government obtained supremacy iu Baudelkhand, Owing to compli¬ 
cated disputes with Raja Bije Bahadur of Charkhari regarding the pargana of 
Ramgftrh, and with Kunwar Soni Sah of Chbatarpur r^arding the villages of 
Dharampur, Bajra, Sathai and Karaiya, no sonad was granted to Kesri Singh. 
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He disd in December 1810, aud was succeeded by his son Batan Singh, 
who on his accession (the disputes with neighbouring States having in 
the meantime been decided) received a Sanad in 1811 (No. XXXVII) and was 
required to subscribe a deed of allegiauce. The 10th Article of the deed of 
allegiance was specially intended to prevent the revival of old, or the setting 
up of new, claims against neighbouring Rajas. 

Ratan Singh died on the 17th December 1838 without male issue, and at 
the request of his widow, bis nephew Lachbman Singh, son of Khet Singh, 
who waived his claim, was recognised. Xxiiohhman Singh was succeeded in 
.1847 by his son, Bhau Partab Singh. For his services during the mutiuies he 
received a hhilat and an hereditary salute of eleven guns, lie also received 
in 1882 the right of adoption (No. XIII). The title of "Maharaja” was 
conferred upon him os an hereditary distinction in 1866. lu 1867 he received 
a Sanad (No. XXVII) investing him under certain conditions with supreme 
criminal jurisdiction within his State. At the Delhi Assemblage (1877) the 
Chief received the hereditary title of " Sawai.” In 1887 the powers of 
supreme oriminal jnrisdictiou were withdrawn from Maharaja Bhau Partab 
Singh, and it has not as yet (1892) been deemed expedient to restore them. 

The area of Bijawar is stated to be 974 square miles, and the population 
by the census of 1891 is 122,914. The revenue amounts to about two and a 
quarter lakbs of rupees. In 1890, including irregulars, there was a military 
force of 100 cavalry and 1,000 infantry, with 5 guns (classed as serviceable) 
and 22 gunners. 

6. AJAIQARH. 

The Chief of this State was origiually styled the Raja of Banda. 
R«^a Bakht Singh, or Bakht Bali, grandson of Jagat Raj, was driven 
from hie possessions by AH Bahadur, and reduced to such indigence that lie 
was glad to accept a stipend of two rupees a day from bis conqueror. Ou the 
British occupation of Bundelkhand in 1803 be received a pension of three 
thousand Gauhav Shahi rupees per month, until an adequate territorial provision 
could be assigned to him. In 1807 he received a Sanad (No. XXXVIII) 
restoring to him a portion of his possessions. The pension was discon* 
tinned in August 1808. At this time the fort of Ajaigarh and the greater 
portion of the territories forming the old possessions of Jagat Raj were in the 
bands of a military adventurer named Lachhman Dawa. "With a view to 
the pacification of the countiy, it was resolved to oonfirm the occupancy of 
Lachhman Dawa, on condition of his making submission and tendering 
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aliegiance to the British Governmetit (No. XXXIX of 1806). lachhman 
Dawa was required to surrender the fort of Ajaigarh to the British Government 
at the end of two years, and meanwhile to pay a tribute of Rs. 4,000 a year. 
Be broke these conditions, and was therefore dispossessed. A large share of 
hie territory was given to the Raja of Ajaigarh. In 1812 this Raja asked for 
a sanad, specifying in detail the villages which composed his State. Tiiis was 
granted (No. XL), and at the same time, at the request of the Baja, the 5th 
and 6lh Articles of the deed of allegiance, which he had executed in 1807, 
were cancelled. 

Bakht Singh died on the Slst June 1837 and was succeeded by his eldest 
son, Madho Singh, who died childless in 1849 and was succeeded by his 
brother Mahipat Singh. The question was raised at the time whether the 
engagement with Bakht Singh limited the succession to his lineal descendants 
and whether the State should escheat to Government. But a deoisiou was 
finally given in favour of the succession of Mahipat Singh. 

Mahipat Singh died on the 22Dd Juue 1853, and the succession of his son 
Bije Singh, a boy eleven years old, was recognised. He died during his 
minority on the 12th September 1865. The Government of India considered 
that the State of Ajaigarh had escheated to the British Government, and 
declined, pending a reference to the Court of Directors, to recognise the 
wish of the mother of the Chief to appoint Ranjor Singh, his illegitimate 
brother, as successor. At tbe close of 1856 the Conrt of Dii'ectors desired 
that before deciding that there was no rightful heir to the State, an enquiry 
should be made into the origin, nature, and extent of the rights of Bakht 
Singh’s family as they existed before tbe sanad to Bakht Singh was granted. 
These instmetions bad not been acted on when tbe mutinies of 1857 broke out; 
and as tbe rebel Farzand Ali, by proclaiming Lokpal Singh, another illegita, 
mate son of Mahipat Singh, to be the Chief of Ajaigarh, retarded the paci¬ 
fication of the province, while tbe widow of Mahipat Singh had lemaioed 
steadfast in her allegiance to the British Government, it was determined in 
1869 to waive the claim of Government to tbe lapse, and to recognise (No. 
XLI) Ranjor Singh as the successor to the State on the same terms and con* 
ditiont as those on which it was held by the late Chief, with succession to 
the heirs male of bis body lawfully begotten. Certain exclusive privileges 
within tbe town of Banda, to which the British regulations were extended, 
were however excepted from this agreement. 

During the minority of Ranjor Singh, the State was administered by the 
widow of Malnpnt Singh. On her death in 1868, tbe young Chief was en- 
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trusted with the management of tbe State. At the Delhi Assemblage (1877) 
Le received the title of ^^Sawai^' as an hereditary distinction. In 1862, he 
received the right of adoption (No. XXlII), Nazarana of a quarter of a yearns 
net I'ovenue on direct succession, and half ayear^s net revenue on succession by 
adoption, is taken from this Slate. 

Supreme criminal jurisdiction under certain conditions was conferred on 
Maharaja Ranjor Singh by Sanad (No. XXX) in 1887, as well us on the 
Chiefs of Baoni and Panna. It was ruled in February, 1891, that these sanads 
do not apply to any criminal case in whiol) the person accused, or any one of 
the persuuB accused, is a European British subject, or is of European or 
American nationality. The several Chiefs concerned were informed officially 
to this effect. 

The area of Ajaigarh is 802 square miles, and the popnlation according 
to tbs oensns of 1891 is 93,020. The revenues are estimated at two and a 
quarter lakhs of rupees, but these figures are probably incorrect. The Chief pays 
on account of the Rhera and Baohon districts a tribute of Rupees 7,01S*12-0, 
a remission of Rupees 2,500 having been made on the separation of Jnso from his 
territories in 1810. The Chief had in 1890, including irregulars, a military 
force of 97 cavalry, 544 infantry, 9 serviceable guus, and 36 artillerymen. 
He receives a solute of eleven guns. 


6. SARI LA. 

The Sai'ila family is descended legitimately from Fabar Singh, a son of 
Maharaja Jagat Raj. 

Baja Tcj Singh, greaUgrandson of Ja^at Raj, was expelled from his 
possessions by Ali Bahadur, but recovered a portion of them through the 
influence of Raja Himmat Bahadur, aud at the time of the British occupation 
of Bundelkhand was in possession of the small fort and village of Sarilain the 
district of Jalalpnr, yielding a revenne of about Rupees 9,000 a year. In con* 
sideration of his infiaenoe in the district and his sabmissiou to. the British 
Government, an allowance of Rupees 1,000 a mouth was granted to him until 
a snitable provision in land could be made. The villages be claimed yielded 
Rupees 23,600. They were oonferred upon him by Sauad (No. XLII) 
in 1807, and the pension was resumed. 

Tej SiugU was succeeded by his son Anrodh Singh, and the latter by 
bis eon Hiudupat, who received the right of adoption (No. XXllI). 
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Raja Hindupat died in June 1H71, when the Government of India choee for 
the Chiefship Khalak Singh, a member of a diatant branch of the family, who 
had been adopted by Raja Hindupat’a widow. Raja Khalak Singh was a legi> 
timate descendant of Kehrl Singh, another of the sons of Jagat Raj. Khalak 
Singh died on the 25th February 1882 without issue and without adopting 
an heir. It was therefore at the discretion of the Oovemment of India to 
regulate the sucoe^ion, and they were pleased to select for the Chiefship the late 
Raja’s brother Fabar Singh, then aged about six yeai-s. The Government 
were gnided in this selection partly by the wishes of the deceased Chief’s 
widow, who was prepared to adopt the boy and did subsequently adopt 
bimj hut it was at the same time ruled that adoption by the widow of a 
deceased Chief does not of itself confer a right to sucoession. As an act of 
grace the Government of India decided to treat the euceession as that of an 
adopted son, and to levy naxarana scoordingly. 

Nazamna of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct succeesioD, and 
half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, is ordinarily taken from 
thie State. 

Tbe area of Sarila is 851 square miles, and' the population (census of 
1891) is 5,^22. The revenue is about Rupees 4-8,600 per annum. The mili¬ 
tary force, luolading irregulars, comprised in 1890 four guns classed as ser¬ 
viceable, 8 guuners, 8 cavalry, and 116 infantry and police. 

7. JIGNI. 

Pirtbi Singh, grandson of Padam Singh, was in possession of fuorteea 
villages at the time of tbe British occupation. These were attached in 
consequence of his contumacy, but after two years six of the villages were 
restored to him byaSanad(No. XLIII) granted in 1810. On his death 
ill 1830 without legitimate sons, it was proposed to resume the State. But 
a posthumous son, Bhopal Singh, was horn, and he was eventually recognised, 
the administration remaining in tbe hands of the widow. In 1840, in oonse- 
qnenoe of a,fend between the Rani Regent and her oonBdential advisers, 
arising from the Rani having allowed an undue exercise of authority to hra 
brother, a subject of Orcbha, the British Government interfered and appointed 
managers, who were bound to act faithfully in the interests of the jagirdar, 
and to submit aooonnte of the income and exj)endilure to the Agent of the 
British Government in Bundelkhand. The ad in inis t ration was made over 
to Bhopal Singh in 1845.

This Chief was of weak mind, and in consequence of his (fross inisnianage- 
ment, which resulted in an affray attended with loss of life, between his 
foUowei's and those of the Rani, the State was taken under the direct manage¬ 
ment of the British Oovernment in 1855. Bao Bhopal Singh was, however, 
granted the privilege of adoption (No. XLIV) in 186^. He died in October 
1870, when the adoption of Lacbhznan Singh, youngest son of Maharaja 
Kirpnt Singh of Fauna, ns successor to tlie Chiefship, was recognised by the 
Government of India. 'I'his was in accoi-dance with the wishes of the late 
Chief. Hm-ing Rno Lachhman Singh^s minority the State remained under 
British snpervistoD. The Chief received tho title of''Rao Bahadur at the 
i)elhi Assemblage (1877) as a personal distinction, and assumed the manage¬ 
ment of the State in 1831, being then about tweiity-ouo years of age. The 
deat!) of Laohfamnn Singh on the 7th April 1803 has been recently reported. 
By the terms of the adoption sound of 1863, a relief of a quarter of a year’s net 
revenue is taken in each cose that the succession does not go to a direct lineal 
heir. 

Tho area of Jigni is'31 i square miles; the population by the census of 
1891 is 9,9Di; and tho annual revenue about Rupees 14',0l)0. Thei-e is 
(1800) a military force of 4-7 infantry (iri'egulars) with one gun classe<l as 
serviceable, and 1 gunner. 

8. JASO. 

In the partition which Chhotarsnl made of his possessions the parga- 
nas of Kotra and Jaso were included in the share of Jagat Baj. This 
Chief in the year I7C6 divided his State between Oumau Singh, from whom 
the AJaigarh Rnja is descended; Khuman Singh, the ancestor of the Charkhari 
family; and Pabar Singh, the founder of the State of Jnitpur, now extinct. Tn 
this division tho Kotra and Jaso distnets were divided between Quman Singh 
and Khuman Singh. Bharti Chand, the fourth sou of Clihatni-sal, hold the 
district iu subordination to his elder brother, and left it in two shares to his sons, 
Dnrjau Singh and Hari Singh, who, during the quarrels in the family 
of Chhatarsal, managed to maiutain ihenaselves in iudepeudeut possession. 
Durjan Singh, dying childless, left his share to Chait Singh, son of Hart Singh, 
who was succeeded by his infant son Murnt Singh iu the whole of the Jaso 
teiritory. Jaso, like the other Bundelkhaud States, was conquered by Alt 
Bahadur, by whom Gopal Singh, a rebel servant of Chait Singh, was estab- 
lislied in possession on condition of submission and nllegiance. Qopal Singh 
took the iiifaut Murat Singh into his protection. 
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In the arrangement mode with Rakht Singh of Ajaigarh in I807> the 
pavgana of Kotra, in which Murat Singh's possessions Iny, was included in 
the Ajaigarh territory. Murat Singh, however, refused to at^knowlcdge the 
supremacy of Bnkht Singh, and the peace of the country was disturbed by the 
quarrel. In 1813 the British Government decided iu favour of the Baja 
of Ajaigarh, and directed the Agent iu Bundelkhnnd to endeavour to persuade 
Murat Singh to acknowledge the Baja's supremacy, and pay his revenue of 
Rupees 2,500 a year through the British Government, if not direct to the 
Raja. But Mumt Singh would listen to no terms which involved a recogni¬ 
tion of his subordination to Baklit Slogb iu any form. The inability of the 
Raja to coerce Murat Singh led to further enquiries into the claims of the 
latter. It was then clearly proved that although the Jaso jagir had never been 
a.ctually separated from the territories originally ruled over by Jagat Raj, yet 
the authority of the Ajaigarh branch of the family over Jaso bad never been 
more than nominal; that scveial indueutial Chiefs of Bundelkhand were in 
favour of the claims of Murat Singh being recognised; and that, bod the exist- 
ence and claims of Murat Singh been known iu ld07, his descent aud rights 
would undoubtedly have ensured to him the separate recognition of his patri¬ 
monial possessions, according to the policy of the British Government in con¬ 
firming possession os it stood at the time of Ali Bahadur's death. A separata 
Sanad (No. XLV) was therefore conferred on Murat Singh in 1816, confirm¬ 
ing him in the possession of Jaso independently of any subjection to Bakbt 
Singh, At the same time it was considerod uujnst, under a new and more 
accurate view of the case, to insist ou the cession by Bakbt Siugh without 
compensation of what bad been acknowledged by the British Government in 
1813 to be Ills right. A remission of the quit-reut of Rupees 2,600, which the 
Raja of Ajaigarh claimed from Jaso, was therefore granted to Raja Bakbt Singh 
from the amount of his anuual tribute; and, in consideration of the injury done 
to Murat Singh by his long exclusion from his rights, Government resolved to 
bear the loss and not to exact the quit-rent from Juso. 

Murat Singh had two legitimate sons; the elder of whom died childless, 
and the second, Isri. Singh, succeeded to the jagir. Isri Singh was long at 
variance with two of his relatives, Raghunath Singh and Satarjit Singh. In 
consequence of their rebellion he bad ousted them from tlieir respective jagir.< 
of Bichat and Buraba. From 1882 onwards the dispute had been frequently 
referred to the Agent in Bundelkhand for soUlexnent, but it was contrary 
to the policy of GovernmeDt to interfere in the internal affairs of the 
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State. As, however, the continuance of the quarrel threatened the disturb¬ 
ance of the public peace. Government at length interfered in 1845. Baghu- 
nath Singh was restored to the estate of Riobat on condition of paying an 
annual quit-rent of Bupees 1,000 to the jagirdar of Jaso; and an allowance 
of Bupees 1,000 a year was given to Satarjit Singh, who would have 
been incapable of managing the jagir of Duraha if it had been restored 
to him. 

Isri Singh died in 1860, leaving a minor son, Ram Singh, He died soon 
afterwards, and thus the direct descendants of Murat Singh became extinct. 
The Raja of Ajaigarh claimed the State os a lapse to him, but his claim was 
considered to have been extinguished by the arrangements of 1816, the effect 
of which was to recognise and condi’m the antecedent lights of the Jaso 
family, and thereby to entitle the collateral relatives of Murnt Singh to suc¬ 
ceed in direct suboi'dination to the British Goveroment Satarjit Singh of 
the Dumha brnneh of the family, and nephew of Murat Singh, was considered 
the nearest heir; and as he himself wished to succeed in preference to his young¬ 
est SOD Ranjit Singh being adopted, as had been proposed by the widows of the 
late Raja, he was recognised (No. XLYI) successor to the Jnso State in 1862. 
He suhsequeutly in the same year received the right of adoption (No. XLVII), 
Diwau Satarjit Singh died in November 1869, and was succeeded by hie eldest 
son Bhopal Singh. Bhopal Singh died in 1876, and was succeeded by his 
son, Gajraj Singh. Gajraj Singh received the title of ** Diwan Bahadur as a 
personal distinction at the Delhi Assemblage in 1K77. On his death on the 
6th October 1888, without male issue, he was succeeded by bis only surviving 
brother Cbbatnrpati Singh, a youth who only survived a few months. He 
died on the 29th January 1889 and was succeeded by Jagat Raj, Ubnridar of 
Richat, representative of the nearest collateral line. 

A relief of Rupees 2,500 is taken from the Jaso State on all successions, 
whether direct or by adoption. 

The araa of the State ie estimated at 76 square miles ; the census of 1891 
gives a population of 8,882, and there is a revenue of about Rupees 14,000. 
The Chief keeps up (1890) a military force of 2 guus, classed as serviceable, 
2 cavalry, aud 60 iufantry. 

9. BEfil. 

Diwan Jugal Pnrshad, to whom a Sanad (No. XLVIII) was given in 1809 
by the Briti^lr Government, was a descendant of Jagat Raj in the female 
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line* Hifl grandfather Acharja married a daughter of Jagat Raj, who 
granted him in jagir the villages of Umri, Chili and Dadri. These were 
held in the family under the Bundela Rajas, and were confrmed to Jugal 
Farsbod by All Bahadur. On the British occupation of Bundelhhandi the 
villages of Chili and Dadri were resumed, hut the Diwan wns left in possession 
of Tlmri. The village of Dadri was given to Nana Govind Rao in exchange 
for villages in the district of Kalpi. Subaeqnently the right of Diwan Jugal 
Farshad to these villages was established. The village of Chili was there* 
fore restored, lands of equal value in the pargana of Jalalpur were given 
in lieu of Dadii, and the oollectious made from the villages daring the period 
of resumption were refunded. These villages, however, were all snrronnded by 
lands in which the British Regulations were in force, and ooald not conve* 
niently be exempted from the operation of these Regulations. Other villages 
were therefore given to the Diwan in exchange in 1811 (No. XLIX). 

Jugal Parshnd died in April 1814. lie was succeeded by Pbairan Singh, 
grandson of his full brother Oandharb Singh, the claim to the succession 
having been voluntarily renounced by Raojn, the father of Fhairan Singh. 
In 1857 Pbairan Singh was succeeded by his only son Yishwanath Singh. 
On the death of Yishwanath Singh in May 1861, the widow wished to adopt 
Balbhadar Singh, a distant relative of the family, to the exclusion of Bije Singh, 
son of the late jagirdar's first cousin. But Government installed Bije Singh, 
then thirteen years old, on the grounds that he was the nearer relative of the de¬ 
ceased ; that he was living in the jt^irdar’e house at the time of bis death, and 
performed the funeral obsequies; that he was recognised as the rightful 
claimant by the principal Tbakurs; and that the political officers were in 
favour of.his recognition on grounds both of right and policy. In consider¬ 
ation, however, of the services of the late jagirdar during the mutinies of 1857, 
the nazarana, which under ordinary circumstances would have been claimed 
on the successioD, was remitted* 

Rao Bije Singh is a Fnar Rajput. In 1862 he received a Sanad (No.L) 
granting him the right of adoption. A relief of a quarter of a year's net 
revenue is takeu from Beri on direct succession, and half a year's net revenue 
on succession by adoption. 

In 18S5 the jagirdar ceded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving the usual 
compensation. No formal engagements were concluded with Beri in regard 
to this cession of land or jurisdiction. The only States witti which such 
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engagements were framed are Datia, Smntbar, £wid Baoni, though small areas 
were ceded by Beri and other States for the same purpose. 

The area of Beri is about 28 square miles; the population by the census 
of 1891 is 4,521; and the revenue is estimated at Rupees 21,QUO. The Chief 
has (1890) a force of 2 gnmi, ciassod as serviceable, 8 gunners, 10 cavalry, 
and 67 iufantry, all iireguba'a. 

10. CHHA.TARPUR. 

Kunwar Suiii Sab, whom the British Government establisl^ed in the Raj of 
Chhntorpur, was a servant of Hindupnt, grandfather of Raja Kishor Singh of 
Panna. During the troubles which ensued on the introduction of the Mab- 
ratta power, Kiinwar Suni Sah usurped a large tract of country for himself, 
and, on the British occupation of Bundelkband, his influence was so great that 
the purchase of Ills submission by the guarantee of his possessions was oonsi* 
dered an important political object. lathe Sauad (No. LI) granted to him 
iu 1806, the town of Cbhatarpur and four tbanos which were in his possession 
duiiug the lifetime of Ali Bahadur, with the towns of Mhow and Salat which 
he had usurped after Ali Bahadur’s death, were reserved by the British Gov> 
erument; and in consideration of this, Government remitted to him, as a 
provision for his sou Pai'tab Singh, the tribute of Rupees 19,000 which he 
paid to Ali Bahadur. 

Government, however, wci'e of opinion that it might be expedient to 
restore Cbhatarpur and the four thnnas, on the understanding that Suni Sub 
would be responsible for the peace of his own territories. The restoration was 
not made till 1808, when Mhow was given to Soni Sah and Chhatarpur to his 
son Partab Singh* on the withdrawn! of the British troops from that quarter* 

Id 1812 Suni Sah made a distribution of his territories among his flve 
eons. Later he was persuaded by bis younger sons to make another distiibu- 
tion, by which the share of Partab Singh, the elder, was considerably lessened, 
and all the brothers were declared to be independent of each other. Govern* 
xnent disapproved of this partition, as being both unjust to Purtnb Singh and 
opposed to the policy of the British Government, which desired to prevent the 
dismemberment of the Bundelkband States; and the Ruja was informed that if, 
in consequence thereof, any necessity for interference arose after his death,

GoTernment would uphold the rights of Pariah Singh. GoTemroent also refused 
to recognise the hereditary descent ot the shares of the younger brothers in 
their families, and directed the Agent, on the death of Suni Sah, to assume the 
Bret distribution of the State ns the basis of an arrangement with Partab Singh; 
the other brothers, Himmat Singh, Pirthi Singh, Hindnpat, and Bakht Singh, 
holding their shares for life in subordination to Pariah Singh. These instruc- 
tioDs were carried out on the death of Suni Sah in 1815, and werecoiiBnned by 
Sanads granted in 1816 to the Bve brothers, from each of whom a corf^pond- 
iog engagement was taken (No. Lll). After the shares of the brothers bad 
been allotted some exchanges took place for mutual accommodation. Partab 
Singh had incurred much expense in foviifying the fort o! Beora, which 
commanded the passes through the hills. Tiiis was in the share allotted to 
Bakht Singh, but the possession of it wns necessary to enable Partab Singh 
to fulfil his obligation to keep marauders in check. The districts of Deora 
and Kariani were therefore given to Partab Singh, in exchaoga for Kajgarh 
and Telolia, which were given to Bakht Singh. Pirthi Singh's share contained 
no town with a convenient place of residence, and, to meet his wishes in this 
respect, Bakht Singh made over tc him Bajgarh in exchange for six viUngCs 
of equal value. 

The sannd granted to Partab Singh contained the names of thirty- 
nine villages not entered in the sanad of Suni Sah. Many of these were 
hamlets dependent on villages named in the sanad of 1806, but twenty- 
one of them were claimed by Kaja Kishor Singh of Panna. It was found 
however that all these villages were iu the possession of Suni Sah at the time 
of AH Bahadur's death, and his possesetou of them was therefore main¬ 
tained. Possession at the time of AH Bahadur's death was declared in this, 
ns in other cases, to constitute the' standard for the adjustment of all such 
claims. 

On the death of Himmat Singh, Pirthi Singh and Hindnpat, their jagira 
reverted to the Chhnlarpur State. Bakht Singh was unable to manage his 
jngir and made it over to Partab Singh, who gave him in lieu of it an 
allowance of linpees 2,250 a month. In this jagir there was an assignment 
* of three villages, wliich had been made to the Dichbit family of Nowgong by 
Hindupat. Partab Singh mode various attempts to resume these Tillages, hut 
vrus always compelled by the British Government to withdraw on the grouad 
that the family had a right to the jagir by virtue of old grants'from 
Uiudupat. ^’hile, Lowever, the right of the'Raja of Chhatarpnr to resume 
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these villages was deuied, bis sapremacy over the Dicbhit family was reoog- 
nised^ and the family were declared to be guaranteed subordiuates of Chbatar- 
pur. The Dicbbit jngirdar is thus not of the rank of a Bandelkbaiid Chief, 
nor has he any claim to a separate sunad from the British Government. It 
is aeooidingly incumbent on him to refer such questions, as the abolitiou 
of transit dues within the jagir, to the Chhatarpur Chief for bis eonour- 
reoce. 

Partab Singh received the title of Baja Bahadur ** on the I8th January 
1827. In 1852 the Baja proposed to adopt and nominate as bis beir Jagat Raj, 
grandson of his youngest brother Bakbt Singh, to the exolnsion of Knnjal 
Sab, son of an elder brother. This brother, Pirtbi Singh, with twoof hisbro- 
there bad rebelled on Itis father’s death and resisted the resumption of bis 
father’s jagir, but at last accepted, under the British guarantee, a money 
stipend from Partab Singh on condition of residing out of Chhatarpur. 
By this arrangement he was considered to have forfeited any rights he might 
otiierwise have bad to the sucoessiou. A reference was made to the Chiefs 
of Orchha, Chaikbarr, Bijawar, Panna, Ajaigarb, Datia, and Sbahgarh, as 
to the right of Partab Singh to adopt Jagat Baj. They gave it as their 
opinion that, according to the practice of the Chiefs of Bundeikband, Partab 
Singh had a right to select Jagat Baj and to pass over Kunjal Sah. Refer< 
enoe to the arbitration of the Bundeikband Chiefs, however, as a menus 
of settling such questions, was disapproved of by the Court of Directors. 
Before the question was decided whether Partab Singh should be allowed 
to adopt Jagat Raj, or whether the State should lapse on his death, the Raja 
died on 19th May 1854<. The Court of Directors ruled that Kunjal Sah 
had no right to the succession, the sanad of 1806 being only a life grant; 
and that as the sanad of 1817 limited the snooession to the lineal heirs male 
of Partab Singh, and Partab Singh had died oliildless, the State of Chha¬ 
tarpur was clearly an escheat. Moreover, they declined to recognise any right 
on the part of Jagat Raj in consequence of his adoption by Partab Singb. 
But in consideration of the fidelity of the family and the good government of 
the late Baja, Government ooDsentedin 1854, as an act of grace and favour, to 
grant the State to Jagat Raj nnder a new Sanad (No. LIII), the successionbeing • 
strictly limited to him and bis male descendants. Iho widow of Partab 
Singb was made regent during the minority of Jagat Baj, but was removed 
from »the regency in January 1863, in consequence of her ansatiafaotory 
man^ment, and because of tbo asylum she gave to rebels in the 
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Chbatarpur tsrritorj. A Britisb officer was deputed to Cbbatarpur to super- 
lutend the admioistration and instruct the young: Chief in bia duties. The 
Rajn was entrusted with the mauagement of the State early in 1867^ hut died 
in the following November leaving no infant son, Vishwanatli Singh, fourteen 
montlis old, who was recognised as his successor. 

From 1867 to 1887, except for a short period (from 1876 to 1878) the 
State remained under Britisb supervision. But on the 29th August 1887 the 
Chief, haying then completed bis twenty-first year, was invested with full 
administrative powers subject to the conditions usually imposed in sueh cases. 
He consults the Political Agent in all important matters, and obtains his 
assent before making any change in the existing system of administration or 
raversiiig any important measures taken during his minority. 

The Cbbatarpur Chief has the right of adoption (note to No. XXIII). 
Nazarana at the rate of a quarter of a yearis net revenue is taken on direct 
succession and half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption. 

In 1869 an addition was made to the Nowgong Cantonment and for 
the land thus acquired a yearly payment of Bupees S,249«I0-8 is made to the 
State of Cbbatarpur. Similarly, compensation is paid to the mafidar of Bilehri, 
a guaranteed holder under Cbbatarpur, amounting to Rupees 2,888-9, for laud 
acquired for the Nowgong Cantonment in 1845 aud 1869. 

The area of Cbbatarpur is estimated at 1,240 square miles; according to 
the census of 1891 the population is 177,187; and the gross revenue is 
about three lakhs of rupees. The military force, including irregulars, con¬ 
sisted in 1890 of 39 horse and 814 infantry and police. There are also 34 
guns classed as eerviceable, and 37 gunners. The Chief reoeives a salute of 
eleven guns. 


11. BARAUNDHA on PATHARKACHHAB. 

This family is very ancient. The present line traces its descent from 
Oaurichand, a Chief of Baraundba, who died in 1549. It belongs to the 
Rajbansi caste of Rajputs. Under the rule of the Bundela Chiefs, the State 
seems to have been held under a sanad from Hard! Sab. Mohan Singh was 
confirmed by the British Qovernment in the territoiy which he held under 
the Bundelas and AH Bahadur, and a Sanad (No. LIV) was given to him on 
the 21at June 1807. He died on the 4th January 1827 without male issue, 
leaving a will iu which the whole of his property was bequeathed to his 
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way jiwo shares, that of the widow of Bharatja who died in 1886, and that of 
Ari, the mother of Chhatarsal, were absorbed. Of the remainiog seven shares^ 
Fnrwai which formed the share of Pokhar Parshad, was confiscated in 1855 on 
account of the complioitj of his son and successor BUhan Parshad in murder, 
and Naegaou, the share of Cbhatarsal, was absorbed under the following cir¬ 
cumstances : Chhataraal was succeeded by his son Jagnrnath, who iu 1843 was 
succeeded by bis widow Naont Dalabin. Under the sanad granting her the 
right of adoption, Nauui Dulahin wished to adopt one Bans Gopal; this 
was* objected to by the other members of the family, on the ground tlmt 
Bans Qopal was not directly descended from Bam Kishan, the founder of 
the family, but from one of Rum Eishan's ancestors. Without laying 
duwD any general rule which might limit the terms of the adoption sanad. 
Government considered tl>at it was more in harmony both with the principle 
of Hindu law as to adoptive heirs, and also with the rights and customs 
of the Chaube family, that the female jagirdar should select an heir from 
amoug the direct descendante of Rnm Kishan. Farther than this Government 
would not oiroamsoribe her privilege of adoption. Shortly after this decision 
Bans G opal died, and his death tvas followed in January 1864 by that of 
Nanni Dulahin, who left a deed adopting Bihari Lai, the son of Bans Gopal. 
The adoption was however disallowed on the ground that it did not come with, 
in the conditions of the adoption samad, and the partition of the jugir in equal 
shares among the other branches of the Chaube family in accordance with the 
rule of succession was authorised. A suitable provision was made for Bihari 
Lai and for the widow of Chhataraal, the first jagirdar j each share will revert 
at the death of its bolder to the other membera of the family. 

There remain now (1892) five^ shares, of which four are held by the des- 
_ cendants of Ram Kishan Chaube. and one by the

Fahru, Eauatn Uajkula. family of Gopal Lai, the vakil. In each case the 

right of adoptiou (No. L) was conceded in 1862, 
and in each cose, by the terms of the adoption sunads, the holding is subject 
to the payment of nazarana of a quarter of a year's net revenue on dii-ect suc- 
cessiou and half a year's net revenue on succession by adoption. 

12. PALDEO. 

This jagir. was left by Dariyao Singh to his son N.athu Ram, who was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Raja Ram in 1840. Raja Ram died without issue in Octo¬ 
ber 1842, and was succeeded by his uucle Sheo Parshad. Slieo Parshad was 
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SQocceded ia 1865 by his eldest son MaVnnd Sing^h^ wbo died in 1874 and, on 
failure of lineal male heirs, was snoceeded by bis brother Chanbe Anrudh Singb, 
who was thea thirty-seven years of age. A nazorana of half a year's net 
revenue was taken on this occasion. In 1877, the Chief received, at the Delhi 
Assemblage, the title of ** Bao ** as apersonal distinction. 

In 1883 the existing arrangements, whereby certain ladies of the ^mily 
enjoyed land for maintenance, were modified, the jagirdar engaging to snbsti- 
tnte suitable cash allowances. 

Anrudh Singh died in August 1891, and thesnccessioa of his first cousin, 
Narain Das, aged about 55, was recognised by the Government of India. As 
in the Banha Pahari case, the snccession was considered direct, and a nazarana 
of one-fonrth of a year's revenue only was exacted. 

The area of Paldeo is 28 square nsiles; its population in 1891 was 9*,351; 
and its revenne is about Rupees 20,000. The jagiidar keeps up a force which 
was returned in 1890 at 10 horsemen and 200 foot soldiers (irregulars). 
He has two serviceable guns. 

IS. TABAON. 

Taraon fell to the share of Oaya Parshad, who left it to his son Kamta 
Farshnd in 1840, who was succeeded in 1856 by his son Ram Cband. Ram 
Chand died in 1872 and was succeeded by his son Chbatarbb^j. 

In 1884 tbe jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur State (now 
Indian Midland) Railway, receiving payment for the area acquired, and in 
1889 he ceded (Ko. LIX) criminal and civil jurisdiction therein to the British 
Government. 

Tbe area of Taraon is 12 square miles; the population was 3,403 in 1891; 
and tbe yearly revenno is about Rupees 11,000, In 1890, the military force 
consisted of 3 cavalry and 43 infantry (irregular), with three unserviceable guns. 

14. BHAISAUNDA. 

Bhmsannda was the shore of Nawal Kishor, who was succeeded by his 
sou Acharju, who in turn was succeeded by his secoud son Tirath Parshad. 
Tiraih Parshad died on the lObh October 1885, and was succeeded by bis eldest 
grandson Cbanbe Cbhatarsal Parshad, then eight years of age. 

Tbe area of Bhaitaundais 12 square miles; its population in 1891 was 4,764; 
and its revenue is Rupees 11,000 a year. The jagirdar has 52 footmen (1890). 
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15. PAHRA. 

Sali^ Bam wished to divide bis share during bis^Kfe among fats throe 
sons, bub this sub^divisica of the jagir of Pafara was not sunotioned Govern¬ 
ment. Salig Ram died in 1S43 and was succeeded by his son Ram Parefaad. 
He was succeeded in 1855 by bis nephew Makbsudan Parshad who bad been 
adopted from Taraou. Makbsudan Parshad died in 1868, when he was sue- 
oeeded by the presentjagirdar, Chaube Radfaa Charan, then eleven years of age. 
On the succession of Makbsudan Parshad it was ruled that he bad no right 
to alienate the revenues of the State beyond his own life. 

In 1884 the jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur State (now 
Indian Midland) Railway, oompensation being awarded for the area acquired* 
and in 1888 he ceded (Ho. LX) criminal and civil jurisdiction therein to the 
British Government. 

Thenreaof Pabra is 10 square miles; its population in 1891 was4,147 ; and 
its annual reveuae is about Rupees ISjOOO. The jagirdar keeps up (1890) a 
force of 19 horsemen and 100 foot soldiers, 2 guns, and 4 gunners. 

16. KAMTA RAJAULA. 

Eamta Kajaula was the share granted to the family vakil, Rao Oopal Iial, 
who was not a roeml>er of the Chaube family but belonged to the Kayasth 
caste. He died in 187S and was succeeded by his eldest son Rao Eharat 
Parshad, then twenty-four years of age. 

Rao Bharat Parshad died in December 1891. The succession of bis 
eldest sou, Rana Parshad, was sanctioned by the Government of India in 
March 1892. 

Tlie area of Kamta Rajanla is 4 square miles; its popnlation 1,690 in 
1891; and its revenue Rupees 3,000 a year. The jagirdar maintains 15 
armed footmen, and one gun. 


17. BIHAT. * 

The ancestoi's of the Bihat family received service grants from the descend¬ 
ants of Hai*di Sab, and these were continued during the government of Ali 
Bahadur. Diwan .4parbal Singh and his relative Diwan Chbatri were found

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in poBsesaion at the time of the Brilieh oconpation, and the neual sauads 
(No. liXI} tvere oonferred on them in 1807. 

Aparbal 8iDg:b was succeeded bj his son Rao Bankat Rao, and he in 1828 
by his sou Kao Kamod Singh. To Rao Kamod Singh succeeded in 1846 his 
son Hardi Sah^ a boy about three years of age. Hardi Sab died iu 1859, and 
was succeeded by bis uncle Qorind Das, brother of Bao Ramod Singh. Tfaig 
Chief reoeised the right of adoption (note to No. L). Rao Gorind Das died in 
1872, when his son Rao Mabam Singh, then fourteen years of age, was reeog> 
uised as his successor. Under the terms of the adoption sanad, nazarana is 
taken from this estate at the rate of a quarter of a year's net reyeuue on direct 
successions and half a year's net revenue on successions by adoption. 

The jagirdar of Bihat pays a tribute of Rupees 1,4(J0 a year for the dis* 
trict of Lebanon. The area of the estate is about 18 square miles; tbe 
population 4,442 in 1891; and tbe revenue Rupees 18,000. l%e jagirdar 
maintains (1890) one gun, 2 gunners, 5 cavalry, and 75 foot soldiers. 

18. ALIPURA. 

Tbe lands composing this State were granted by Hindupat, grandson 
of Hardi Sah, to Acbal Singh, and the grant was continued to bis son Diwan 
Partab Singh by Ali Bahadur. Partab Singh was in possession at the time 
of the British occupation, and the State was therefore confirmed to him by 
Sonad (No. LXIl) in 1808. 

Partab Singh left four sons, tbe eldest of whom, Fanchsm Singh, succeed¬ 
ed him. In 1835 Panebam Singh divided tbe j«^^r between himself and his 
three brothers, Tilok Singh, Jawahir Singh and Kishor Singh, hut the division 
was not reported to or recognised by Government. In 1846 the youngest of the 
four brothers, Risbor Singh, died leaving a grandson, Bakbt Singh. As the 
snb^ivisioD of the jagirbadled to disturbances, Xisbor Singh's share was re- 
annexed to tbe jagir, Bakht Singh being allowed to retain lands yielding Rupees 
8,OUO per annnm. It was soon afterwards decided that no ji^ held under 
sanad from the British Government should be converted by sub-divirion 
into a zamindari without the previous sanction of Qovemment. In 1849 
Jawahir Singh died after having adopted one of Bakht Singh's sons. Bakht 
Singh, who had resisted the resumption of his grandfather's share, seized 
that left by Jawabir Singb, but was compelled by force to yield and retire on 
an allowance from the jagirdar of Alipura of Rnpees 3,000 per annum. 
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In 1862 an aiTangement was effected by wbich lands of the annaal value 
of Rupees 6,000 were assigned to Kishor Singh’s family: this was subse¬ 
quently modified and a cash payment of the same amount was substituted. 
Id the meantime Tilok Singh had died and his share bad been allowed to descend 
to his two sons. This gave Bakhb Singh a ground for further agitation, habit 
was decided that be had received every consideration, and the jagirdar was 
given permission to re-annex Tilok Singh’s share on making a suitable provi¬ 
sion for the family. On the breaking out of the mutiny, Bakht Singh, who 
had refused to accept the above decision, went into rebellion. On his surrender 
in 1865 he was tried for dakaiti and murder, but was acquitted for want of 
evidence. In 1868 the cash allowance of Rupees 6,000 was divided among 
Kishor Singh’s family. Accordingto I'ecognised enstom Jagat Raj, the eldest 
son of Kishor Singh, would have received Rupees 2,800, and his two brothers 
Rupees 1,850 each. On the same principle, Bakht Singh, the eldest of the sons 
of Jagat Raj, received Rupees 880 out of his father’s share-of Rupees 2,300, 
and his younger brothers received Rupees 710 each. Both of these have since 
died, and their heiiB receive half the allowance. To secure the peace of Alipura 
and its neighbourhood Bakht Sing was kept under surveillance at dwolior. 

The late Chief, Rao Hindupat, was the great-grandson of Partab Singh 
in the direct mole line. Ho succeeded iu 18*10 nnd died in November 1871, 
wlien his son Rao Chhatarpnti, then twenty years of age, was recognised 
as jagirdar. He belongs to the Farihar caste of Rajputs. 

He received the title of ^'Rao Bahadur” at the Imperial Assemblage (1877) 
as a personal distinotion. In 188*1 he ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur 
State (now Indian Midland) Railway, receiving compensation for the area 
acquired, and in 1888 ceded (No. LKIII) orituinal and civil jurisdiction therein 
to the British Government. In 1887 be was created a Companion of the 
Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. 

In 1862 the right of adoption was conferred (note to No. XLIV). 
Under the terms of the sanad the State is held subject to the payment of 
nazarana of a quarter of a year’s net i-eveoue whenever the snocession does 
not go to a direct lineal heir. 

The area of Alipura is estimated at 69 square miles; the population in 
1891 was 15,221; and the revenue is about Rupees 8U,OUO. In 1890 there 
was a foroe, including irregulars, of 277 infantry and 6 horsemen with 2 guna 
and 5 gunners. 
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19. QAUEIHAR. 

Raja Ram was governor of the fort of Barbagarb^ io the senrice of 
Goman Singh, anoestor of the Rajas of Ajaigarh. Daring the anarchy of 
the times he rebelled against his master, and for a short while held the fort 
saccessfully agaiuet All Bahadar. At the time of the British occapation of 
Bnndelkband he was at the head of a band of professed plunderers, and for 
long disturbed the peace of the country. By the 5th Article of bis Engage* 
ment (No. XXXVIII), the Baja of Ajaigarh was bound to reduoe Raja 
Bam to obedience and to grant him subsistence. But he was nnahle to do this 
either by persuasion or foroe,aod the resistance of Raja Bam was so successful 
that OoTemmeut sanctioned the offer of Rupees 30,000 for his capture. 
But before the proclamation was issued he was induced to sarrender on the pro* 
mise of receiving a territorial possession on terms similar to those granted to 
the Bnndelkband Chiefs. He received his sanad (No. LXIV) on the 29th 
November 1807. 

Raja Ram died on Slst January 1846, and was succeeded by his only 
surviving son, Bajdbar Rudra Singh. For his services during the mutinies of 
1857 RajdharBudra Singh received the title of *‘Bao Bahadur,^ with akbilat 
worth Rupees 10,000. In 1862 the privilege of adoption (note toNo. XXXII) 
was conceded. 

Rajdhar Rudra Singh died on the 26tb April 1877 without issue. On his 
deathbed he requested the Political Agent to move the Government to permit 
his widow to adopt an heir to the jagir. For three years no aotion was taken 
regarding the succession, and the widow in the meantime managed the estates. 
In 1880 it was reported that she bad adopted Gajadhar Parsbad, a rela- 
tive of the late Chief, and then twenty-six years of age. The Govern* 
ment approved of his succession to the Chiefsbip. Rao Gajadbar Parabad died 
on the 2nd March 1887, leaving neither a natural nor an adopted heir, and 
Shamle Parsbad, then about thirfy>two years of age, a member of a collateral 
branch of the family, was selected by Government as successor to the Chief¬ 
sbip. 

The State comprises an area of 73 square miles; it had a population in 
1891 of 10,091; and it yields a yearly revenue of about Rupees 60,000. In 
1890 the military force, including irregulars, consisted of 4 guns, 8 gunners, 
43 cavalry aud 218 foot soldiers. 

a 
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20. GARAULI. 

Gopal Singh of GaiauU was one of the most active aud daring of the 
military adventorera who opposed the occnpation of Bundelkband by the 
British Government. He bad been in the service of Dui^jan Singh and Hari 
Singhj the grandsons of ChbatatBal^ and on the invaeion of Ali Babadnr he 
seized the pargana of Kotra for himself. For years he resisted all efforts of 
persuasion or force to reduce him to submissioDi but, being at last convinced 
of the hopelessness of the unequal contest with the British ti'oope, he sub¬ 
mitted on condition of receiving a full pardon and a provision in land. A 
Sanad (No. LXV) was given to him in 1812. 

As an inducement to Oopal Singh to submit, the Haja of Fanna, whom 
Gopal Singh had befriended in distress, gave him eighteen additional villages. 
The Raja of Panna asserted that these villages were given on a service tenure, 
but in 1821, after full inquiry, it was decided that no such condition was 
annexed to the grant. The villages continued with Gopal Singh till his 
death in 1831, when they were resumed by the Raja of Fauna, the origiual 
grant having been only for the life of Gopal Singh. 

Gopal Singh was succeeded by Diwan Bahadur Farichat, whoso son 
Randbir Singh was recognised in 1861 os his future heir and successor. 
Randhir Singh, however, predeceased his father, dying in December 1883. 
Diwan Bahadur Farichat died in 1884, aud was succeeded by his infant 
grandson Chaudra Bban Singh, then a few mouths old. 

In the case of this State, the right of adoption has been conceded. Under 
the terms of the adoption sanad (No. L), nazarana of a quarter of a 
year's net revenue is taken on direct succession and half a yearns net revenue 
on succession by adoption. A yearly payment of Rupees 2,500 is made to 
GarauU as rent for the Royal Artillery range and the grass preserve near 
Nowgoug. 

In 1884 the jagirdar ceded land for the Jlionsi-Manikpur State (now the 
Indian Midland) Railway, receiving compensation for the area acquired ; and 
in 1888 he ceded (No. LXVI) criminal aud civil jurisdiction therein to the 
British Government. 

The area of Garauli is estimated to be 25 square miles; the population 
in 1891 was 6,529, and the yearly revenue is about Rupees 25,000. The 
military force, including irregulars, consisted in 1890 of 3 guns, 2 gonners, * 
2 horsemen, and 56 infantry. 
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21. NAIGAWAN RIBAI. 

LaobHman Siogb, one oE tbe baoditti leaders of Buodelkhandj was 
induced to surrender on promise of pardon. He received in 1807 a Sanad 
(No. LXVII) for five villages. He died in 1808 and was succeeded bis son, 
Jagat Siogb. In 1850 it was deoided that the State of Naigawan Bibai is 
held merely on a life tenure, and ought to have been resumed on tbe death 
of Lacbhman Singh. It was, however, continued to Jagat Siogb, who bad 
been so long in possession, on the distinct understanding that it was to lapse 
absolutely at lus death. In the meantime, however, the right of adoption 
(note to No. L) was conceded, and on the jagirdar’s death in 1867 the success 
sioD of his widow, Larai Bhulia, then twenty-six years of ag^e, was sanctioned. 
Nazarana of a quarter of a yearns net revenue on direct succession, and half a 
year's net revenue on suooession by adoption, is taken from this jagir, in 
accordance with the terms of the adoption sanad. 

The area of Naigawan Bibai is 16 square miles; the population (1891) 
18 8,370; and the revenue Rupees 10,875. In 1890 the miliUry force con« 
eisted of 1 gun, 6 horsemen and 51 infantry, including all irregulars. 

22, BAONI. 

Baoni is the only Muhammadan State in Bundelkhand. Nawab Gbazl- 
ud-Din Khan, grandson of Asaf Jab, Nizam-uUMulk of Hyderabad, reoeived 
from the Peehwa a grant of fifty-two villages near Kalpi. At the time 
of the BritiBh occupation of Bundelkhand his son Nasir-ud-Daula was found 
in possession of forfy-nine of these villages, three having been usorpod 
by the subordinate agents of the Peshwa's Government without authority 
from the Poona Barbar. The Nawab submitted a paper of requests iu 1806 
(No. LXVlll) clmming the continuance of these villages, and, although actual 
possession was wanting to complete the ground of claim to three of them, yet) 
as a measure of liberality and in consideration of the rank of the Nawab and 
his exemplary conduct from the time of tbe British occupation, it was resolved 
to continue to him the whole of the villages comprised in the Peshwa’s grant 
to his &tiier. But the grant of a sanad was withheld until the claims of 
the Nana of Kalpi could be adjosted, as the specific nature and extent of 
tbe Nawab's authority and privilegea within his jagir might depend iu a 
great measure on the nature of the settlement with the Nana. During 
the investigation of the Nana's claims it appeared that he stood to the 
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Feshwa in the position of a tributary, and that the district of Ealpi 
in wbioli lay the Nawab’s jagir, did not form part of the lands actually 
held by the Feshwa and ceded under the Treaty of Bassein. It vt'as there* 
fore ruled that the British Government had no right to gi-ant a sanad 
for the villages constitutiug the Nawab^s jagir, to exercise any authority 
over the Kawab and his possessions, or to ratify the paper of requests which 
the Nawab bad presented. But Government considered that there were 
no objections to the execution of a deed recognising the validity of the 
Feshwa’s sanad; and this was accordingly done in a letter which the 
Governor-General addressed to the Nawab on the 24th December 1806. Any 
claims to independence of the British Government, which the Nawab might 
have been disposed to base on this decision, were extinguished iu 1817, when 
the Feshwa ceded all his sovereign rights to the British Government. 

Nasir-ud-Danla died at Kalpi on the llth May 1815, and was succeeded 
by hU son Amir-ul-Mulk, who was succeeded in 1838 by his son Muhammad 
Husain Ehan. In 1856 the Nawab requested that he might be permitted 
to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and that his eldest son Mebdi Husain 
Ehan might he recognised in the succession; and, with a view to prevent 
quarrels, he proposed to settle allowances amounting to Rupees 9,000 a year 
upon the other members of his family. These arrangements were sanc¬ 
tioned, hut owing to the mutiny and other causes the Nawab did not go 
on the pilgrimage. Nevertheless Mehdi Husain Khan continued to bo 
addressed as Nawab, and to have aole charge of the administration till the 
death of his father Muhammad Husain Ehan, which took place in August 
1859. After the death of Muhammad Husain Ehan, one of his sons, Abdulla 
Husain Khan, eudeavoui’ed to cast suspicion on Mehdi Husain Khan’s birth 
and to secure the saooe^ion to himself; but after enquiry Oovemment recog¬ 
nised Mehdi Husain Ehan as the legitimate heir. In 1862 the Nawab was 
assured (No. LXIK) that any succession to the State which might be 
legitimate according to Muhammadan law would be recognised and confirmed, 
subject to the payment of a relief of half a year’s net revenue whenever the 
succession does not go to a direct lineal heir. In 1863, as a rewai-d for 
various liberal measums adopted by the Nawab, and particularly the aboli¬ 
tion of transit duties within the limits of his State, Government sanctioned 
an addition to his complimentary titles. 

In 1867 the Nawab received a sanad (No. XXVII), granting him 
under oertain conditions supreme oriminal jurisdiction within his lands. 
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In 1874, at the special request of the Nawab, who was in ilUhealth^ 
the mana^ment of the State was taken over by the Government. In 1883 
he abdicated, with the approval of the Government of India, in favour of his 
son Muhammad Husain Khan, then about twenty-three years of age, receiviog 
a cash allowance for bis own maintenance. 

In 1884 Baoni ceded land for the Betwa canal, receiviog the usual com* 
pensation, and in 1888 entered into an Agreement (No.XYlIIratiBedin 1889) 
regarding the cession of jurisdiction and other matters connected with the 
canal. 

Full criminal jurisdiction under certain conditione, which were modified 
in 1891, was conferred on Muhammad Husain Khan by Sanld (No, XXX) in 
1887 (see Ajaigarb and Panna, tuj^a). 

This State is said to cover an area of about 117 square miles; in 1891 
the population was 18,876; and the revenue is about one lakh of rupees. In 
1890 there was, including irregulars, a military force of 9 horsemen, 185 
infantry, 2 gnns and 4 gunners. The chief is entitled to a salute of 11 guns. 


Tob Hasut-Bhata Jagirs. 

These jagirs originally formed part of the Orchha State. The founder of 
the family was Diwan Rai Siogb, great-great-grandson of Bir Singh Deo, 
one of the Rajas of Orchha, who possessed the jagir of Baragaon. The 
name of Hasbt-Bbaya jagirs is derived from the fact of Diwan Rai Singh 
having divided his jagir of Baragaon into eighi shares, ^ri, Pasrai, Taraoli, 
Chirgaon, Dhurwai, Bijna, Tori Fatehpur andBaokaPahari, among his eight 
sons. The jagir of Kari (or Dudpur) became at an early date merged in the 
other shares; Taraoli reverted to Orchha; and Pasrai was incorporated in the 
Jhansi district and is now British territory. The dismemberment of the 
Orchha State by the Mahrattas and the formation of the separate State of 
Jhansi led to disputed claims between Orchha and Jhansi as to the supre¬ 
macy over the remaining five jagirs. A careful investigation was made 
in 1821, and it was decided that these jagirs should be considered directly 
dependent on the British Government, through whom the tribute levied by 
the Jhansi State would be paid, but that the jagirdars should continue the 
usual observauces to the R^ja of Orchha as the nominal head of the fomily. 
The Jhansi Chief, however, had seized several of the villages belonging to these 
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jagira, and was allowed to Totain them in lieu of the tribute^ which would 
otherwise have been exacted. These arrangements were embodied in Sanads 
(No. LXX) which were granted in 1821 and 1828 to the jagirdars. For the 
jagir of Taraolij which had reverted to Orchba, the Chief of Orchha was 
required 'to pay an annnal tribute of Rupees 3,000 to Jhansi. This tribute 
became payable to the British Government on the lapse of Jhansi, but it was 
remitted in 1860 as a reward for the services rendered by the Raja of Orchha 
dnrmgthe mutinies. Chirgaon was coniiscated in 1841 for the rebellion of the 
jagirdar Bakht Singh, so that of the original eight shares into which the jagir 
of Bart^on was divided, there remain now only the four holdings which are 
described below. ^ 

23. DHUBWAI. 

Diwan Bndh Singh of Dhurwai, to whom the sanad was given in 
1823, was succeeded by his sou Nahar Singh, and he, in 1851, by his son 
Ranjor Singh, the present jagirdar, then seventeen years of age. 

Ill 1882 the jt^^rdar ceded land for the Betwa canal, receiving oompeu* 
sation for the area acquired. 

In 1883 the orders regarding divisions and reversions of shares in two of 
the thi'ee groups into which the family is divided for the parpose of succession 
were modified, and it was ruled that future devolutions should bo regulated by 
the claims of legal shareholders. 

In 1891 the population of Dhurwai was 1,774. The area is about 18 square 
miles, and the yearly revenue about B.up6es 11,000. Thereare said to be 10 
horsemen, 100 footmen, and 3 guns. 


24. BUNA. 

Diwan Sorjau Singh of Bijna was succeeded in 1839 by his son Khande 
Rao, and he, in 1850, by his son Makund Singh, then fourteen yeare of 
age-

26. TORI FATEHPUE. 

Har Parsbad, jagirdar of Tori Fatebpur, before bis death on the 19th Nov* 
ember 1868, adopted Pirthi Singh from the Bijna branch of the family, and the 
succession of this youth was recognised by Government, the jagir being left 
under the management of the widow of Har Parshad during the minority. 
Rao Pirthi Singb died on the 6th Febiniary 1880. The Government of India 
sanctioned the sncceasion of his nephew Aijnn Singh, then ten years old, 
who, in accordance with her husband's wishes, bad been adopted by the widow. 

In 1882 the jagirdar ceded laud for the Betwa canal, receiving compcn* 
sation for the area acquired. 

The area of the jagir is about S6 square miles; the popnlation by the 
census of 1891 is 9,627 ; and the revenue is about Rupees 22,000 a year. In 
1890 there were 15 horsemen, 150 infantry, and 12 guns. 

26. BANKA PAHARI. ■ 

Diwan Isri Singb of Banka Pabari, so called from the title ** Banka" 
belonging to the jagii*dar, was sucoeeeded in 1847 by his eldest son Bije 
Bahadur, who died iu 1871 and was succeeded by his eldest son Diwan 
Banka Fiyariju, then twenty .one years of age. Banka Piyariju dying on the 
8 rd November 1887, without male issue,'was succeeded by his sole surviving 
brother Diwan Sukb Sahib; and, on tbe latter's death on the 3rd August 1890, 
without male issue, he was succeeded by his cousin, Kunwar Mihrban Singb. 
The Government of India decided that, for the purposes of the Bundela sanad, 
the succession should be regarded as direct, and that therefore nazarana of 
only one.fourth of the net annual revenue was leviable. Having regard, 
moreover, to the impoverished circumstances of the estate, the jagirdar was 
called upon to pay a portion only of the nazaraua thus taken. 

According to the census of 1891, the population of Banka Pabari was 
1,098. The area is about 4f square miles, and the yearly revenue about 
Rupees 8,000. A force of SO footmen is kept up. 


In the case of each of the four jagirs described above, the right of adoption 
(note to No. L) has been granted by the British Government. Each is held, 
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by the terms of the adoption sanads, subject to the paymbnt of nazarana of a 
quarter of a year's net revenue on direct sucoessiou aud half a year's net 
revenue on snocession by adoption. 

The area of these four jagirs is estimated to be 85i square miles; the 
population is about 14|725; and the revenue amounts to about Bupees 50,000 
a year. In 1890, the military force amounted to 17 guns, 8 gunners, 29 horse, 
and 310 foot, all irregulars.

And^rif,in the event of your immediately coming into the British camp, 
and of your future implicit submission to the orders of the British Govern^ 
meet, I promise protection to your person aud property, and every degree of 
persooal liberty as well as of aUeution and respect on my own part. 

Secondly, I secure to you a provision for life, and for your family in per¬ 
petuity, of four lakhs of Iluj»ee8 either in land or in money, to be set apart 
trom the revenues of Bandelcund by the British Government in concert with 
His Highness the Feisbwa.

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Thirdly, I promise to recommend to our Government their interceding'

Engagement concluded between Nana Govind Rao Pundit, for 
himself, his heirs and successors, and Captain John Raillijs, 
Political Agent of the Honorable Sir George Hilaro 
Barlow, Baronet, Governor-General, etc., etc., etc., iu be¬ 
half of the Honourable the East India Company, at Banda, 
the 23rd day of October 1806. 

Whereas by the Treaty of Bassein a portion of territory in Savannour 
and Oulparra, formerly in the possession of His Highness the Peishwa, was 
ceded to the Honom*ablcthe East India Company; and Whereas by a subse¬ 
quent agreement between the two Governments, the said territory was restor¬ 
ed to His Highness the Peishwa, and in exchange for that, territory together 
with certain other considerations which are detailed iu the agreement iu 
queition, a territory in tlie province of Bundelcund, yielding nn annual revenue 
of thirty-six lakhs and sixteen tboosand Rupees was permanently ceded to the 
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British GoTeroment 'and annexed to their possessions in Hindoostan ; and 
Wliereas at the period when the Hritish troops wera first employed in the oc- 
cupation of the province ot Bundtdound, end in the panishment of the 
disaffected in this province, Nana Goviud Rao did for a time oppose the 
opemtinns of the British troops in this province, by which conduct he 
the said Nana Govind Rao placed himself in the condition of an enemy 
to the British Government, ntid several districts and forte in the province of 
Bundalcnnd, which were formerly possessed by him, were conquered by tlie 
British army and occupied by their authority; and Whereas after the conquest 
of the aforesaid districts and foita, Nana C^vind Rao, professing sinoere 
obedience and submission to the Honorable Company, joined the British army 
with liis tmops, and since the period in question invariubly regulaied his 
conduct by a rigid observance of the duties of amity and stta'shment to the 
British Government and to its interests, in consideration of which the ilakas 
of Oorey and Mohummedabad were restored to him during the first year, and 
the pergunnah of Mobaba in the second year after his submission; and 
Whereas a promise was ncade by the British Government to grant to Nana 
Govind Rao uu eqnivalent for the district of Calpee at some future period, the 
Honorable the Governor-General in Council has lately .been pleased to direct 
the performance of that promise: therefore and with a view to the confidence 
and entire satisfaction of Nana Govind R.ao regarding both his ancient posses¬ 
sions aud those which are now to be ceded to him as an equivalent for the 
district of Calpee, as well as for the purpose of conhrming the said Nana 
Govind Rao in the principles aud duties of good faith and attachment to the 
British Government, the following Articles have been agreed to and shall 
continue in force for ever: — 

Aeticlb 1. 

The Nana having professed a sincere attachment to the Honorable Com¬ 
pany hereby engages never to molest the territory of the British Government, 
or of any Chieftain or State in alliance with the British Government, nor 
to afford succour or protection to any persons hostile to the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Abticlb 

Nana Goviud Rao heix*by surrenders for himself, his heirs, and successors, 
and cedes in perpetnal sovereignty to the Honoral-le East India Company, 
their heirs and successors, for ever, the city, fort and zillah of Calpee, situat^ 
in the Souhah of Aklierabad, and the several villa^s situated on the right 
bonk of the Jumna between Cnlpee and Raypoor, which are speciBed in the 
annexed Schedule, together with nil righre and privileges which he or his 
ancestors may at any time have possessed in tlie zillah and villages aforesaid. 

Ab-ticlb S. 

If any subject of the British Government accused of crimes or an^ defaulter 
shall at any time ab84'ond and take refuge in the Nana’s terntories, the 
Nana engages to seize and deliver over such person to tiie British Oovernment 
on application from the Civil Officer in the British territory.

AATIOLa 4. 

Tbe British Oovernment having Wn pleased to grant to the Nana, as 
an equivalent for the district of Calpee. the several villages which are spccidod 
in the annexed Schedule, and some of the meltaU in question being situated 
between 'tiie British possessions eastward of the Betwa and the district of 
Kotch on the Norih-West frontier, in which tlie presence of the Civil Officers 
of Government must always be reqnii'ed, and to wiiioh tbe detachment of 
troops may often be expedient; The Nana hereby engages to afford every 
assistance and support iu his power to the Civil Officers of the British Govem> 
ment rasiding in the district of Kotch, and to provide the British Officers and 
troops on their mni'ch through bis couuti'y with the necessary passports, guides, 
nnd supplies, so thut no injury may be sustained by travellers, nor incon- 
venience suffered by troops in passing between the district of Kotch and any 
other part of the British possessions. 

Articlb 5. 

The Nana, being considered os the independent and uncontrolled ruler of 
the territory now ceded to him or oonhrmed in his possession, hereby renounces 
all claim to the aid of the Britisli Oovernmeut against internal or external 
enemies, and the British Oovemment renounces all claims xvbatever upon the 
Nana with the exception of those described in this Engagement. 

AaTrcLB 6. 

If any of the brothers or relations of Nana Oovind Kao prefer a com¬ 
plaint against him to the British Government, whether such complaint be 
founded on motives of personal enmity or otherwise, or if any banUer or mer¬ 
chant, being a creditor of the Nana or of any of his servants or adherents, 
prefer a complaint against him, or if any of the inhabitants of any of the 
villages dependant on the Nmia exhibit a claim against him of any description 
whatever, ul such complaints and ohrirns shall be left to the Nana's decision. 

Article 7, 

As onc-tbird of the diamond mines of Punna have from ancient times 
been committed by His Highness tbe Feishwa to the care of Nana Goviud 
Rao, and continued in his charge during the establishment of tbe authority 
of tbe late Nawab Ali Bebauder in this province, it is therefore agreed that 
in case of any portion uf the diamond mines of Funna coming into tbe 
possession of the Honorable Company, tbe Nana shall not be molested by 
them in the possession of the said portion of the mines in question, and the 
British Oovernmeitt hereby expressly renounces all claims against that portion 
of the diamond mines of Fauna which has been bithertofore ocenpied by tbe 
Nana. 

Article 8, 

All houses and gardens which belonged to tbe ancestors of tbe Nana and 
to those of his relations, and which are situatc<l in the town of Bithoor in the 
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Pooab, on th^ banks of tbe Ganges, or in the city of Benares or Calpee^ or in 
Raypoor, or in any other towns or villages which are now in tbe possession of 
tbe British Government, shall continue as heretofore to be the private pro- 
party of the Nana and his relations, whose right shall not be in any manner 
molested or encroached upon by the Officers of the British OovemmeDt. 

Aktiols 9. 

All territories and rights in the province of Bundelcund, including Sagtir, 
which are now oocnpied or possessed by Nana Govind Rao, or ceded to him by 
this Treaty in exchange for tbe district of Calpee, are hereby declared to be 
exempt from evei^ future claim or demand on tbe part of tbe Honorable 
Company, tbeir beirs and SQCcessors, for ever; and tbe British Government 
engage never to molest nor disturb the Nana, his heirs or successors, in the 
possession of tbe said territories and rights in Bnodelcund, iuoludiuj^ Sager, 
nor in tbe possession of those districts which are now ceded to him as an 
equivalent for the district of Calpee. 

Abticls 10. 

This engagement, consisting of ten Articles, being this day settled and 
concluded at Banda, between Captain John Baillie, Agent to the Oovornor- 
General on tbe one part, and Baskur Rao Anna Ptindit and Rao Kisben Rao, 
the accredited vakeels of Nana Govind Rao on the other, a copy of the same 
in English and Persian, under the seal and signature of the said Captain John 
iiaillie, has been delivered to the said vakeels, and tbs said vakeels have 
delivei^ to Captain J. Baillie another copy bearin|^ the seal and signature of 
the said Nana Govind Rao, countersigned by his said vakeels, and the said 
Captain Baillie has engined to procure and deliver to the vakeels of tbe said 
Nana Govind Rao, without delay, a copy of this engagement duly ratified by 
the Honorable tbe Governor-General in Council, on the receipt of which^ by 
the said vakeels tbe present engagement shall be deemed complete and bind¬ 
ing on the Honorable Company, and on tbe said Nana Govind Rao, and the 
copy of it now delivered by the said vakeels shall be returned.

Engagement concluded between the British Government and 
Nana Govind B.ao— 1817 , 

Whereas by a Treaty concluded between the British Government and His 
Hii^hnesa the Peishwa^ under date the 13th June 1H17, oorreaponding with 
the 14th Assar 1374 Sumbut, the rights of supremacy possessed by His 
Highness over Nana Govind Rao, and the lands in the Nana’s iirnnediste 
occupation, have been transferred to the British Governmentand W hereas 
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the British Qovemroent has consented on certain considerations to relinquish 
the tribute and military service which by virtue of that transfer it had 
acquired a right to oemand from the Nana, and to constitute the Nana the 
hereditoiy ruler of the lands at present in his actual possession : The following 
Articles have accordingly been concluded by mutual cousent between the 
Briiish Government and the said Nana Govind Rao 

Article 1. 

AH the Articles of the Engagement contraotcd with Nana Govind Rao 
by Colonel John Baillie on the part of the British Government, under date 
the 3rd day of October 1806, corresponding with the 10th of Shahun 1221 
Hijree, and the llth of Koonr Sood 1863 Sumhut, shall remain in full force, 
excepting in as fad' as they are not altered by this Treaty. 

Aetiolb 2. 

The British Government hereby relinqulshea for ever its right to tribute 
and military service from Nana Govind Rao, his heirs and sncccsBors. The 
British Government moreover acknowledges and hereby constitutes Nana 
Govind Rao, bis heirs and successors, the hereditary rulers of the teriitory at 
present in the Nana’s actual possession. 

Artiolb 3. 

The British Government further engages to protect the aforesaid posses¬ 
sions of the Nana from the aggressions of any foreign power, and it is accord¬ 
ingly hereby agreed between the contra.cting parties that whenever the Nana 
shall have reason to appi-ehend a design on the part of any power to invade 
his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any other 
ground, he shall report the circumstances of the case to the British Govern¬ 
ment, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed 
claim; the Nana, relying on the justice and equity of the British Govern¬ 
ment, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggression 
be r^erable to any other cause, the British Government will endeavour by 
representation and remonstrance to avert the design, and if, notwithstanding 
the Nana’s acquiescence in the award of the British Govern meat, the other 
party shall persist in its hostile designs, and the endeavours of the British 
Government shall fail of success, such measnres will be adopted for the protec¬ 
tion of the Naua's territories as the circumstances of the case may appear to 
require* ► 

Ajittct.b 4-. 

Nana Govind Rao hereby cedes to the British Government in perpetual 
sovereignty the whole of the lands of the ilakah of Knndab appertaining to 
the pei'gunnah of Mohahuh, circumscribed by the tet'ritories of the British 
Government, and also certain villages on the banks of the River Jumna apper¬ 
taining to the pergunoah of Choorke, and intermixed with the Honorable' 
Company’s lands of Bbudaiok and Raypore, including mal, saver, charity, and 
rent'free lands of every description, agreeably to a Schedule subjoined to tbe 
Treaty; the Nana accordingly engages that the aforesaid lands shall be given 
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up to the Officers of the British Government immediately on demand. But 
with a view to the satisfaction of certain claims upon the Nana, for which 
some of these lands are pledged, the British Oovernment; hereby agrees to 
grant to tl^e Nana the revenue of those lands to be paid in cash up to the end 
of Assar next, corresponding with July l&ld; the current revenue, after de. 
ducting the expense of collection, the outstanding balances, and the advances 
of tnccavie which may he justly demandable up to the end of Assar next, ao- 
cording to the Regulations of the British Government, shall accordingly be 
collected by the British Revenue Officei-s and paid to the Nana monthly. 

Article 5. 

If at any time the Kana have any cause of complaint against any of the 
Rajahs or Chiefs allied to the British Government, the Nana engages to refer 
the case to the arbitration and decision of that Qovemnaent, and to abide im¬ 
plicitly by its award, and on no aoconnt to commit aggressions against the 
other party, or to employ his own force for the satisfaction of such claim or 
the redress of the gprievanoe of which he may complain. 

Abticlb 6. 

Nana Oovlnd Rao hereby enga^ to abstain from corresponding with 
foreign powers, excepting with the privity and couaeut of the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Aetioli 7. 

With a view to facilitate the adjustment of boundary disputes between 
tlie subjects of the Nana and that of the British Government, and to avoid 
the delay of a reference to the Nana, the Naua hereby engages to require all 
his Aumils and other Officers on the frontier to comply immediately with any 
orders they may receive from the Superinteudent of Political Affairs, for 
causing the attendanoe of ])artie8 and witnesses, or for any other purpose con¬ 
nected with the adjustment of boundary disputes, without waiting the result 
of a reference to him. The Nana further agrees to give ready and due atten¬ 
tion to all suggestions from the Superinteodent respecting the punishment of 
any of his subjects who may be convicted before the Superiofendeut of violence 
and aggression towards the British subjects. With a further view to avoid 
dispntes respecting the new boundaries which will be formed between the lauds 
now oeded by the Nana and those to which they are contiguous, it is hereby 
agreed that actual possession at the date of this Treaty shall be held to be the 
critenon for the settlement of all disputes wbioh may arise respecting the 
aforesaid boundary, and that no retrospective claim founded on former pos¬ 
session shall be sustained on either side. 

Article 8. 

The British Government hereby engages to contract no engagements enth 
Rao Bensick Rao, the manager of Saugor, or with the Bheik Sahibs, detri¬ 
mental to the claims and rights of the Nana in the country of Saugor. The 
British Government, moreover, offers hereafter to interpose its good offices, 
with a view to bring about a satisfactory adjustment of the difference between 
Nana Govind Rao and the manager of the country of Saugor. 
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Articlb 9. 

Whenever the British Government may hare occasion to send its troop* 
through the territory of Nana Govind Rao, or to station a British force with¬ 
in his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach 
or station its troops, and the Nana shall give his consent aocordiogly. The 
Commander of the British troops which may thus eventually pass through 
or permanently occupy a position within the Nana's territories shall not in 
any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Nana's Government: 
whatever noaterials or supplies may be reqnired for the use of the British troops 
during their continuance in the Nana's territories sliall be readily furnished 
by tlie Nana's Offioere and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price current 
of the Bazar. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty, cousisting of ten Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and Nana Govind ^o through the agency 
of John Wauchope, Esq., in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Most 
Nulile the Oovernor'General on the one paH, and Abha Bulwnnt Rao, the 
vakeel of the said Nana Govind Rao, on the other, Mr. 'Wauchope and the 
said vakeel signed and sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, Persian, and 
Hindee, one of which, after being ratified by the seal and signature of the 
Most Noble the Marqnis of Hastings, Oovenior-Oeneral, will be returned 
to-morrow to the said vakeel, and the said vakeel having obtained the ratifica¬ 
tion of the Nana to the other copy, engages to deliver it within the same time 
to Mr. Wauchope.

Whezeas a FIRM TRBATy of Friendship and Alliance subsists 
between the British Government and His Highness the 
Feishwa, and Sheo Rao Bhao, Soobadar of Jhansie, is a 
tributary of His Highness the Peishwa ; and "Whereas Sheo 
Bao Bhao, entertaining a just sense of the obligations im. 
posed upon him by the said Treaty of Friendship and Alli¬ 
ance between the British Government and His Highness 
the Peishwa, shortly after the arrival of a detachment of 
the British army in Bundelcund, transmitted to His Excel- 
iBNCfT General Lake, Commander-in-Chief, etc., eto., 
through Captain John Baillib, Political Agent on the 
part of Hrs Excellenct in Bundelound, a Wajib-ool-Urz 
or Paper of requests, expressive of his submission and attach¬ 
ment to the views and interests of the British Govern¬ 
ment, and containing seven distinct Articles or requests, all 
which have been acceded to by His Excellency the Oom- 
mander>in-Chief; and Whereas certain requests and agree¬ 
ments on the part of Sheo Bao Bhao were not included in the 
said Wajib-ool-TJrz, and are now necessary to be added : 

The follonriog Articles si's now agreed on for the purpose of affording 
additional security and confidence to Sheo Rao Bhao, nnd of oonstituting an 
additional pledge of his fidelity and attachment to the British Goverument 


Articlb I. 

The Bhao, professing hie entire submission and sincere attachment to 
the British Government aud to His Highness the Peishwa, hereby engages to 
consider the friends of both Governments as his friends, and their enemies as 
bis enemies, that is to say, be promises not to molest any Chief or State who 
shall be obedient to the British Oovernment and to His Highness the Peishwa; 
and considering all such as may be rebellious or disaffected to these Govern¬ 
ments as his enemies, he engages to give no protection in bis country to such 
persons or their families, to hold no intercourse or cori*e8pondeDce of any 
nature with them, and to use every means in his power to seize and deliver 
them over to the Government against which they may offend. 
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AatictB t. 

7{ at any time a dispute or difference arise between the Bhao and any 
nei^hbonriog State or Chieftain professing obedieooe to the British Oovem> 
meat, the Bhao engages to oommunioate the grounds of such dispute or 
difference to the British Govemment that they may bare an opportunity of 
investigating the matter in dispute and of adjusting it to the mutual satis* 
faction of the parties^ or of punishing the party who ^all be refractory. 

Abtjoli 8. 

'Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in punish* 
ing the disaffected in the countries contiguons to the possessions of Sbeo Rao 
Bhao, the Bhao engages upon every such occasion to join the British forces 
with his army and to assist in the accomplishment of their views; and if, at 
any time a detachment of the British force shall march into the Bbao’s 
country for the purpose of qnelling disturbances there, the whole expense of 
such detachment s^U be defi-ayed by the Bhao. On the other hand, if the 
assistance of the Bhao's troops be demanded at any time for the purpose of 
quelling disturbances in the British territory, the expenses of such troops shall 
M borne by the British Government. 

Abtiolu 4>. 

The Bhao is in reality the Commander of his own troops; bat it is 
hereby agreed that on every occasion when they may be acting with the 
British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested in the Com* 
manding Officer of the British troops, and in the event of peace being con¬ 
cluded, a due attention shall be paid to the interest of the Bhao. 

AbtioIiE 5. 

Sheo Rao Bhao engages never to take or retain in his service any British 
subject or European of any nation or description without the consent of the 
British Government. 

Abticlb 6. 

Whatever tribute has been hitherto paid to His Highness the Peisbwa 
by the Bhao shall be oontinued to be paid to His Highness. The British 
Government do not demand any tribute for themselves. 

Abtiolb 7. ■ 

The Bajah Ambagie Ingla at any time molest the possessions of tjie Bhao, 
the British Government shall interfere to prevent him. 

Aeticlb 8. 

Accnsatioos of disaffection or disobedience, if adduced by any person 
against the Bhao, shall not be attended to by the British Government unlea 
the truth of them be proved.

Sheo Bao Bhao possesses a house ia the city of Benares ; if any. of the 
ohildren, brothers, or other relations of the Bhao hereafter reside in that city, 
they shall enjoy the protection of the British Government, and shall not suffer 
any molestation. 

This Agreement, containing nine Articles, si^ed and sealed by Captain 
John BailUe, Political Agent, on the jrart of His Excellency Oeneml Lake, 
Commander-in^Cbief, and by Sheo Rao Bhao, Soobadar of Jhansie, in Camp 
at Kotra, on tbe 6th day of February 1604, answering to the 23rd day of 
Shnwanl 1218 Hijeiy, and 10th day of Fhagoon Boodee I860 Sambnt, is 
delivered to Sheo j^o Bhao, and another of the same date, tenor, and contents 
signed and sealed by the parties on the same day, is delivered to Captain John 
BailKe. Whenever tbe ratification of this Agreement, under tbe seal and 
signatmre of His Excellency General Lake, or of His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Governor-General in Council, shall be delivered to Sheo Bao Bhao, 
the Bhao engages to return tbe Agreement. 


Teanslation of a Wajib-ool^Urz presented on tlie part of the 
Rajah of Jhansie —18th November 1803, 

Sheo Bao Bhao, Chief of Jhansie and other places, submits the following 
re(^ae8ts in separate Articles, and hopes that niey may be granted by tbe 
British Government 

The degree of rank and respectability’which I have hitherto enjoyed 
under His Highness the Peisbwa shall be continued and increased under 
tbe British Goveimment. 

—The country and forts which I at present hold under the authority 
of His Highness the Peiahwa shall remain in my possession, and the revenue . 
which X have hitherto paid to the Peishwa sh^ hereafter be paid into the 
Company's treasury. 

the English are now employed in the conquest of tbe terntoneB 
and forts of Dowlut Bao Soindia and Holkar, let a battalion or two with an 
Officer of rank be sent here, and 1 shall join and assist them in conquering 
the countries which are adjacent to my own. 

the Honorable Company be desirous of possessing my country 
and fort, they are masters and every way powerful, and 1 am re^y to submit; 
but as tbe British Nation and HU Highness the Peishwa are at peace, aud as 
a Treaty exists between them, let an order of His Highness be product, that 
I may perform the duty of allegiance in obeying that order. 

5M.—If the Peishwa at any future pniod make over mv country to the 
Company, and it becomes A part of the British posaessions, let a Jaidad be 
assigned to me for the support of my cavalry and infantry, aud for the main¬ 
tenance of myself and family in perpetuity.

Treaty with Row Ramchund, the Minor Soubahdar of Jhaksie 

—1817. 

Whereas a Treaty of defensive alliance was conclnded between the British 
Government and the late Sbeo Row Bhow* Soubabdar of Jhansie, under date the 
€th of February 1804, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 1860 Sumhut, when the said 
Soubahdar was in the condition of a tributary to His Highness the Peishwa; 
and Whereas the whole of the rights of His Highness the Peishwa over 
the principality of Jhansia haye since that period been transferred to the British 
Goverumeut, in virtue of a Treaty concluded between that Government and the 
peishwa, under date the 18th of June 1817, correspoudiog with the I4th Assar 
1874 Sumbut, and in consequence of that transfer the relarions established by 
the former Treaty .between the British Government and Jbansie have become 
virtually extiuct; and Whereas the British Government, in consideTation of 
the very respectable character borne by the late Soubahdar Sheo Row Bbow 
and his nniform and faithful attachment to the British Government, and in 
deference to his wish expressed before his death that the principality of Jhamie 
might be Gonfii'med in perpetuity to his grandson Row Ra mcbnnd Row, to be 
conducted during the minority of the said Row Kamchund Itow by Row 
Gopaul Row Bbow, manager nominated by the late Bhow and confirmed by 
the British Government: Ou these considerations and in the confident reliance 
of the continuance of the same friendly disposition on the part of the Govern* 
ment of Jhansie and of its strict adherence to the engagements comprised id 
this Treaty, the British Government has consented, on certain conditions, to con¬ 
stitute Bow l^mchund the hereditary Chief of the lands ^ually held by the 
late Row Sheo Bbow at the commencement of the British Government in 
Bundelcund and now possessed by the Government of Jhansie. The following 
Articles have accordingly been conclnded between the British Govemment 
and Row Ramebund How, under the direction and with the conenrrenoe of 
his said manager Gopaul Row Bbow* 

Akttclb 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Govemment and the lata Sheo 
Row Bhow, under date the 6th of February 1804, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 
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1880 Sunbnt, is hereby confinned, excepting such parts of it as are altered or 
resdudod by the provisions of this Treaty. 

Article 

The British Government, with a view to confirm the fidelity and attach¬ 
ment of the Oovernroent of Jhansie, consents to acknowledge and hereby 
constitutes Bow B-amclmnd, his heirs and successors, hereditary rnlers of the 
territory enjoyed by the late Bow Sbeo Bhow at the period of the commence¬ 
ment ox the British Government, and now in the possession of Row Bam- 
chund, excepting the Ferguonah of Mote, which being held by the Jhansie 
Oovernment in mortg^^ from fiajah Bahadur will continue on its present 
footing until a settlement of the mortgage takes place between the parties. 
'I'he British Oovernment further ougages to protect the aforesaid territory of 
How Bamchund from the aggression of foreign powers. 

Articib 3. 

The British Oovernment having by the terms of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the principality of Jhansie from the aggressions of foreign 
powers, it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties that whenever ue 
Government of Jhansie shall have reason to appreuend a design on the part 
of any foreign power to invade its territories, whether in oonseqnence of any 
disputes, claim, or on any other ground, it shall report the circumstances of 
the case to the British Government, which will interpose its mediation for the 
adjustment of such disputed claim; and the Jhansie Government, relying on 
the justice and equity of the British Government, agmes implicitly to imide 
by its award. If the apprehended aggressions shall be referable to any other 
cause, the British Government will endeavour by represontations and remon¬ 
strance to avert the design, and if, notwithstandiog the Soubabdar's acquies¬ 
cence in the award of the British Government, the other power shall peraist 
in its hostile designs, and the endeavours of the British Government should fail 
of success, such measures will be adopted for the protectiou of the Soubahdar's 
territories as the circumstances of the case may appear to require. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the guarantee and protection afforded by the two 
foregoing Articles to Row Bamchund, the Chief of Jhansie, that Chief hereby 
binds himself to employ his troops, at his own expense, whenever required to 
do so, in co-operation with those of the British Government, on all occasions 
in which the interests of the two Governments may be mutually concerned. 
Oo all such occasions the Jhansie troops shall act under the orders and control 
of the Commanding Officer of the British troops. 

Article 5. 

Row Ramchund hereby agrees to submit to the arbitration of the British 
Government all his disputes with other States, and implicitly to abide by its 
award. 
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A&ticlb 6. 

Bamcbund engages at all times 4o employ his atmoat ex^ions ia 
defending the roads and passes of his coantry against any enemies or predatory 
bodies who may attempt to penetrate throngh it into the territones of the 
Honorable Company. 

Artiolb 7. 

X^benever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
throngh the dominions of Row Ramchnnd, or to station a British force within 
hU territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach 
or station its troops, and Row Ramchund shall give his consent accordingly. 
The Commander of the British troops which may thns eventnally pass 
thro^h or permanently occupy a position within the Jhansie territories, shall 
not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Jhansie Govern* 
ment. 'Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the 
British troops during their continuance in the Jhansie territories, shall he 
readily famished by Row Ramebund's Offioers and subjects, and shall be paid 
for at the price current of the bazar. 


Articlb 8. 

Row Ramchnnd hereby binds himself to maintain no oorrespondenoe with 
foreign States without the privity and consent of the British Government. 

Article 9. 

Row Itamobund engages to give no asylum to criminals, nor to defaulters 
of the British Government who may abscond and take refuge within bis 
territories; and should the Officers of the British Government be sent in 
pursuit of such criminals and defaulters, Bow Ramchund further engages to 
aSord such Officers every assistance in his power in apprehending them. 

Articlb 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, having this day been concluded 
between tbe British Government and Row Ramchnnd, through the agency of 
John Wauchope, Esquire, in virtue of powers del^^ted to him by the Most 
Noble the Governor-General on the one part, and Nana Bnlwunt How, tbe 
vakeel, on the other, Mr. Wauchope and the said vakeel have signed and 
sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, Persian and Mindee, one of which, 
after being ratified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble tbe Marquis 
of Hastings, Governor-General, will be returned to the said vakeel, and the 
said vakeel, having obtained the ratification of the Soubabdar to the other 
copy, engages to deliver it within the same time to Mr. Wauchope.

2,27,458 Company's Rupees.

Snd.-^^he Chief is to fnliil all the engagements which have been enter¬ 
ed into with landholders for the remaining thi-ee years of the quinquennial 
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settlement, and to submit all references arising out of this subject to the deci* 
sion of the Agent Governor^Geaerul in Bundelouud, or any OiBoer who may 
be appointed for the purpose by Government. 

That the prisoners confined in the Jbatisie Jail under sentence of 
imprisonment are not to be released till the periods of their sentence expire 
without consulting the Agent of the Govemoi*>Oeaeral in bnndelcnnd. 

dM.—'That all pensioners of the Jhansie State whose claims have been aU 
ready decided by the Officers of oar Government, and all creditors of that 
State whose claims have been decided by the Officers of our Government in 
concert with the Chief of Jhansie, be punctually paid by instalments. All 
those who receive grants of land, payments from the treasury, or assignments 
upon the customs for services to be performed, are to enjoy the same only up¬ 
on condition of performing the duties for which they have been assigned; 
and the Chief to be left sole judge in their c^ses. 

It is understood that the Chief will pay all jnst debts and claims to pen* 
sions which have not yet been adjusted by the Officers of our Government; 
but our Government is not to interfere. 

5M.*~Tl)at the Chief shall pay to every publio Officer who bos served ns 
in the administration of the Jhansie Government for a period of three years, 
and whose services be now dispenses with, a donation of six months' salnry, 
provided they do not find employment in Julone or the ceded lands. 

6iA .—That the Chief pay off the debt to the British Government by an¬ 
nual instalments of not lees than fifty thousand Rupees. 

7^d.->Tliat the Bundclcond L^ion be kept permanently to at least its 
present strength for the protection of the Jhansie and Jalone districts, but the 
distribution of this force is to rest with the Officer Commandiug, or the 
representative of our Government in Bundelcund. The Officer Commanding 
the Legion is to oomply with the requisitions of the Raja for tlie aid of 
troops whenever he thinks them proper, without reference to such representa¬ 
tive ; but should he at any time not deem it proper to comply with such re¬ 
quisitions, be will state the oircnmstances of the call for aid, and his reasons 
for not complying with it, to the representative of the Government, and 
suspend compliance till his order's are received. 

8tA .—That the Chief will assign lands for a military cantonment in %Tiy 
part of his territories which the Government may select for tlie purpose; but 
the Officer Commanding the troops in such cantonments is not to interfere 
with the civil administi-ation of the Government, or permit the troops to 
oppress the subjecto of tire Jhansie State. What supplies for the use of tho 
troops may be required from the country around are to be procured through 
the Officers of the Jhansie Government, and paid for at the current prices of 
the dny. 

The Articles of former Treaties between the Jliansie Chiefs and the 
British Government are to remain still in force; and all the salutes heretofore

Translation of a Sunnuo granted to Kajah Kissert Singh, 
the Rajah of Jrytfoub, dated 20th September 1812. 

Be it known to the Cbowdriee, Canoongoes, and Zemindare of the Fer- 
gaonabe of Punwarree and Powey, etc., in the province of Bundelcund: 
‘Whereas the Hajah Xissery, the Rajah of Jeytpore, one of the ancient and 
respectable Chiefs of the pi'ovince, and a hei'editary descendant of the Rajah 
Juggut Raje, previously to this period, having submitted himself to the author¬ 
ity and entered into engagements, and obligations of obedience, loyalty, and 
Bubmission to the British Government) and delivered in an. ikraroamah, or 
written engagement, to the above effect, consisting of eight Articles, the said 
Rajah received from the British Government fifty-two villages in the Pei-gunnah 
of Punwarree, I'ent-free, and ever since has remained faithful in his obedience 
and loyalty j Wherefore, on the 16th of Joly 1809 A.D., the said Kajah received 
from the British Governmeat in gift, certain villages in the Pergunnah of 
Powey, and on the 12th September in the above year, he, the said Kajah, also 
received in free gift certain diamond mines in consideration of his situation 
and claims to the favour of the British Government. Now the said Rajah 
having rec^nested to receive one Sunnud including the whole of the grants, 
a Snnnud is therefore given to the said Rajah, grunting liim, rent-free, the 
villages and possessions enumerated underneath. So long as the said Rajah, 
his heifs and successors, shall remain faithful to and truly discharge the terms 
of the ikrarnamah he has now entered into, consisting of eleven Articles, 
the villages and possessions, enumerated below, with the whole of their land 
revenues, and sayer, Abkaree, and all other rights and dues belonging thereto, 
shall remain in his aud their unmolested possession, rent-free, generation after 
generation for ever. It is proper that you consider the aforesaid Rajah the 
true proprietor of the villages and possessions in question; and the duties 
of the said Rajah are to protect and promoto the comfort of the inhabitants 
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and cultivator^, and, rendering his possessioDB popalous and flonrishiiig, ecjoy 
the produce in good wishes and prayers for the prosperity of the British 
Ooverument.

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Tiu.nsla.tion of tlie Ikiurnamah of the Rajah Kissbrt Sing, 
the Rajah of Jbttporb, dated 13th September 1813. 

V^'hereas I, Ra^'ah Kisaery Siog, Kajah of Jeytpore, one of tWa anciect 
and respectable Chiefs of the province of Suudclcund, and descended from 
the Rajah Juggnt Eaje, from the time that 1 delivered in my Ikrarnamah or 
obligation of submission and obedience^ and obtained in jaghir fifty<two 
villages in the pergunnah of Pnnwarree from the British Government, have 
discharged with heart and sonl the obligations of loyalty and obedience, and 
I have been admitted amongst the dependents of the British Government, and 
remained faithful to the terms of my en^gements, in no instance deviating a 
little therefrom; during the administranon of Mr. John Eiobardson certain 
villages and possessions in the pergunnah of Fowey were granted to me for 
my sustenance, and the aforesaid gentleman reqnired from me a fresh Ikrar> 
namab, in terms appropriate to the change of circumstances : for which reason 
and to confirm my submission, loyalty and obedience to the British Govern* 
ment, 1 now deliver in the present Ikrarnamah, consisting of the eight 
Articles of my former engagements, and of three new Articdes, in all eleven 
Articles, nnder my seal and signature, and I hereby promise and engage that 
I shall never deviate a little fmm thoee Articles in letter, spirit, or tendency. 

AbtioXiB 1. 

I promise never to unite on any occasion with external or internal enemies 
of the British Government, and to be ever obedient and submissive to their 
will and commands, from the due performance of which duties 1 shall never de* 
part. 

Auticli i. 

If any of my children and relatione excite distorbanoes in the British 
territories, I agree to use my utmost endeavours to prevent them, and iu the 
event of their oontiuuiugto behave improperly, 1 promi^ to join the British 
troops with my foixies for the purpose of punishing them. 

Article S. 

If any of the peasantry or inhabitants of the British territory should de* 
sort from the British territory and take shelter iii any of the villages grouted 
to me, I engage to seize and give them over to the Officers of the British 
Government; and if persons be sent to apprehend them in my villages, 1 agree 
not only not to oppose but to assist the persons who may be sent into my 
villages to apprehend and secure the offenders. 

Artiolb 4. 

I likewise promise never to protect or sufier to remain in my villages any 
robbers or^tbieves ; and if a robbery takes place in my villages on the property 
of merchants or travellers, I sliall make the zemindars of that village respon'- 
sible, and shall cause them either to restore the property or pay the value of it, 
or for the seizure and delivery to the British Government of the thieves and 
robbers. I shall immediately seize aud deliver over to tbc British authority 
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nil muiderers and others who may have committed crimes in the British 
poseessioosi and may have taken refuge in any of my villages 

Aktiolb 5. 

If anv of the neighbouring Chiefs rebel against the British authority, 
although they be my near relations, I do hereby promise to abstain from all 
friendly communication with them, and not to protect or suffer any of their 
relations or dependents to remain in any of my villages. 

ABTiork 0. 

I engage never to qxmrrel with any Chief who is obedient and sabrntesive 
to the British Government; if any of them should quarrel with me, I promise 
to submit such dispute to the decision of Government. 

Aetici,® 7. 

I promise not to retain in my service a greater number of troops, horse 
or foot, thnn may be absolutely necessary for the collection of the revenues of 
my villages, and for the paTpo«e8 of personal state, without the authority and 
permission of the British Government. 

Aetiolb 8. 

I engage with my free will and consent never to have any concern of any 
nature with the fort of Jeytpore, and not permit my depeudeota to go round 
it, nor shall I repair the breaches of the fort. In short, I shall have nothing 
to do with the above fort. If anything contrary to the spirit and meaning of 
this agreement should ever take place, I agree that all the villages which are 
included in the Suunud granted oy the British Government be resumed by 
them. 

Articlb 9. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the ghauts under my authority, 
so as to prevent nil marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed pei'sons from ascend¬ 
ing or descending the ghauts, or from entering the British territories through 
any of those passes} and if any Delghbouring Chiefs or leaders should medi¬ 
tate an incursion into the Briti^ territories through my possessions, or those 
of the Chiefs in allegiance thereto, 1 engage to furnish the Officers of the 
British Goverumeut with information of the circumstance before his approach 
to the neighbourhood of my territories, and to exert my utmost efforts to 
obstmet bis progress. 

Aeticlb 10. 

Whenever the British troops shall have oocssion to ascend the ghauts 
through any of the passes subject to my authority, 1 agree not ouly not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, bnt to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct thorn by the most convenient route, and to famish them 
with the necessary supplies so long ae they may remain within or in the vici¬ 
nity of my possessions. 
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AtlTICLB 11« 

1 engage tliat one of my confidential servanta shall always be in attend¬ 
ance as a vakeel on the Officer of the British G-oveinment in this province for 
the purpose of executing his orders, and in the event of such vakeel being from 
any reason disapproved of by the said Officer, 1 agree immediately to appoint 
another in his stead.

Having submitted to the authority of 
the British G-overument in the hope of 
support and advantage, and having ac¬ 
cepted of tlie terms proposed to me by 
the Government, 1 agree to I'eside with 
my followers in the villages composing 
my jaghire. If, however, I should ao* 
oept of service anywhere else with a 
view to obtain a subsistence, I request 
that my motives for doing so may not 
be questioned by the Government. 


2itd Request, 

Before this, and while I was in a state 
of enmity to the British Government, 
I was in the habit of committing all 
sorts of disorderly and predatory acts, 
and have plundered and possess^ my. 
self of real and personal pi-operty, of 
all kinds of effects, and of horses and 
cattle of every description. I request 
therefore that no oomplaint that may 
be eventually preferred in consequence 
of any of those transactious may be 
heard or admitted. 


Answer. 

As you are now one of the adhet> 
euts and dependants of the British 
Oovernnoent, it is incumbent on you 
to abstain from all interoourse and 
connection with the enemies and re¬ 
bels of the British Government. 7oa 
are not however prohibited from en¬ 
tering the seiwice of any person nut of 
the arove description. But it is neces¬ 
sary that you ]>reviou8ly intimate your 
intention to the Government and ob¬ 
tain its permission. In the event of 
hostilities arising between any of the 
dependants of the British Govern¬ 
ment and of either party offering you 
service or inviting your co-operation 
your conduct in this cose also must 
be guided by the instructions of the 
Officers of the British Government.

Whereas I, Purseram, freely and sincerely professing my obedience and 
suhmiseion to the British Government, have been ranked among the number 
of the dependants and adherents of that Government; and Whereas John 
Richardson, Esq., Agent on the part of the Right Don^ble the Oovernor- 
Oeneml in Council for the general supeiintendenoe and control of the province 
of Buodelound, has required from me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of alle* 
giauce to the British Government: Therefore, aud in consideration of the 
ample maintenance which has now been conferred upon me by the British 
Government, I do hereby present this IkraroamaU, comprising the following 
Ai’t-icles under my own seal and signature, from which I hereby engage never 
to deviate aud never to commit any act wbicb shall in any degree violate the 
terms of the said Articles. 

Aetiolb 2 . 

I agree to reside with my family and children in one of the village of 
my jaghire and not to leave such village without orders from the Officers of 
the British Government. 

Aetiolb 3. 

I hereby engage to have no connection with any marauders, plunderers, 
robbers or other evil-doers within or without the province of Bundelcnnd, 
especially with Rajah Ram, aod not to permit any such persons to reside iu 
any of my villages; to give every information ragarding them to tbq 
Officer of the British Government and to relinquish all intercourse and 
correspondence whatever with them. I further engage not to enter into 
disputes with any of the servants and dependants of the British Govern¬ 
ment, and if a dispute should arise between any of the dependants of the Gov* 
emment, I engage to Femain passive in such dispute, to afford no assistance

to either puty withoat ordere from the British Government, and scrupulously^ 
to observe the duties of obedience and submission on all occasious. 

Article 4. 

If any inhabitant of the British Governroent abscond and take refuge 
in any of my villages, I engage to seize and deliver him np to tbe Officers of 
the British Oovernment; and if any person shonld be deputed by the Govern^ 
meiit to apprehend such absconder, I agree not only not to oppose or impede 
such person, but to afford him every assistance in the apprehension of the 
offender. I further engage to obey tbe orders of tbe Civil and Criminal Courts 
in all oases that shall occur after tbe date of this Ikramamah, and never to ex* 
cite any disturbances or commotions whatever. 

Artiolr 6. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of tbe villages of my 
jaghire; and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers be stolen 
or plundered in any of the villages, 1 engage to make the zemindar of suoh 
villsge responsible either for the restitution of stolen property or for the 
seizure and delivery of the thief or robber to tbe Officers of the British Govern¬ 
ment. And if any person amenable to tbe British laws for murder, or any 
other crime committed in the British territory, shall take refuge in any of my 
villages, I engage to apprehend suoh person and deliver him up to the Govem- 
meut. 

ARTicia 8. 

The zemindars of the villages composing my jagbire having entered into 
engagements with the Collector for the payment of tbe revenue to tbe British 
Government, 1 hereby promise, until the expiration of those engagements, to 
collect their revenue conformably to their existing pottabs and kubooliuts.

To the mntsuddies, Jaghiredars, kurorees, ohowdries, and kanoongoes pre¬ 
sent and future of the pergunnab of Motound, in the province of Buodelcund, 
be it known; that Whereas Purseram, on hearing the tame of the justice and 
benevolence of the British Government, has freely and sinoerety professed his 
obedience and submission to tbe Government and having accompanied Rajah 
Bukht Sing to the presence of tbe Agent to the Oovernor.Geneial in Bundsl- 
cund has asked forgiveness for his past offences, and has delivered an Ikrar* 
namab or obligation of allegiance comprising six Articles under bis own seal 
and signature; and Whereas the benevolent principles of tbe British Govern¬ 
ment dispose it to show mercy to offenders and to afford support and proteo- 
' tion to air its adherents; Therefore, and under the iofiaenee of those benevo- 
. lent principles, the villages of Kudhee and Jybrimba with their dependeneies 
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Bitnated in the pergunnah of Motound, and yielding a kamil jumma of fifteen 
thousand Rupees agreeably to the subjoined statement, are hereby granted by 
tbe British OoTerument in jaghire to the said Pnrseram. And so long as the 
said Furseram shall continue firm in his obedience to the British Government 
and tme to the terms of his Ikrarnamah, the aforesaid villages shall remain in 
his possession in perpetuity. 

It ie inoumbent on tbe said Furseram to render tbe inhabitants of bis 
jagbire contented and grateful by bis good government, to direct bis utmost 
exertions to promote their comfort and conciliate their affections and to give 
no asylum to thieves or robbers in any of his villages. It is the duty of tbe 
peasantry and inhabitants to consider the said Furseram as paramount jaghire- 
dor of the aforesaid villages, and to acknowledge his right to all the duties 
and immunities appertaining thereto, to offer no opposition or disobedience to 
him, nor to require tbe annual renewal of their Snnnud. 

After obtaining the sanction of the Right Honorable tbe Governor* 
General this Sunnnd shall be considered as valid.

Treaty with Amrttt Bao, dated the 14th August 1803. ■ 

The particulars of a Treaty between the Honorable Major-General Wel¬ 
lesley and Sreemunt Ammt Rao Bahadoor. 

Abticlb 1. 

It is agreed that during tbe natural life of AmrntRao Bahadoor, and 
that of his son, Bcnaik Rao Bappa Sahib, he Amrut Rao (aud his eon after . 
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bis decease! shall be ensared the enjoyment of a revenue of seven lakhs of 
Rupees. This shall either be granted in territory or in cash: the English 
Government considers itself responsible for its payment. The revenue of all 
such districts as are at present in Amrut Rao Bahadoor's possession must be 
included in the account of his annual revenue, and he shall receive the 
difference between their amount and the sum fixed on for his support^ of 
seven lakhs of Rupees. 

A&tiolb 2. 

As a proof that Amrut Rao is sincere in his professions of friendship 
to the English Government, he noust meet the Honorable Major-General 
Wellesley, who means to advance to Aurangabad. 

Abtiolb 8. 

Amrut Rao must on all occasions exert himself cordially to forward the 
interests of the Honorable Company and His Higbnees the Eeisbwa. 

Articls 4. 

Whatever friends and adherents may attend Amrut Rao may be satisfied 
of their perfect safety, and be assured they shall receive injury from no 
quarter whatever, as they will be under the protection of the British Qoyem- 
ment. After the meeting between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley 
and Amrut Rao shall have taken place, some arrangemeut shall be made for 
their support.'**' 

Aetioli 5. 

When Am rut Rao joins General Wellesley, the more force both in oavaliy 
and infantry that accompany him, the more will be the Oeneral's satisfaction. 

Asticlb 6. 

When Amrut Rao proceeds to join General Wellesley's army, he will 
send his wife and all his family to the. fort of Ahmednagur, 'or to Bombay 
or Salsette, or to such other place within the territories of the Honorable 
Company that he may more approve, and the English Government will adopt 
the necessary measures for their full protection and efficient security. 

Aetiolb 7. 

The meeting between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley and Amrnt 
Rao Bahadoor must take place nineteeu days after this date.

Teeatt of Feiendship and Defensive Alliance concluded 
between the Bbitish Goveknmbnt and the Rajah of 

OOECHA—1812. 

The Hnjah Mahendar Bickermajeet Bahader, Rajah of Oorcba, one of the 
Chiefs of Buodelcund, by whom and his ancestors his present possessions 
hare been held in snecessive generations dniing a long course of years with' 
out paying tribute or acknowledging vassalage to any other power, having 
on all occasions manifested a sincere friendship and attachment to the British 
Government, and having solicited to be placed under the powerful protection 
of that Government, the British Government, relyiug on the continuance of 
that disposition which the Rajalt has hitherto manifested towards it, and on 
his adherence to whatever engagements he may form on the basis of a more 
intinante union of bis interests with those of the Honorable Company, has 
acceded to the Rejah's request, and the following Articles of a Treaty of 
friendship and alliance are accordingly by mutual consent concluded between 
the British Government and the said Rajah Mabeudar Biokermajeet Bahader, 
his heirs and suocessors. 

Aatiolb 1. 

The Rajah Mabendar Biokermajeet Bahader, Rajah of Oorcba, having 
professed his obedience and attachment to the British Government, he is 
admitted henceforward among the number of the allies of the British Govern¬ 
ment ; accordingly the said Rajah hereby engages to consider the friends of 
that Government as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies, aud to abstain 
from molesting any Chief or State in alliance or in amity with the British 
Government; and oonsidoring all persons who may be disaffected to that 
• Government as his own enemies, be further engages to afford no protection to 
such persons or their families in his country, to hold no intercourse or corre¬ 
spondence of any nature with them, but, on the contrary, to use every means 
in his power to seize and deliver them up to the Officers of the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Artiolb 2. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah Mabendar 
Biokermajeet Bahader by inheritance, and is now in bis possessiou, is hereby 
guaranteed to the said Rajah and to his heirs and successors, and they shall 
never be molested in the enjoyment of the said territory by tbe British Gov¬ 
ernment nor any of its allies or dependants, nor shall any tribute be de¬ 
manded from him or them. Ihe British Government, moreover, engages to 
protect and defend tbe dominions at present in Rajah Mabendar Bickermajeet 
Bahader's possession from the aggressions of any foreign power. . 

Article S. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the foregoing Article, 
engaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the Rajah of Oorcba 
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from the agressions of any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the 
contracting parties that, whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend 
design on the part of any foreign power to invade bis territories, whether in 
ooQseqoence of any dispatcd claim or on any other ground, be shall report the 
circumstances of the case to the British Qovernment, wbioh will interpose its 
mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim, and the Rajah, relying 
on the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly to 
abide by its award. If the apprehended aggression shall be referable to any 
other cause, the British Oovernment will endeavour, by representation and 
remonstrsDoe, to avert the design j and if, in the former case, notwithstanding 
the RajaVs acquiescence in the award of the British Government, the other 
power shall persist in its hostile designs, and if, in the latter case, the endea¬ 
vours of the British Oovernment shoold fail of success, such meaenres will be 
adopted for the protection of the Rajah's territories as the circumstances of 
the case may appear to require. 


Aitiolb 4. 

If at any time the Rajah of Oorcha shall bare any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependent on the 
Brituh Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no 
account to commit aggression against the other party, or to employ bis own 
force for the aatisfaotioa of snob claim, or for the redress of the grievance of 
wbioh he ma^ complain. On the other band, the British Government engages 
to withhold its allies or dependeots from committing any aggression against 
the Rajah of Oorcha, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand 
they may have upon the Rajah of Ooroba according to the strict prinoiplea of 
justice, the Rajah on his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 


Abticlb 5. 

The Rajah of Oorcha engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions 
in defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or pre¬ 
datory bodies who may attempt to penetrate tbrongh it into the territories of 
the Honorable Company. 


Articls 6. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominions of the Rajah of Oorcha, or to atatioo a British force 
within his territories, it shall be competent to the British Oovernment so to 
detach or station its troops, and the Rajah of Oorcha shall give his consent 
accordingly. The Commander of the British troops which may thus even¬ 
tually pass throngh or temporarily occupy a position within the Bajab's 
territories shall not in any manner interfere in the internal oonoerns of the 
Rajah's Government. Whatever materials or supplies may be required for 
the use of the British troops during their continuance in the Rajah's terri- 
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tories shall be readily furDisbed by the KajaVs Officers and aubjects, and shall 
be paid for at the price current of the bazar. 

Auticli 7« 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British subject 
or Earopeans of any nation or deecription whatever, without the consent of 
the British Government. 

Aeticlb S. 

This Treaty, consisting of eight Articles, having this day been concladod 
between the British Oovernment and the Rajah Mahendar Bickermajeet 
Bahadur, the Rajah of Ooroha, throngb the ageoey of John Waucbope, Esq., 
in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Right Honorable the Governor* 
General'in Council on the one part, and LalU Dhakun Lnll, the vakeel of the 
said Rajnh, on the other, Mr. John Wanehope has delivered to the said vakeel 
one copy of the 'I'reuty in English, Persian, and Hindooi, signed and sealed 
by himself, and the said vake^ has delivered to Mr. John Wiiuchope another 
copy duly executed by the Rajah, and Mr. John Wauchope engages to proonre 
and deliver to the said vakeel, within the space of thirty days, a copy ratified 
by the seal of the Company and the signature of the Governor-General in 
Council, on the delivery of which the copy executed by Mr. John Wauohope 
shall he returned, and the Treaty shall be oousidered from that dme to have 
full force and effect. 

Signed, sealed, and exchanged at Banda, in Bundelcitnd, on the TtoeniJif’- 
third day of Bueinbcr 1818, corresponding the Sixth day of Boos 1S80 
Faelee.

to-you tiie assurance that, on failure of natural heirs, the British Government 
will recognize aud confirm any adoption of a snccessor made by yourself or 
by any future Chief of your State that may be in accordance with Hindoo 
law and the customs of your race. 
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Be assared that nothioi; shall disturb the engagemeot thus made to you 
so long as jour house is loyal to the Crov^a and ^ithfal to the oonditio&s of 
the treatiM, grants, or engagements which record its obligations to the 
British Government.

After Compliments—In these days I have received a Robkar of the 
Bundlekhand A^noy, dated 15th September 1^88, in which I am reqneeted to 
send a Kharita ceding oriminal and civil joiisdiction on lands (in Orohha 
territory) which come nnder the Indian Imdland Railway. Correspondence 
has pawed on this enbject before, and 1 now inform ^ou by means of this 
letter that I cede to Government the authority to hear onminid and civil cas^s 
that may arise on the lands which have come under the Indian Midland Rail¬ 
way. I therefore beg that you may inform the Government of India of this 
cession of the powers. 


No. XV. 


Treaty concluded between Rao Rajah Parbechut of Dttt- 
TEEAH and Captain Baillib, Political Agent of His 
Excellency General Lake, Oomtoander-in-Ohief, etc., 
etc., etc., at Koonjtjn Ghat, the ISth day of March 1804. 

Whereas a firm Treaty of alliance and friendship subsiste between the 
British Government and His Highness the Peishwa, and by a mntoal agree¬ 
ment between these two powers, a portion of the province of Bondelcuna has 
been ceded in perpetual sovereignty to the Hon^ble Company: and Whereas 
shortly after the arrival of the British army in Bundelound Rao Rajah Paree- 
chut Bahi^oor, the ruler of Dutteeab, repaired to the British Standard, and 
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was admitted among the number of the depeudenta of the British Qorern* 
ment: Therefore, and with a view to the greater secnrity and confidence of 
Boo Bajah Pareeohat Bahadur, a Treaty, comprising the fallowing Articles, 
is now concluded between the British Oovemment and the said Bajah Faree> 
chut Babadoor. 

Abtiolb 1. 

Bajah Pareechut Bahadoor having professed hie obedience and attachment 
to the British Government, and to that of His Highness the Peishwa, hereby 
engages to consider the friends of both Governments as his friends, and their 
enemies as his enemies ; that is to say, he promises not to molest any Chief or 
State who shall be obedient to the British Government and to His Highness 
the Peishwa, and considering all snob as may be rebellious or disaffected to 
those governments as his own enemies, be engages to give no protection in 
his country to such persons or their families, to hold no intercourse or corre¬ 
spondence of any nature with them, and to use every means in his power to 
seize and deliver them over to the Government against which they may offend. 

Articlb Z . 

If at any time a dispute aiise between Bajah Pareechut Babadoor, and 
any neighbouring State or Chieftain professing obedience to the British Gov- * 
ernment, the Bajali engages to communicate the grounds of such dispute to 
the British Government, that they may have an opportunity of investigating 
the matter in dispute, and of ^justing it to the mutual satisfaction of the 
parties, or of punishing the party who shall be refractory. 

Abticlc 3. 

The ilaka of Bhandere and certoin other meUaU having been lately ceded 
by the British Government to the Rana of Gohud, the Rajah engages to 
abstain from all manner of interfei'enoe with the said ilaka and mehals; and 
the Rajah further engages to live on terms of amity and friendship with all 
the neighbouring Chiefs who have professed their obedience and attachment to 
the British Government, and to avoid entering into quarrels with any of those 
Chiefs. 

Article 4. 

Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in 
punishing the disaffected in the countries contiguous to the possessions of 
Rajah Pareechut Babadoor, the Rajah engages to join the British forces with 
bis army, and to assist in the accomplishment of their views, and if at any 
time a detachment of the British force shall march into the Rajah^s territory 
for the purpose of quelling disturbances there, tlie whole expenses of such 
detachment shall be defrayed by the Rajah; on the other hand, if the assist¬ 
ance of the Rajah’s troops ^ at any time demanded for the purpose pf quell¬ 
ing disturbances in the British territory, the expense of such troops a hlu be 
home by the British Government. 
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Aeticlb 5. 

Bajah Pareecbut Babadoor is in reality the commander of his own troops, 
bnt it is hereby agreed that on every occasion when they may be acting with 
the British forces, the genera) command of the whole shall he vested in the 
Commanding OflBcer of the British troops ; and in the event of peace being 
concluded due attention shall be p^id to the interests of the Bajah. 

Abticli 6. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British snbjeot, 
or Buropean of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of the 
British Government. 

Aktiolb 7. 

The ancestors of Bajab Pftreecbut Bahadoor having uniformly been treated 
with resj^t and distinction by the powers of Hindoostan and by His High* 
ness the reishwa, and having uniformly enjoyed the undisturbed possession of 
the territory now in the lUjah's occupation, tlie Rajah shall in lilce manner 
experience every degree of consideration and favor under the British Govern¬ 
ment, so long as he shall continue faithful and attached to its interests. 

Articlb 8. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah Pareecbut 
Bahadoor by inheritance is hereby confirmed to the Rajah, and to hie heirs 
and successors, and they shall never be molested in the enjoyment of the 
said territory by the British Government, nor by any of their allies. 

Abticlb 9. 

If R^'ah Ambajee Inglia at any time molest the possessions of the Rajah, 
the British Government shall interfere to prevent him. 

Aehclb 10. 

Accusations of disaffection if adduced by any person against the Rajah, 
shall not be attended to by the British Oovemment, unless the truth of 
them be proved. This Agreement, containing ten Articles, signed and sealed 
by Captain John Baillie and Rao Rajah Pareechut Bah^oor on the 16th 
of the month of March, oorresponding with the 2nd of the month of Zelhij 
1218 Hijeree, and the 4th Jeit Soodee 1861 Sumbat, at Koonjun Gbat, is 
delivered to Rao Rajah Pareecbut Bahadoor, and another of the same date, 
tenor and contents signed and sealed by the parties on the same day, is 
delivered to Captain John Baillie. Whenever toe ratification of this Agree¬ 
ment under the seal and signature of His Excellency General XAke, or of 
His Excellency the Most Noble the Marquis Wellesley, Governor-General, 
shall be delivered to Rajah Pareecbut Bahadoor, the Rajah engages lo return 
this Agreement.

Thbaty between tbe British Government and the Hajah o£ 
Butteeah, dated Slst July 1818. 

Whereas a Treaty of friendship was concladed between the British 
Government and Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Butteeah, on the 15th of March 
1804; and Whereas by virtue of a Treaty concladed between the British 
Government and tbe late Peisbwa, under date the 18th of June 1817, the 
territory held in ja^hire from the Peishwa by the Yinohoorker Jaghiredar, 
north ot tbe Kerbuddah River, was ceded to the British Government; and 
Whereas the Bajali of Butteeah by the zeal, fidelity, and attachment which 
he has nniformly manifested to the British Government since the date of 
his former Treaty, and moi'e especially by tbe prompt and effectual assistance 
he afforderd the British troops during tbe late encampment of the army 
under tbe personal command of the Most Noble the Governor*Geceral within 
his county, bos established a just claim to tbe liberality and indulgence of 
the British Government, the Most Noble tbe Marquis of Hastings, Governor* 
General, tnfiQenoe<l by these oonsiderations, has consented to bestow m 
perpetuity upon the said Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Butteah, that portion 
of the late jaghiie of the Yinohoorker Jagbiredar, lying east of the River 
Sinde, commonly called the Chourassee, snbject however to the charges and 
conditions set forth in the following Articles. With a view also to the 
further stren^liening and oonfirming of the friendship and attachment of 
tbe State of Butteah, the British Gov^nment has consented to protect the 
Butteah territory against all foreign enemies. Tbe following Articles have 
accordingly been concluded between Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Butteeah, 
and the British Government, in amendment of the former Treaty 

Articlb 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and Rajah Paree- 
ohnt, under date the 15th March 1804, is hereby confirmed, with exception to 
such parts of it as are amended or altered by the provisions of this Treaty. 

Axticlb 2. 

The British Government hereby grants in perpetuity to the said Paree¬ 
chut, Rajah of Butteah, all those lan^ lying to the east of the River Sinde, 
known by tbe name of Chourassee, and formerly held by the Vinchoorker 
Jagbiredar, as detailed in the subjoined list, subject however to the conditions 
and charge contained in the following Articles. The Rajah is hereby also 
confirmed in the permanent possession of that part of the Yinohoorker jagbire, 
contained also in (he subjoined list, which is already in the Rajah*s possession. 

Article 3. 

Rao Gauput Rao, the Agent of tbe Vinchoorker Jagbiredar, will receive 
an assignment to the amount of 10,000 Rupees per annum on the aforesaid 
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landB; and the Rajab of Batteeah hereby agrees to pay to the said Qnnput 
Rao the above provision, in each manner as the Most Noble the G-ovemor- 
General may direct. 

Artiolb 4. 

The British Oovemment hereby agrees to protect the original territory of 
the Kajah of Butteab, as well as the district now granted to the Rajah, from 
the aggressions of all foreign powers. 

Artioli 6. 

The British Government having by the terms of the forgoing Article 
engaged to protect the territory of Dotteah from the aggressions of all foreign 
powers, it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the 
Rajah of Butteab shell apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to 
invade his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any 
other ground, he shall report the circumstances of the case to the British Govern* 
meat, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of snch disputed 
claim, and the Rajah, relying on the justice and equity of the British Govern* 
ment, sgrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggressions 
shall be referaUe to any other cause, the British Government will endeavour 
by representation and remonstrance to avert its design, end if, notwithstand* 
ing the Rajah's acquiescence in the award of the British Government, the 
other power shall ^rsist in its hostile designs, and the endeavours of the 
Bniish Goverument shall fail of snocess, such measures will be adopted for 
the protection of the Rajah's territories as the circnmstances of the case may 
appc^ to require. 

Abticls 6. 

In consideration of the liberal grant of territory now made to the Rajah 
of Butteeah, and the protection and guarantee alTorded by the two forgoing 
Articles to the Rajah's territory, the Rajah hereby binds himself to employ 
his troops, at his own expense, whenever required to do so, in oo*operation 
with those of the British Government, on all occasions in which the interests 
of the two States may be mutually concerned. On all such occasions tbe 
Butteeah troops shall act under tbe orders and control of the Commanding 
Officer of the British troops. 

Articli 7, 

The Bajah of Butteeah hereby ^rees to submit to tbe arbitrarion of the 
British Government nil his disputes with other Chieftains, and implicitly to 
abide by its award. 

Articix 8. 

The Rajah engages at all times to employ his ntmost exertions in defend* 
ing the roads and passes cf his country against any enemies or predatory 
bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories of the 
British Government. 
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Abtioie 9. 

Whenever the British Govemmeut may have occasion to send its troops 
through the territories of the Bajah of Datteeah, or to station a British force 
within tbemi it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach 
or station its troops, and the Bajah shall give his consent accordingly. The 
Commander of the British troops who may thus eventually pass through or 
permanently occupy a position within the Eajah’s territory shall not in any 
manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Dutteeah Government. 
Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the British 
troops during their continuance in the Datteeah territories shall be readily 
famished by the Bajah's Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the 
price current of the bazar. 

Article 10. 

The Uajab of Butteeah hereby binds bimsolf to maintain no correspon¬ 
dence with Foreign States without the privity and consent of the British 
Government* 


Abtiolb 11. 

The Bajah of Dntteah hereby engages to give no asylum to criminals 
nor to defanlters of the British Government who may-abscond and take 
refnge within his territories; and should the Officers of the British Govern¬ 
ment be sent in pursuit of such criminals and defaulters, the Rajah further 
engages to afford snob Officers every assistance in bis power in apprehending 
them. 


Abtiole 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having been tbis'day contract¬ 
ed, subject to the pleasnre of the Most Noble the Governor-General, between 
the British Government and the Rajah of Dntteah, through the agency of 
Mr. John Wanohope, Agent of the Govemor.General on the one part, and 
Bao Sheopershaua, vakeel of the Rajah of Dntteab, on the other, Mr. 
Waoobope and the said vakeel have signed, sealed, and exchanged two copies 
of it in the English, Persian, and Hindee languages. A corresponding copy, 
if approved, will be rati6ed by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the 
Governor-General, and hereafter delivered to the aaid vakeel for the purpose 
of being transmitted to the Rajah, after which another copy, signed and 
sealed by the Rajah, will be delivered to Mr. Wauchope for the purpose of 
being deposited among the records of the British Government.

Batia Salt Agreement—1879. 

AoassuKNT for tbe security of tbe Salt revenue of British India in tbe 
event of tbe abolition of tbe Inland Customs line, and for the abolition of Salt 
duties within tbe Batia State between tbe British Government and tbe 
Maharaja Bhawani Singh Lokendr Bahadur of Batia bis heirB and successors 
executed on tbe one part by Lieutenant General Sir Henry Baly, R.C.B., Agent 
to the Governor^General for tbe States of Central India in virtne of tbe full 
powers vested in bim by the Govemor^General of India in Council, and on tbe 
other part by the Maharaja Bbawnai Singh Lokendr Bahadnr. 

AancLB 1. 

Tbe Maharaja of Batia agrees that no salt shall be manufactured within 
tbe State of Batia except at the Works specified in schedule A attached to tbe 
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Agreement. The quantity, manufactured at any single work in the schedule 
shall not in any year exceed double the quantity entered opposite to the work 
in the schedule. 

Aktiolb S. 

Nothing in the forcing article shall be held to prohibit the hona-fiiU 
manufacture of saltpetre raei, sa^i, or saline products other than edible salt 
at those Works which are already in existence and entered in Schedule B 
attached to this Agreement, but the Maharaja agrees that no new works of this 
description shall m opened. 

Artiolb S. 

The Maharaja agrees to pi-event^ 

Itit The export from the State of Datia of any salt therein m.aQufaotured, 

Sad, The import into and passa^ tbrou^ the State of any salt other than 
salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Govemmeut. 

Artiolb 4. 

Portber the Maharaja ames that no tax, toll, nor duty of any kind shall 
be levied within tiie State of l)atia on salt upon which duty has been levied by 
the British Government 

Artiolb 5. 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in the State of Datia 
be found to exist within the territories of such State on the date on which this 
agreement comes into force, the Mahai-aja a^es if so requested by the British 
Government to take possession of such 8to<^8 and to give the owners thereof 
the option of either transferring the salt to the Britisn Government at such 
equitable valuation as may be nxed by the Mabar^a in concurrence with the • 
Political Agent, or paying to the British Government such duty not exceeding 
two rupees eight annas per mauud on such salt as the Governor>6eneraI in 
Council mav nx. In the event of the owners accepting the latter alternative 
they shall oe allowed to retain the salt on which the said duty may have been 
paid, but not otbeiwise. 

Artiolb 6. 

The Maharaja agrees to prohibit the export from bis State of bhang, 
gonja, spirits, opium or other iukoxicatiog drug or preparation by all routes 
and in all directions heretofore barred by the Inland Customs line. 

Articlb 7. 

In consideration of the enforcement of this agreement by the Maharaja 
and of proclaiming throughout his State free trade and transit for all salt 
manufactured and excised at British Salt Works the British Government agree 
to pay him annually the sum of Ha. ten thousand (10,000). 

Tbe mode and date of payment will be arranged hereafter. 
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Articlb 8. 

Rotnrnfl of tlie prodxice of the works mentioned in Schedule A and 13, 
shall be ftirnislted nnnaally by t)te Maharaja on dates to be hereafter 6xed. 


Article 9, 

The British Government reserve to themselves the ri^ht of revisinsf the 
above articles of a^eement should experience prove that tliey are insuHoient 
for the protection of the British Salt Revenue. 


Article 10. 

This agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed by the Bri¬ 
tish Government.

Agreeubnt between tbe British Government and the Datia. * 
State regarding jurisdiction and other matters connected 
with the working of the Betwa Canai.— 1888. 

1. Sabieot to auy modiRcations or allerationa wliicb may hereaft«T appenr 
necessary, His Highness tbe Maharaja of Datia will retain full jurisdiotion on 
those portions of the Betwa canal which pass through the Batia State; pro¬ 
vided that the charge and custody of the canal, its banka and slaices, as well 
as nil arrangements for regulating the issue of water, will rest exclusively witli 
tbe British canal officers. 

2. In order to facilitate communication with British oaual officers, tlie 
Batia State will appoint a responsible official to be called ** the Canal Mota- 
mid,'’ whose name will be reported to the Executive Engineer of the Uritisb 
Government for tbe canal and tbe Political Agent in Bundelcund; and this 
Motamid will be the medium of communication between tbe British Govern¬ 
ment and the Batia Barbar in all matters relating to the working of tl»e 
canal. 

3. Tbe Maharaja hereby declares clauses 1, 2, S, 5, 10, and 11 of sec¬ 
tion 70 of tbe Act of the Governor-General in Council, No. VIII of 1373, to

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be io force as law in the Datia State; ami His Highuess engages to deni ez> 
peditiously and in the manner contemplated by the aforesaid section with all 
complaints made by British canal officers in regard to the working of the 
canal in Datia territory. 

4. Beports or complaints will ordinarily be made by or through the Eze* 
entive Engineer to the Cana) Motamid ; but in all urgent cases, sach ns serious 
damage to the canal and consequent waste or apprehension of waste of water, 
chowkidars will report direct to the Motamid, who will invariably give a 
written receipt for every complaint so made 

5. The Datia Durbar will give the Executive Engineer doe notice of tbe 
date, time, attd place fixed for tlie trial of any offence under section 70 of 
the above-mentioned Act, YIIl of 1873, or of any crimimfl case to which a 
canal subordinate may be a party; and the Executive Engineer shall be at 
liberty to depute an officer not below the rank of a Sub-Overseer to watch the 
proceedings in the Darbar's Court, 

6. The Datia Darbar will report monthly to the Political Agent in Bun- 
d«lcund all complaints made during the month British canal officers, and 
the manner in which such cases may have been disposed of. 

7. (<t) Any canal officer who is accused of having committed in Datia 
territory a heinous offence, such as murder, culpable homicide not amounting 
to murder, and dakaiti, may bs arrested by the Maharajahs authorities. 

(&) Information of every such arrest shall be given by the Darbar at 
once to the nearest British canal officer. 

(<r) In all other cases in which the an-est of a canal officer is desired, a 
warrant of arrest will be sent by the Darbar for execution through the Sub- 
Overseer if the offender is a chowkidar, and to the Sub-Divisiond Officer if 
the offender is of a higher grade. 

(</) Police Officers and Magistmtes of the Darbar may exercise, with re¬ 
spect to European British subjects, in Dalia territory, the same powers as may 
be exercised with respect to European British subjects by Police Officers and 
by Magistrates who are not Justices of the Peace, rcspectively, in places in 
British India beyond the limits of the Presidency towns. 

8. (a) The Datia State will be responsible to the British Government for 
all wilful damage to tbe canal, its sluices or bauks, and for theft of water 
within Datia territory; but it will be open to the Darbar, when required by the 
Political Agent, to show cause why it should not be called upon to compensate 
the Canal Department for any such injury or theft of water. 

(6) In such cases the award of tbe Political Agent as to the liability of 
tbe Datia State to pay compensation and as to the amount payable shall be 
binding on tho Daxbar, subject to an appeal to tbe Agent to tbe Governor- 
General, whose decision shall be final. 

9. The British Government may, from time to time, after hearing any 
representations which tbe Datia State may wish to make, frame rules regulat* 
log the distribution of water, the collection of the water-rate, and any other

After coMph'/urn/t,—(My) Durbar laid before me copy of the Bundel* 
khund Agency Robknrof 16th September 1^88, in which it is requested that 
assent may be given for the cession of criminal and civil powers in lands 
which have come under the Indian Midland Railw^ (in Dutia territory). As 
according to the wish of Government of India I am agreeable to cede to 
GovernmeDt criminal and civil jurisdiction on the lands that have come under 
the Indian Midland Railway in my State, I therefore inform you of my assent 
to the cession of the powers by means of this letter.

Engagement concluded between the British Government and 
Rajah Runjebt Singe of Sttmpthtjr, dated 12th Novem¬ 
ber 1S17. 

Whereas Rajah Runjeet Singb> Rajah of Sumpthur, with a view to obtain 
the powerful protection of the British Government presented on the Sind of 
February 1805, corresponding with the 3rd of Pbagooo 1216 Fuslee, to Colo¬ 
nel John Baillie, then Agent to the Governor-General in the Province of 
Bundelkbund, a Wajib-ool-Urz, or Paper of Requests, containing six distinct 
Articles, all of whit^ were either complied with or answered; and Whereas 
circumstances occurred some time afterwards to prevent that prelimmary 
arrangement from terminating in a defioitive Treaty between the Honorable 
Company and the Rajah Runjeet Singh; and Whereas the Rajah having 
since repeatedly and earnestiy solicited to be placed under the protection of 
the British Government, and having oo several occasions manifested his 
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loyalty aud attachment to it, both by professions and acts, the British Gov> 
ernment, relying on the continuance of those sentiments^ and on the Bajah^s 
strict adbevence to whatever engagements he may form on the basis of a more 
intimate union of bis interests with those of the Honorable Company^ hss 
now acceded to the Rajah's request, and the followintr. Articles of a Trenty of 
Alliance are accordingly contracted between the Britisli Government and 
Bajab Runjeet Siugb, his heirs and successors 

AanoLB 1. 

Bajah Runjeet Singh, Rajah of Sumpthur, being hereby admitted among 
the allies of the British Government, engages to consider the friends of that 
Government as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies. He further 
engages to give no molestation to any Chief or State in amity with the British 
Government, but considering all persons who may be disaffected to that Gov¬ 
ernment as his own enemies, he promises to afford no protection to thorn 
or their families in his country, to bold no intercourse with them whatever, 
and to nse every means in his power to seize and deliver them up to the OIB- 
Cel’S of the British Government. 

AnTiCLS 2. 

The British Government, with a view to conBrm the atfacliment and 
fidelity of the Government of Snmpthur, hereby guarantees to Bnjali Runjeet 
Singh, his heirs and successors, the territory actually posst'ssed bv liim at the 
period of the establishment of the British Government in Baudellchuiid, and 
now in his occupation, and the British Government hereby agrees to protect 
and defend the same from the aggressions of any foreign power. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the Rajah of Sumpthur from the aggressions of any foreign 
power, it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the 
Rajah shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any foreign 
power to invade his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed chum 
or ou any other ground, he shall report the circumstances of the case to the 
British Government, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of 
such disputed claim, and the Kajah, relying on the justice and equity of the 
British Government, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the appre¬ 
hended aggression shall be referable to any other cause, the British Govern¬ 
ment will endeavour by representation and remonstrance to avert the design, 
aud if, notwithstanding the Rajah's acquiescence in the award of the British 
Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, and the 
endeavours of the Briti^ Government should fail of success, such measures 
will be adopted for the protection of the Rajah's territories aa the circum* 
stances of the case may appear to require. 
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Abticlb 4. 

Iq consideration of the guarantee and protection extended by the t^o 
foregoing Articles to the Rajah of Smnpthur, the Rajah hereby binds himself 
at hie own expense to employ his troops whenever reqaired to do so, in co¬ 
operation with those of the British G-ovemment, on ail occasions in which the 
interests of the two Governments may be mutoally concerned. On all each 
occasions the Sumpthur troops shall act nnder the orders and control of the 
Commanding Officer of the British troops. 

Article 5. 

If at an}i time the Rajah of Samptbnr shall have any claim or canse of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no 
account to commit uggression against the other party, or to employ his own 
force for the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of 
which be may complain. On the other band, the British Government engages 
to withhold its allies or dependants from committing any aggression against 
the Rajah of Sumpthur, and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon the 
Rajah of Sumpthur, according to the strict principles of justice, the Rajah on 
his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Artlolb 6. 

The Rajah of Sumpthur engages at all times to employ his utmost exer¬ 
tions in defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or 
predatory bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories 
of the Honorable Company. 

Abtiols 7. 

'Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominions of the Raiah of Sumpthur, or to statiou a British 
force within his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so 
to detach or station its troops, and the Rajah of Sumpthur shall give his consent 
accordingly. The Commander of the British troops which shall thus even¬ 
tually pass through or permanently occupy a position within the Rajah's 
territories shall not in any manner interfere in the internal coucems of the 
Rajah's Government. 

Whatever materials or supplies he required for the use of the British 
troops daring their continuance in the &ijah's territories shall be readily fur¬ 
nished by the Rajah's officers aud subjects, and shall be paid for at the price 
current of the bazar. 

Aetiolb 8. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British subject 
or European of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of 
the British Government. 
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Article 9. 

Tbe Rajab of Snmptbur hereby binds himself to maintain no comspon* 
deuce with foreign States without the priWty and consent of tbe Biitish Gov¬ 
ernment. 

. Abticli 10. 

The Hajab engages to give no asylnm to criminals nor to defaulters of 
the British Government who may abscond and take refuge within his terri> 
tory;and should the OlHoors of the British Government be sent in pursuit 
of such criminals and defaultei's, the Rajah further engages to afford such 
Oflicers every ossistauoe in bis power in apprehending them. 

Artiolb 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been con- 
eluded between tbe British Government and Rajab Bunject Singh, tbe Rnjaii 
of Sumpthur, through the agency of John Wauohope, Esquire, in virtue of 
powers delegated to him by the Most Noble the Govemor-Geneml on the one 
pai-t, and Dureao Singh, vakeel of the said Rajah on the other, Mr. Wauchope 
and the vakeel have sigued and sealed two oopiee of tbe Treaty in English, 
Persian, and Hindee, one of which, after being ratified by the seal and si^ 
nature of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastiugs, Governor-General, will 
be delivered to-morrow to the said vakeel, and the said vakeel having obtained 
the ratification of tbe Rajah to the other copy, engages to deliver it within 
the same time to Mr. Wauohope.

Sakthae Salt Agebement— 1879 - 1884 i. 

Whereas it has been ^presented to me by Sir Henry Daly, K.C.B., Agent 
to the Oovernor-Geueral for the States of Central India, that the British Gov* 
eminent have offered to allow me and my snccessoi-s annually free of cost and 
duty at the Sambhur works five huiidrad (500) maunds of salt for (Consump¬ 
tion iu my State (which salt shall not be re<exported from the Sumthur State), 
I do hereby covenant that, from a date to be fixed by the British Govern¬ 
ment, 
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I will not permit the manufacture of any salt in my State except at ealt* 
T^tre works at present existing, nor the import into and passage through my 
State of any salt other than salt upon which duty bos been levied by the 
British Government and the said 500 maunds of salt 

I will not permit any new saltpetre works to be opened in my State, nor 
any extension of those now existing, nor will 1 allow the outturn of salt 
from these works to exceed an annual limit of 1,500 maunds of edible salt, in 
accordance with the list attached to the agreement. I will lumisb the 
British Government annually with a statement showing the quantity of 
edible salt passing out of each of these works. 

Further, I will not permit any toll or tax whatever to be levied in my 
State on salt on which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in ray State be found 
to exist within the territories of such State on the said date, I agree, if so 
requested by the British Government, to take possession of such stocks and 
to give the owners thereof the option of either transferring the salt to British 
Government at such equitable valuation I may fix in concurrenoe with the 
Political Agent, or of paying to the British Government snoh duty of two 
rupees eight annas per maund on such salt as the Governor-General in Council 
may fix. In the event of the owners accepting the latter alternative, they 
shall be allowed to retain the salt on which the said duty may have been paid, 
but not otherwise. 

Lastly, the export of all intoxicating drugs, preparotions and spirits 
(such as bhang, ganja and opium) by all routes and in all directions hereafter 
barred by the Inland Custom line shall be prohibited.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Oovemmenta of the several Princes 
and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories shooM be perpe¬ 
tuated, and that the j-epresentation and dignity of their Houses should be 
continued: in fulfilment of this desire, this Sunnud is given to you to convey 
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to yon the assnrance that on failore of nataral heirs, the British Governmeut 
will recognise and couhrm any adoption of a snocessor made by youraelf, or 
by any ^ture Chief of yonr State, that may be in accordance with Hindoo 
law and the customs of your race, subject to the payment as a relief of one 
quarter of a year's net ie7enae on direct sucoessioos, and half a yearns net 
revenue on successions by adoption. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you, 
so long as your House is loyal to the Crown and i^ithfnl to the conditions of 
the Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the 
British Government.

Obiioation of Mahaeaja Kishorb Sing, signed and sealed by 
his Minister Raj Dhtje Guj Sing, at Modha, the 4th Feb¬ 
ruary 1807. 

'Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassein, the country of Dum, Noor, and 
Adlpar, originally in the possession of Sreemunt Pandit Purdban Sewnee 
Bagee Kao Peishwa Bebador, was formerly ceded to the Honourable the East 
India Company; and Whereas by a subsequent agreement between the two 
States, this country was afterwards restored to the Peishwa, and in exchange 
for it and for certain other considerations which are contained in the agree¬ 
ment in question, the province of Bundelound, yielding a revenue of thirty- 
six lakhs and sixteen thousand Rupees, was ceded in perpetual sovereignty by 
His Highness the Peishwa to the Honourable the East India Company, and 
annexed to their actual possessions; and Whereas a British force having entered 
tlie province, for the purpose of settling the country and punishing the refrac¬ 
tory, all the Rajahs of this province and its vidnity, on hearing the fame of 
the justice, benevolence, and good faith which have ever regulated the conduct 
of the British Government, placed themselves under its protection, and, becom¬ 
ing respectively the objects of its bounty and liberality, have been reinstated 
and conBrmed in tbeir original possessions, which they now enjoy in security 
and comfort; and Whereas I, Maharajah Kisliore Sing Behadur, descended 
from the late Maharajah Hurdie Sah, and possessed of claims in common with 
the other Rajahs of this province, have with sincei‘e professions of attachment 
to the British Government deputed my Minister Raj Dhur Guj Singh to solicit 
the favour and kindness of the Government, and accordingly with a view te the 
promorion of the welfore of the inhabitants of this province, a Sunuud for 
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certain mebala sod villages above the GbaU^ which by the Treaty of Baseeio 
are immediately dependent on the British Government, has been conferred 
upon me : Therefore, and in order to confirm my obedience and attachment to 
the British Government, I have prepared aud delivered this obligation con¬ 
taining the following Articles, unaer my own seal aud eignature and under 
the sem and signature of tny Minister Raj Dhar Gii^ Sing, and I hereby 
declare that 1 never will swerve from those Articles in any instance what¬ 
ever 

Articlb 1. 

I hereby bind myself never to aid nor abet any marauders either in or 
out of the province of Bundelcund never to harbour them in my poseeasions 
nor permit their families to reside in the territory snbjeot to my authority; 
and also to abstain from all correspondenoe and communication with them; 
and I further bind myself never to engage in hostility with any of the ad¬ 
herents or dependants of the British Government, hut always to be obedient 
and sabmiseive to it. 

Aetiolb 2. 

I engage to guaid. the passes through the Ghats which are sabject to 
my authority, in such a manner as to prevent all marauders and plunderers 
from ascending or descending the Ghats through those passes, and to secure 
the territory of the British Government from incursions througli any of the 
said passes. 

Aetiolb d. 

'Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats 
through any of the passes eubjeot to my authority, 1 engage not only not to 
obstruct nor impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct them by the most convenient route. 

Aetiolb 4. 

'Whereas the British Government, from motives of justice and equity, 
have granted to me a Sunnnd for a considerable portion of territory above 
the Ghats, and whereas many of the villages contained in that territory were 
formerly made over in malgoozaree by my ancestors and predecessors to certain 
persons who were faithful and obedient, and many of those pergunnahs and 
villages have of late years been, usurped by refractory and turbulent persons 
who have revolted from my anthority; therefore I hereby solemnly pled« 
myself to be responsible for any commotions or disturbances which shall m 
excited by those persons within the British territory. 

Aeticlb 5. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of the villages subject to my author!^, I agree to seize such ]^reon aud to 
deliver him up to the othcers of the British Government immediately on his 
being demanded. 
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Abtiolb 6. 

I will not permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my villages, 
and if the property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any 
village under my anthority, 1 agree to make the zemindars of such village 
responsible either for the restitution of the stolen property* iv for the delivery 
of the offender to tiie British Government ; and if any felon or murdeiw, or 
any person amenable to the British laws for crimes committed in the British 
territory, shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver him 
over to the Officers of the British Government. 

Abticlb 7. 

One of my confidential servants shall always be in attendance on the 
principal officer of the Government in this province, for the purpose of 
executing his orders. 

I, Raj Dhup Guj Sing, the Minister of Maliarnjah Kishoi-e Sing Beha- 
dur, having as agent for the Maharajah afiSsed my seal and signature to this 
obligation and entemd it among the records of the British Government, do 
her^y promise strictly to observe the above Articles, and never to evade nor 
neglect the performance of any of the conditions contained in them ; and, after 
repairing to the presence of the Maharajah, I engage to procure and to place 
among the records of Government, an Ikraruamah coroprising the above 
Articles, signed and sealed by the Maharajah and signed and sealed by my¬ 
self ; after which 1 shall receive back this obligation.

in 1807. 

Be it known to all cboudries, kanoongoes, zemindars, molgoozars, and 
talookdars of that portion of Bundelound above the Ghats, which was formerly 
in the possession of Herdee Sah; that Whereas the primary objects of the 
British Government are the amelioration of the condition of their subjects, 
and the adjustment of the rights of all j usb claimants : and Whereas, actuated 
by this principle, the Honourable the East India Company, from motives of 
liberality) have not thought proper to avail themselves of their tide to the 
possession of the whole of Bundelcund, which, with an annual revenue of 
thirty-six lacs and sixteen thousand Rupees, woe by an agreement between 
the two States ceded to the British Government by His Highness the Peishwa; 
but contenting themselves with that territory which is now in their actual 
possession, they have been pleased to apportion the remaining territory to 
various Chieftains of this province, possessing jnst claims, and to certain 
persons who were in the possession of lands before the introduction of the 
British authority into this province, and who since the establishment have 
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uniformly professed and evinced their attachment and 6de1ity to it, with this 
view that the whole of the inhabitants of this province, both hi^li and low, 
may pass their days in security and happiness under the benign prot^tion of 
the British Government; and Whereas Maharaja Kishoi^ Sing*; the grandson 
of the late Maharaja Herdee Sab, possessing claims in common with the other 
Rajahs of this province, and sinoerely professing attachment to the British 
Government, has become oliedient and submissive to it, and has deputed his 
Minister, Raj Dhur Guga Sing, to solicit the favour and hiudnees of the Gov¬ 
ernment : Therefore the mehals, villages, and diamond mines specified under¬ 
neath, and situated above tim Ghats, are hereby granted and assigned to the 
Maliarajah by the British Government 

It 28 necessary that the Maharajah, entertaining a due sense of this ejc- 
tensive grant, do strictly Mrform the conditions of his engagement, in which 
case be shall never be molested nor opposed by the British Government, but 
shall continue undisturbed in the enjoyment of his present possession.

Translation of an Ikkarnama presented by the Rajah 
Kishohk Sing Bahadur, the Rajah of Punnau, 1811. 

Whereas since the first annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the 
dominions of the British Government, I, Rajah Kishore Sing Bahadur (the 
contracting party), and proprietor of the share of Herdee Sah (who was 
the Chief of all the Rajahs of Bundelcund), having wknowledged my alle¬ 
giance and submission and remained obedient to the British Government, and 
never in any instance deviated from the obedieooe and loyalty due from a 
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good subject, bat dating the period of the agency of Captain Baillie, by reason 
of a ooDQDinatioD of accidental circumstances, I was prevented from appearing 
in the above officer's presence, I however deputed to the above gentleman Raj 
Dhur Ouga Sing Bnliadur on my part, and applied for a Sannud from the 
British Government: accordingly, the said Raj Dhor Ouga Sing Bahadur 
above-mentioned delivered iu an Ikraraaron (or obligation of allegiance) 
under my eeal and signature and received a Sunnud for several villages. 
Many villages that were then in the hands of usurpers aud oppressors were 
not inserted therein, and to obtain possession of even those villages which 
were included in the above Sunnud from Lutebmun Dowah and other unjust 
possessora, I was necessitated to wage war, and in consequence of my own 
want of power, and receiving no aid TVom the British Governraent, I was 
unable to obtain possession of the places in question. After the arrival of Mr. 
John Richardson, I waited upon that gentleman, and according to tlie orders of 
the Right Honourable theGovernor'Genoral in Council, by the aid of a British 
force, 1 obtained possession of the villages included in the Sunnud granted 
hy the British Government, as well as those villages which were in the pos¬ 
session of usurpers and unjust olaimants. At this period, and with a view to 
confirming my obedience and attachment to the British Government, 1 have 
prepared under my seal and signature and hereby present the Ikrarnama 
containing eleven distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, .\gent to the 
Govei’uor-Geoeral in Bundelound, and required a Sunnud for the villages 
and lands now in my possession, and I therefoi'e hereby declare and promise 
that 1 will scrupulously observeall the Articles contained iu this Iki'arnnina, 
aud never evade or infringe any one of them. 

Auticlb 1. 

1 hereby promise and hind myself on no occasion to nnite with external 
or internal enemies of the Honourable Company in Buiidelound, aud to be ever 
obedient and submissive to the will and commands of the British Goverumeut 
in all things. 

Artioli 3. 

If any one of my children, brothers, or relations, excite sedition or disttirb- 
anoe in the British territories or possessions or the territories or possessions 
of any of the Chiefs in allegmnoe to the British GK)vernment, I engage to do 
everything in my power to prevent and to restrain them; and in the case of 
their persisting in such conduct, I engjige to unite my force with the British 
tiXMips in the punishmenb and suppression of such persons. 

Artiolb S. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government shall fiy, and take 
refuge in my territories, on appliculion from the officers of the British 
Government, I will deliver them up to the British Goverumeut. 

Articl* 4. 

1 further engage that I will never harbour or give protection in my 
country to persons accused or suspected of robbery or theft; that if a robbery 
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be committed^ or.the property of merchaote or traveUei-s be stolen in any o£ 
the villsgpee subject to my authority, 1 will render the inhabitants of that 
village responsible for the restitution, or value of the property stolen or robbed, 
or for the seizure and delivery of the thieves or robbers; and, in general, that 
murderers and all other persons amenable to the criminal jurisdiction of the 
British Government for crimes ooromitted in the British possessionB, who may 
take refuge in my districts, shall he immediately seized sud delivered over to 
the British authority in Bundelound.

Article 6. 

If any of the surrounding Chiefs rebel against the British authority, 
although they be roy near relations, I engage to abstain from every manner of 
friendly intercourse with such Chiefs, and not to harbour or give protection 
in my country to them or any of their relations. 

Artiolb 6. 

I engage not to enter into quarrels or disputes with any Chief who is 
obedient or submissive to the British Government, and if at any time a quarrel 
or dispute arise between me and an^ of the other dependants of the British 
Qovevnroent, in either case I promise to submit the cause of such dispute for 
the decision of the British Government. 

Article 7. 

I engage to guard nil the passes thi-ough the Ghfits under my authority, 
so as to prevent all marauders, plunderors, and ill-disposed persons from 
ascending or descending the Gbftts, or from entering the British territories 
through any of those passes; and if any neighbouring Chief or Leader should 
meditate an incursion info the British territory through my possesions, or 
those of the Chiefs in allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish the officers of 
the British Government with information of the circumstance before his 
approach to the neighbourhood of my tendtory, and to exert my utmost 
efforts to obs truot bis progress. 

Article 8. 

'Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the G hits 
through any of the passes subject to my authority, 1 agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct them by the most convenient route, and to fui'oish them 
with the necessary supplies so long as they remain within or iq the vicinity of 
my possessions. 

ART1CI.B 9. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing and Bao Himmut Sing of MoiTeadab, nod Zalim 
Sing of Bui'dwaho, and Puddum Sing of Thingah, and Gotee Jumadar, and 
Manickjee of Malmt Gowba, have rebelled against the British Government, 
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and ave guilty of marauding and plundering in the territories of that Gov¬ 
ernment, I hereby declare that I will never have any intercourae with the 
above-mentioned rebels j but, on the contrary, whenever 1 shall hew of any of 
their joint or separate depredations in the territories of the British Govern¬ 
ment or any of its dependants, I engage to attack the aggressor, or aggreswi-s, 
and to the utmoet of my power punish them, and in the event of any of them 
being seized, I engage to deliver them up to the British Government. 

Article 10. 

Whereas between me and the Rajahs and Chiefs of Bundelcund there 
existed many disputed claims concerning many villages, which disputes have 
been adjusted and settled by the decision of the British Government j and w 
now there is no disputed point or cause of difference remaining, I hereby 
therefore declare and promise, that hereafter I will not dispute or quarrel with 
any Rajah or Chief ou account of any village or lauds. If any Rajah or 
Chief shall dispute or quarrel with me on account of any village or lands 
claimed, I engage to submit the same to the British Government, and to abide 
by its decision, and not to dispute or quarrel about the point myself. 

Article 11. 

I engage that one of my confidential servants shall always be in attend¬ 
ance os a vakeel on the Officer of the British Government in this province for 
the purpose of executing his orders, and in the event of such vakeel ^lug 
from any reason disapproved of by the said Officer, I agree immediately to 
appoint another in his stead,

TnANSLATiOK of a SuNNUi) granted to the Kajah Kisore Sing 
Bahatue, Kajah of Punnah, in 1811. 

Be it known to the chowdries, canoongoes, etc., of the pergunnah of 
Khuttolah and the pergunnah of Powey, etc., in the proving of Bundelcund, 
that whereas the Maharajah Kishore Sing Bahadur, one of the ancient and 
hereditary Chieftains of Bundelcund, the heir and proprietor of the share ot 
Herdee Sah (who was the Chief of the Rajahs of Bundelcund) from the 
period of the annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the dominions of 
the British Government, has invariably observed a friendly and obedient 
conduct, and in no instance deviated from the loyalty or attachment due to 
the British Government, but who, during the period of the ag^oy of Captain 
John Baillie, having been by a combination of accidental circumstwces 
prevented from waiting upon that gentleman, deputed Raj I^bur Guga Sing 
Bahadur on bis (the said Rajah's) Mrt, who presented a list of several 
villages to the aforesaid gentleman, and received a Sunnud for the 
was not put iu possession of those villages j and moreover many of the villages 
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and lands belon^n}? to the hereditary possessions of the said Rajnh^ as the 
sliare of Herdee Sah, whioh were in the possession of usurpers, and persons 
who had no claim thereto, were not inclnded in the above Snnnad—After* 
wards, during the Agency of Mr. John Richardson, the aforesaid Rajah 
Kishore Sing himself having waited upon that gentleman was by the ordere 
of the Bntish Government pot in possession of all the villages And lands 
included in the Sannud already alluded to, and also of those villages and lands 
which were unjustly possessed by usurpers and false claimants, and every 
other dispute that existed with other Chiefs and Rajahs having been adjusted 
and settled :—^At this juncture the said Rajah has delivered in an Ikramamab 
(or obligation of allegiance), containing eleven distinct Articles, expressive of 
bis allegiance and attachment to the British Goverumeu^ and requesting that 
a Sunnud, confirming the villages and lands at present in bis possession may 
be granted by the British Government. For the above reasons the villages 
and lands enumerated in the subjoined schedule, with all the rights and 
tenures and usages, revenues, lands or aayer, together with forts and fortified 
places, are hereby granted to the said Rajah and his beiis, exempt from the 
payment of revenue in perpetuity. So long as the said Rajah Kishore Sing 
and his heirs shall obseiwe and adhere faithfully to the articles of the obliga¬ 
tion of allegiance which he has delivered iu to the British Government, no 
sort of molestation or resumption shall ever take place on the part of the 
British Government. It is necessary that you shall all consider and view the 
said Rajah as the proprietor aud lord of the above enumerated possessious. 
The conduct which it is incumbent ou the said Maharajah to observe is to 
exert himself to the utmost of his power in the cultivation and improvement 
of the said possessions, and to pay attention to the prosperity and comfort 
of the people, and to enjoy the produce of the same in firm obedience, )oy* 
alty, and submission to the British Government. After the sanction of the 
Right Hononrable the Governor General in Council shall be obtained, another 
Sunnud, to the same effect, signed by the Right Honourable the Oovemor* 
General in Council, shall be exchanged or substituted in the place of the 
present Sannud granted by the Agent to the Governor-General.

TbANSLATION of KHUBEETA from KaJAH of PUNNAH, to POLITI¬ 
CAL Assistant, Bundblcund,— (dated the 4ith April 1863). 

(In reply to kbureeta dated 11th March 1863.) 

According to the injunction of the Agent to the Governor-General for 
Central India, and youmelf, whatever land of this ilaka may have to be occu- 
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pied by tbe Railway, that land has been given for the (Rail) roadwork into 
the entire governmont of the British Government; and whatever perso^, 
whether subjects of Government or of this State, may reside within the limits 
of tbe Railroad, these persons above-named shall remain under such authority 
and government of the officer of the road as may be assigned to him by 
Government. 

If any dispute or case arise between the people living within the Railway 
limits and those of this State, it will be laid lifore the Political Officer of tbe 
rood for investigation and settlement. 

The Tehsildar of Pergunnah Birsingpoor has been in^tructod in acoord- 
auce with tlie above, and will be guided thereby.

Abstract translation of Sunnud empowering the Chief of 
PuNNAH in Bundelound to exercise Criminal Powers within 
the limits of his State—1867. 


Whereas under the orders of the Viceroy and Governor-General of ludia 
' ^ » rt . 4 . in Council, conveyed iu the letter as per 

for margin, it was deemed necessary, in view to 
Ontrsl Iiulia, No. 875, dated 6tb the protection of the people and the mainte- 
April 1864 nance of the peace in Buodelcnnd, to define 

tbe powers of the minor Chiefs of the province in the disposal of trials for 
heinous ci'imes; aud 

Whereas it was ruled under the said orders that, in accordance with the 
British Government's light of general interference in the States ot ®u^ 
Chiefs, the said adefs must refer all heinous cases involving Bm»teuce ot dcatli, 
or of transportation, or of imprisonment for life, to the Local Political Officers 
of the British Government; and 

Whereas the same consideration which led to the restrictions imposed as 
above, viz.i the amelioration of criminal justice in Bundelcund, may now be 
held to justify their relaxation in the case of any Chief, who by pei-sonal 
Qualifications and enlightened policy proves that the administration ot J^tioe 
may in i*espect even of the most heinous classes of crime be entrusted to 

him; aud n i 

Whereas it haa been represented by tbe Agent to the Governo^General 
for Central India that the present Ruler of Punuah, Mabara 3 a Bahadoor 
Nirput Sing, possesses these qualifications and enjoys this chai-acter: 

Therefore the Viceroy and Governov-General in Council hereby 
empowere the said Maharajah Bahadoor Nirput Sing to hear and decide all 
criminal cases within the limits of the State of Punuah on the following 
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conditions, vU., that sentences of death shall be immediately reported to the 
Agent to the Governor-General, and he snbjeot to confirmation by the Agent; 
that periodical Reports are submitled by the Chief to the Local British Poli. 
tical Officer of all cases in which eentenees of transportation or imprisonment 
for life are passed by him, and on the distinct understanding that the British 
Government will at any time Busnead or revoke the antbority thus conveyed, 
should circamstances appear to call for each a proceeding. 

The full powers herein bestowed will continue only so long as the said 
Maharajah Bahadoor Nirput Sing continues to merit the distinction, and they 
will not necessarily be transmittible to his successors.

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the en^gement thus made to you 
BO long as your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the wnditions oL 
the treatie^ grants, or engagements, which record its obligation to the British

Therefore the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council hereby emTOwers 
the said Maharajah Rudra Pratap Singh to hear and decide all mminal cases 
within the limits of the State of Panna on the following conditions, oa^ely, 
that sentences of death shall be immediately rejwrted to the Agent to the 
Governor General, and be subject to confirmation by the Agent; and that 
ueriodical reports shall be submitted by the Chief to the Local Bntieh Political 
Officer of all cases in which sentences of transportation or imprisonment for 

life are passed by him. 

It must be distinctly understood that the British Government will at any 
time suspend or revoke the authority thus conveyed, should circumstances 
appear to call for such a proceeding. 

The full powers herein bestowed will continue only so long as the ^id 
Maharajah Rudra Pratap Singh continues to merit the distinction, and they 
will not necessarily be transmissible to his successors.

But if any of your servants 
be guilty of tiny reprehensible act 
or improper conduct in the British • 
territoTy, the responsibility of such 
act will attach to you.

Abticlb 1. 

Whereas from the period when the British troops first arrived for the 
purpose of subduing and punishing the refractory in the ftovince of Bundel- 
cund, I obeerfuUy and voluntarily acknowledged my obedience and submission 
to the British Government and have been admitted among the number of its 
dependants; and Whereas J. Richardson, Esquire, who has been lately invest¬ 
ed bv the Right Honourable the Govcrnor-General with the genei-al siipenn- 
tendence and control of the province of Bundelcund, having required of me 
an Ikrarnamab or obligation of allegiance; Therefore, and in consideration of 
the ample provision which the British Goveinment has been pleased to bestow 
upon me, 1 have prepared, and do hereby present, this Ikraruamah, comprising 
the following Articles, under my seal and signature, from the conditions of 
which I promise never to depart and never to commit any act lu violation of 
any of the subjoined Articles. 

Abtiols 2. 

I hereby engage to have no intercourse, transactions, or oori-Mpondence 
with any marauders or evil disposed persons either within or without the 
Province of Bundelcund and never to harbour or permit any such i^rsons to 
reside iu my villages : and whenever I shall obtain information of the haunts 
of such persons, I engage to nee my endeavours to apprehend them and deliver 
them up to the Officers of the British Government. I engage never to enter 
into disputes with any of the servants or dependants of the Bii^h Govern¬ 
ment, and never to afford assistance to any of the Chiefs dependant on the 
British Goverament, in the event of disputes arising among them, without 
orders from the British Officers, and on all oocasions scrupulously to observe 
the strictest obedience and submissiou to the British Goverument. 

Article 8. 

If any subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge in 
any of the villages composing my jaghires, I engage to seize and deliver him 
to servants of the British Government, and if any person be deputed on the 
part of the British Government to appi-ehend such absconder, I agree not only 
not to oppose that person but to co-operate with him in the ^prehension of 
the absconder, and I agree to obey the orders of the Civil nud Criminal Courte 
on all occasions. 

Articlb 4. 

I engage not to permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my ^llages, 
and if the property o! any of the inhabitants or travellers be plundered or 
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stolen in any of my village, 1 en^^ge to make tlie zemindars of enck villajfe 
reeponiible tor tlie stolen property or for the seizure and delivery of the robtier 
or thief to the Olfioers of the British Government; and if any person amenable 
to tlie British I 41 W 8 for murder or other crimes committed in the British 
territory take refuge in any of my village*, I further enga^je to seize such 
offender find deliver him up to the British Government. 

Asticlb 5. 

■Whereas the Snnnuds which I have received from the British Ooyem- 
ment liave been drawn out in conformity to the ancient Sunnuda which I 
have presented ; if it shall hereafter be clearly proved that any of the villages 
comprised in those Sunnnds was not in my possession daring the government 
of the late Nawab Ally Bahadur, but have been occupied by me subsequently 
to the death of the late Nawab, I hereby agree to give up any such villages 
without difficulty or hesitation to the Officers of the British Government, and 
not to advance any objection to the surrender of them, on the score of sneh 
villages being inclnded in the Sunnuds which I have received from the British 
Government.

Stjnnud granted to Dbwak Dhibij Sing, in 1808, 

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and mookuddims of the per* 
guunah of Punwarry, in the province of Bundelcund ; be it known that 
Pereas Dewan Dbirij Sing of the Buondellah caste, and one of the Chief¬ 
tains of rank of the province of Bundelcund, having in token of his obedience 
and snbmiasion repaired in person to the Officers of the British Goverament, 
and having from the first annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the 
British territories strictly observed all the duties of obedience and submission, 
and having moreover deposited among the recoils of the Government an 
Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance, under his own seal and 
comprising five Articles, and expressive of his services, ob^tence, and faithful 
attachment to the British Government: Therefore and from motives of 
benevolence and good faith, the villages specified underneath, wbioh from 
ancient times have been in the possession of the said Dewan Dhinj Sing 
afoi-esaidj are hereby granted to him rent-free by the British Government; 
and so long ns the said Dewan Dbirij Sing and his posterity shall abide by toe 
terms of his Ikrarnamah, and shall continue strictly lo observe all the dotaM 
of obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages enumerated 
below shall continue to be held rent-free by them in pei-petuifcy. 

It is the duty of the said chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, &c., to ^ 
obedient to the said Dewan Dhirii Sing, and to pay to him m heretofore the 
established dues and immunities of the said villages; and it w incumbent on 
the said Dewan Dliirij Sing to render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful 
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and satisfied by his pood government, and to devote bis attention to the 
increase of the population and the improvement of the cultivation of his 
possessions. 

Tliis Sannnd, after oblaininpthe sanction of 'the Eight Benable the 
Governor-General in Council, shall be considered as valid, and anotlier Sun- 
nud shall bercafter be granted under the seal and signature of the Eight 
Hon^hlo the Governor-General.

Her Maiesty being desirous that the governments of the several Princes

■Whereas His Excellency the Goverwor-Geneial has been pleased to 
bestow on me in jaghiie, mouzahs Jbeenjun, Neerokbera, and Chowkundeh, 
purgnnnab Punwarree, and mouznh Konrore, pcrgnnnab Cbaitpoor, on the 
condition that the jungle which has been cut be kept clear j that tbe land 
« Rukbeil” which baa been taken in mpuzah Cbowkuudeh fortheGoTernmewt 
horses attached to tbe Nowgaon Cantonment, and for which Rnpees 95 have 
been allowed by Government as compensation, be taken care ofjtl'atlhe 
clearances of the jungle be limited to 9oO yards in breadth, and that a ro^ 
about 90 feet broad be made through the middle of it, so that two loatied 
may be able to pass without any hindrance to each other : I do hereby bind 
myself under this written Agreement in the following terms 

That in the places marked below, I will keep clear 200 yards of jungle in 
breadth, and will not allow jungle to grow in that portion of tbe land. 

That through the cleared land I will make a road in the manner stated 
above. 

That I will also look after the preservation of the ** Rukheil ” land in 
mouzah Chowkundeb, and will not allow it to be injured in any way. 

Prom mouzah Jbeenjun up to the bouudary of Junao. 

Prom Jbeenjun vid Kunrore a new road up to the bouudary of Nowgatm.

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the Agency of Captain Baillie, I delivered in an Ikrarnamah (or obligation of 
alleiriance) under my seal and eignatore, consiating of seven Articles, and . 
reeved a Suonud. Of the tuppah of leanagbur, which was included in the 
said Sunnud, on aooounfc of the diipnted claim preferred by the Rajah of 
Bijawnr, and of the half share of the talook of Kurelah, which to also in¬ 
serted in the abovementioned Sunnud, by reason of its haviug been re¬ 
sumed by the British Government, together with jaidad lands of the late 
Rajah Himmut Bahadur, and also of several other villages belonging to my 
possessions, but then in the possession of uiyost claimants, which were not 
jncloded in the aforesaid Sunnud, I did not receive possession. Afterwards, 
during the superintendence of Mr. J. Richardson, Agent to the Governor- 
Genial, I presented a request to be put in possession of the villages and 
possessions above enumerated, and in conformity to llie decision and orders of 
the Right Honorable the Govemor-General in Council, 1 was put in wsees- 
sion of the tuppah of Isanaghur, and the other villages and places m the poe- 
session of unjust claimants; and I received a deduction from the rents of the 
tuppah of Chandellah, in lieu of the half share of Kurelab. At this time, 
all claims and disputes that existed between me and the ether Kajabs and 
Chiefs of Bundelcund are finally adjusted and settled : for this reason at this 
period with a view to confirming my obedience, submission, and attachment 
to the "British Government, I hereby present Mr. Richardson, Agent to the 
Govemor-General, an Ikrarnamah (or engagement) under my seal and signa¬ 
ture containing eleven distinct Articles ; and request a revised and corrected 
Sunnud including the whole of the villages and lands at present in my pos- 
aession T therefore, hereby promise and bind myself to adhere to and ob¬ 
serve faithfully every Article of my engagement, and in no instance deviate 
or swerve from any one of them.

Whereas, since the time of the annexation of the province of Bundelcuod 
to the dominions and authority of the British Government, my deceased 
father, the late Rajah Kissery Sing, Hajali of Bijawur, invariably manifested 
hie obedience and loyalty to the British Government, and remained in allegi¬ 
ance and sabmiseion thereto during bis lifetime, and was reooguized and 
admitted amongst the Chiefs that acknowledge obedience to the British 
(Government and received its protection, and always oondncted himself in 
obedience to the Officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of 
Bundeicund: At this period, I, Rajah Rutten Sing (the coutiacting parly). 
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eldest SOD to the aforesaid late Bajah, with a view to coohrming my obedience 
and attachment to the British Government, have prepared under ray seal and 
signature and present this Ikrarnama (or obligation of alleiriunce), containing 
eleven distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, Agent to the Governor 
General in Bundelound, and request a Sunnud for the villages and lands now 
in my possession, and composing my ancient rightfol possessions- 1, therefore, 
hereby declare and bind myself, that I will sorupulonsly observe all the Articles 
contained in this Ikrarnama, and never evade nor infringe any one of them. * 

Articli 1. 

I hereby promise and bind myself on no occasion to unite with external 
or internal enemies of the Honourable Company in Bandelcnnd, and to be ever 
obedient and submissive to the will aud coromauds of the British Government 
in all things. 

Abtiolr 2. 

If any one of ray children, brothers, or relations, excite sedition or 
disturbance in the British territories or possessions, or the territories or pos« 
sessions of any of the Chiefs in allegiance to the British Government, 1 
engage to do everything in my power to prevent and to restrain them; and in 
the.osse of their persisting in such conduct, I engage to unite my force with 
the British troops in the punishment and suppression of such peraons.

or for the seizure and delivery of the thieves or robbers; and, in general, that 
murderers and all other persons amenable to the criminal jurisdiction of the 
British Government for crimes committed in the British possessions, who 
may take rofuge in my districts, shall be immediately seized aud delivered 
over to the British authority in Bundelouud.

Whereas Gopaul Sing and Rao Himmnt Sing of Murriadah, and Zalim 
Sing of Buidwaho, and Puddum Sing of Tehingab, and Gootee Jamadar, and 
Manick Jee of Mahot Gowah, have rebelled against the British Government 
and El'S guilty of marauding and plundering in the terriuiries of that Gov¬ 
ernment, I hereby declare that I will never have any intercourse with the

Thanslation of a Sunnud granted to Rajah Rtjtten Sing, the 
Rajah of Bijawde— 1811. 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, etc., of the pergnnnahs of 
Kuttolab aitd the pergiinnah of Powey, in the province of Bundelcund; that 
Whereas the deceased Bajah Rissery Sing, the late Rajuh of Bijswur, one of 
the respectable hereditary Chieftains of Bundelcund, and a descendant of the 
Rajah Juggut Raj, sim-e the period of the annexation of the province of 
Bundelcund to the dominions of the British Government, invariably co7>ducted 
liimself with obedience, submission, and attocbment, and remained firm in 
bis alleginnoe, and in no instance deviated from the loyalty and dutiful 
demean«‘ai' that was due fi'om him towards the British Government; and 
Wb'er&is a Sunnud granting to the said Rajah the confirmation of the villages 
and lands in his ancient possession was promised to the said Rajab on the 
part of the British Government, as soon as the adjnstinent of the disputed 
claim that formerly existed with respeot to the right to the tuppah of Isana- 
gar took place; and that point haviug been accordingly adjusted by the deci¬ 
sion of the British Government; and at this period, the aforesaid Rajah being 
dead, and the Rajah Kutten Sing, the eldest son and heir to the deceased 
Rajah, having succeeded by the sanction of the British Government to the 
title and possessions of his father, bas now delivered in to the British Goveru* 
ment an Ikrarnama or obligation of allegiauce under bis seal and signatui'e, 
containing eleven distinct Articles, and requested a Sunnud from the British 
Government: Therefore the villages enumerated iu the subjoined schedule, 
which were from ancient times in the possession of the deceased Rajah, and 
also those villages which were given to the aforesaid Rajab by the Bntish 
Government, in addition to his former possessions, through the liberality of the 
British Government, with a view to confirm and bind his allegiance, together 
with all the rights thereof, land revenue, sayer, forts, and fortified places, are 
now confirmed to the Hajah Rutten Sing and his heirs in perpetuity, exempt 
from the payment of revenue ; and a Sunnud for the same is hereby granted. 
So long as the said Rajah and his heirs or successors shall remain fii^m to their 
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engagements, and observe faithfully the terms of the wveral Articles of this 
Ikramama or engagement, no molestation or resumption of the above poeses> 
sions shall take place on the part of the British Government. It is necessary 
that you all consider and account the said Kajah the Lo^ of the said posses* 
eions, and the conduct that is incumbent to the said Bajah and his heirs is, 
that he shall exert himself to the utmost to cultivate and improve the siiid 
villages and lands, and to promote the prosperity of the inhabitants; and 
enjoy the produce of the above possessions, in obedience, sabmission, and 
loyalty to the British Governmeuti. After the sanction of the Right Honoar- 
able the Governor-Oeneral in Conncil shall bo obtained, another Sunnud to the 
same effect, signed by the Right Honourable the Governor-General, shall be 
exchanged and substituted in the place of the present Sunuud, granted by the 
Agent to the Governor-General, 27lh March 1511*

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoon^oes, zemindara, mookuddums and 
lalookdars of the pergunnaha of Kotraand Puway, in the province of Bundel- 
cund; that Whereas ^ter the annexation of the province of Buodelcnnd to the 
territories of the Honoumble the East lodia Company, when the British troops 
were employed in occupying the country and punishing the refractory, Rajah 
Bukht Sing, the grandson of Maharajah Jugget Raj, one of the legitimate 
proprietors of this province, did obediently and snbmissively attend in person 
on the Officer of the British Government; Wherefore the British Govern' 
ment, actaated by those motives of liberality and by that desire to support 
and preserve the dignity of illustrious families which ever regulate its conduct 
onferred upon Rajah Bukht Sing a permanent ]>rovi8ion of Rupees 36,000 
per annum: and Whereas a promise having been since made to the said Rajah 
that, in common with the other hereditary Rajahs of this province, be also 
should receive a territorial provision in lieu of the aforesaid pecuniary allow¬ 
ance, and the said Rajah living lately repeatedly solicited the performance of 
that promise, and having presented an obligation of allegiance to the British 
Government, comprising eleven distinct Articles, signed and sealed by himself; 
Therefore the pergunnahs specified underneath, situated in the province of 
Bundelcund, and at |>resent usur^ hy some foreigner, who possesses no title 
whatever to them either by inoeritauce or by gift, are hereby granted to 
Bajah Bnkht Sing, with whose right to the said TOrgnnnahs the British 
Oovemroeut are fnlly satisfied; and so long as the said Rajah and his 
adherents shall continue in obedience to the British Government and eball 
scrupulously adhere to the terms of the aforesaid obli»tion of allegiance, tlie 
said Rajah and bis heirs and successors 'shall enjoy the unmolested possession 
of the pergunnahs undermentioned. It is necessary that the inhabitants of 
the said pergupnabs acknowledge their obedience to the said Rajah, or 
to whomsoever he may delegate the charge of the pergunnahs, and that they 
consider all the dependencies and appurtenances of the said per^nnahs as 
subject to the Rnjah, and that they acknowledge no one else. It is the duty 
of the Rajah to render the people, zemindars, and talookdars happy and grate¬ 
ful by his go^ government, to devote himself to the prosperity of the inhabit¬ 
ants and to the improvement of the country, and finally to continue faith¬ 
ful and obedient to the British Government. 

This Sunnud, after having obtained the approbation of the Honorable 
the Governor-General, eball be considered valid, and shall then be exchanged 
for another under the seal and signature of the Governor-General.

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and talookdars of the per^nnahs 
of Kotra, Puway, and Ajeygurb, in the province of Bundelcnnd be it known : 
Whereas after the acquisition and annexation of tlie province of Bundelcund 
to the British dominions, the Rajah Bukht Sing, the great.gTan<^on of the 
Rajah Juggut Raj, and one of the hereditary Chiefs of Bundelcund, appeared 
before the rulers of the British Government for the purpose of submitting 
himself with loyalty to its control and governance j and the rulers of the British 
Government, with a view to the protection and support of the ancient families 
and men of rank, as is the uniform and humane practice of the British Govern¬ 
ment, granted to the said Rajah a pension of Rupees 3.000 per mensem j and 
Whereas, at that time a promise was made to the said Rajah that, in oommon 
with the other legitimate Rajahs of this province, he also should receive a 
territorial provision in lieu of the aforesaid pension; Accordingly, m confor¬ 
mity to the request of the said Rajah, and with a view to the fulfilment of the 
above promise, in the month of June 1807 a.p., after having deliver^ in bis 
Ikraruamab or written engagement binding himself to loyalty and obedience 
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to the British Government, received from the rulers of the British Govern¬ 
ment the pergunnahs of Kotra and Poway in jagbire, and after the resump¬ 
tion of the jaghire of Ajeygurh, the Bajah Bokht Sing also received in 
jaghire certain villoges in the ^lergunnah of Ajeygurh (the place of residence 
of bis ancestors), which' were his hereditary property, in lieu of certain villages 
in the pergunnah of Puway: As in the Sunnnd formerly granted to the 
afoi'esaid Rajah, the names of the villages granted to trim are not detailed, 
and as the said Rajah baa now requested a Sunnnd which shall include and 
detail all the villages now in his possession iu the pergnnnahs above named : 
For that reason a single Sunnud granting rent-free the villages detailed under¬ 
neath, together with their mal, land revenue, sayer, transit duties, abkaree 
duties on spirituous liquors, and all other rights and appurtenances tbereanto 
belonging, for ever, generation after generation, has been bestowed upon the 
aforesaid Hajah, by the bounty of the British Government. So long as the 
Kajab and his adherents shall continue to fulhl the terms of tbe aforesaid 
obligation of allegiance, tbe said Rajah and his heirs and snccessors shall 
enjoy nnmolesfed possession of tbe pergunnabs undermentioned. It is neces¬ 
sary that you consider and undemtand the said R’ajah to be proprietor and 
sole controller of the villages detailed herein; aud the duties rec^uired from 
the said Rajah are that be shall cultivate and improve ttie villages in question, 
and protect and satisfy the cultivators and inhabitants, and by every means 
in his power contribute to their comfort, and enjov the produce of tbe said 
poeseesioDS in loyalty and due obedience to the British Government.

Teanslation of a Sunkud granted by tbe Governor-General 
conferring tbe territory of Ajeygurh with the title of B.ajah 
Bahadur upon Runjore Sing, half-brother of the late 
Rajah Bejey Sing. 

Dated 9th Septemler 1859. 

"Whereas it appears from the report of the Govemor-Gencrars Agent 
for Central India that liajah Bejey Sing of Ajeygurh died leaving no issue, 
and that tbe Hanee, the mother of the deceased Rajab, manifested her fidelity 
mid attachment to the British Government during the late disturbances from 
the commencement to the end; I therefore grant the territory of Ajeygurh 
anew, with tbe exception of the exclusive privileges within tbe town of Banda, 
to Bajah Runjore Sing Bahadur, the bmf-brotber of tbe late Rajah Bejey 
Sing, and the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, with the title of 
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Kajab Bahadar, on the condition that, ao long as Rajah Rnnjore Sing Baha. 
dur and all bia depandants are fnithf^ul in their allegiance to Ooverument, be 
and the heirs male of bis body lawfully begotten shall not be disturbed in the 
possession and enjoyment of the above territory.

Translation of Scnnud granted to Tej Sing, Rajah of Sttreela. 

Dated llth January 1807, 

Be it known to the Judgee and Collectors present and future, and muta- 
Buddees in Government service, jagbiredars and kuroreee and cbowdries and 
kanoongocs of pergimnah Julalpore attached to the Soubah of Allahabad 
and of pergunnah Raat of the same sonbah: that Whereas Ddabarajah Tej 
Sing Bahadoor, who is of the descendants of Maharajah Juggut Raj and is 
one of the rightful Chiefs, expremed his desire at the oommeucement of the 
Government authority in this country for protection from the kindness and 
generosity of the Officers of the Honorable Company : Therefore in regard 
to the submission of the Maharajah abovenamed, monzah Snreela, for his neces- 
sary expenses of mamtenance, and its fort as a residence for bis family were 
given, with a promise for an increase of the maintenance, on condition of his 
submission and obedience to the Officers of Government. 

Inasmuch as the Maharajah has performed the duties of obedience in the 
way that was proper, and has represented the insuffidenoy of his maintenance 
and smallness of his revenue: Therefore, ndth a view to maintain and support 
the Maharajah and to fulhi the former promise, the villages according to the 
detail appended, with exception of the pudaruk and muafee and lakbirajholdings, 
have been fixed for him from the beginning of the Kbureef Fuslof Annus Fusli 
1214i, according to the exalted order of His Excellency the Governor^Oeneral 
in the way of hereditary jaghire and tamgha (a royal grant in perpetuity). * 

It is proper that the Maharajah, continuing always in the performance of 
obedience and loyalty to Government, should expend the income of the jaghire 
on his maintenance; and giving due attention to the prosperity of the vill^es 
of the jaghire, should not fail in the slightest particular of vigilanoe and 
carefuluess; and that he should keep the subjects and people of the villages 
contented and thankful for bis good management; and should devote the 
greatest exertion to the cherishing and conciliation of all the inhabitants; and 
should give no place or shelter to thieves and highway robbers in bis villages; 
bat should aid and assist the OflSoers of Government in arresttog and seizing 
them, and in canying ont the rules and regulations issued from the territories 
of the Government of the Honoiable Company. 

And for the ryots and people this is the proper coarse, that having consi* 
dered the Maharajah the established jaghiredar of the villages named, Uiey 
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should reco^tze that the necessary and dependant business and affairs of tiie 
villages of the jnghire are under bitn, and should not attempt opposition in 
any way and should not ask for a new Sannud every year ; but that, knowing 
there is strict injunction in this matter, they should act conformably to what 
has been written above.

I, Bao Prithee Sing, declare that I have submitted in person to the 
British Government, and with a view to confirm my obedience aud submission 
to the British Government, 1 do hereby present this Ikiarnamab, comprising 
the following Articles 

AitTICLB 1. 

Whereas from tlie period when the British troops first arrived for the 
purpose of subduing and punishing tlie refractory in the province of BandeU 
cund,I cheerfully and voluntarily acknowledged my obedience and submission 
lo the British Government, and have been admitted among the ntimber of its 
dependants; and Whereas John Richardson, Esq, who has been lately in- 
yeste<l by the Right Honorable the Govercor-Geneial with the general snper- 
intendence and control of the affairs of Buiidelcund, revenue and otherwise, 
having required of me an Iki-amamah or obligation of allegiance of the > 
purport below given : Therefore, and in consideration of the ample provision 
which the British Government has lieen pleased to bestow upon me, I have 
prepared aud hereby present this Ikraruamafa, comprising the following 
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Articles, under roy seal and signature, from the conditions of which I promise 
never to depart and never to commit any act in violation of the subjoined 
Articles. 


Abtiglb %. 

I hereby engi^ to have no intercourse, transactions or correspondence 
with any maranders or evil-disposed persons either within or without the pro¬ 
vince of Bundelcund, and never to harbour or permit any such persons to 
rt'side in my villages; and whenever I shall obtain informatiou of the haunts 
of such persons, I engage to use my endeavours to apprehend them aud deliver 
them up to the Officers of the British Government. 1 engage never to enter 
into disputes with any of the servants or dependants of the British Govern¬ 
ment, and never to afford assistance to any of the Chiefs dependant on the 
British Government in the event of the disputes arising among them, without 
orders from the British Officers. I will remain at my own home and on all 
occasions scrnpulously observe the strictest obedience aud submUsiou to tbe 
British Government* 


Article 3. 

If any subject of the British Government alieoond and take refuge in any 
of the villages composing my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver him to tbe 
servants of tbe British fiovernment; and if any person be deputed on the part 
of the British Government to apprehend snch absconder, I agree not only not 
to oppose that person but to co-operate with him in the apprehension of tbe 
absconder; and 1 agree to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts 
on all occasions. .

I engage not to permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my villages; 
and if the property of any of the inhabitants or traveller be plundered or stolen 
in any of my villagee, I engnge to make the zeinioiiar of such village respon¬ 
sible for the stolen property or for the seizure and delivery of the robber or 
thief to the Officers of the British Government; and if any person, amenable 
to the British laws for murder or other crimes committed in the territories of 
the British Government, take refuge in any of my villages, I further engage 
to seize such offender and deliver him up to the British Government, 

Articlb 5. 

Whereas the Snnnnd which I have received from the British Gtovemment 
has been drawn out in conformity to the schedule of villages in my posseiision 
which I have presented; if it shall hereafter l>e clearly proved that any of the 
villages named was not in my possession during the government of the late 
Nuwab Alee Bahadoor, but has been occupied by me subsequently to his death, 
1 hereby ^ree to give up any such villages without difficulty or hesitation to 
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the OflBcers of the British Government, and not to advance any objection to 
the surrender of them on the score of such villajies being included in tUo 
Snnnud which I bare received from the British Government.

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and rookoddoms of the nergun- 
nah of Panwaree, in the province of Bondelcnnd, be it known; that YThpreas 
Rao Prithee Sing of the Bundela caste, and one of the Chieftains i»f rank of ti»e 
proviuoe of. Buridelcnnd, liaving in token of his obedience and sobmiesion 
repaired in pewon to the Officers of the British Government, and having from 
the hrst annexation of the province of Btmdelcnnd to the British territories 
strictly observed all obe^Iience and submission; and having moreover deposited 
among the records of the Government an I kramamah or obligation of allejriancw 
under his own seal and signntnre. comprising five Articli*8. and expressive of 
his sincere obedience and faithful attachment to the British Government ; 
Therefore, and from motives of benevolence ami gooil faith, tl»e vill^es speci¬ 
fied underneath, which from ancient times have been and now are in the pos- 
seseion of thesaid Rao Prithee Sing aforesaid, are liereby granted to him rent- 
fiee by the British Government; and so long us the said Hao ami his posterity 
■hall abide by the terms of hislkrarnamah.and shall continue strictly to observe 
all the duties of obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages 
shall continue to be held rent-free by them in perpetuity. It is the duty 
of the said chowdries, kannongoes, and zemindars, &o., to be oWient to 
the said Rao Prithee Sing, and to pay to him as heretofore the esteblisbed dues 
and immunities of the said villages; and it is incumbent on the said Rao Pri¬ 
thee Sing to render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful and satisfied by Ins 
good government, to devote bis attention to the increase of the prosperity and 
the extension of the cultivation of his possessions, and to enjoy tlie revenues 
thereof in obedience and allegiance to ibe British Government. 

This Sunnnd, after obtaining Ihe sanctipu .of the Right Hon'ble the 
Governor-General, shall he considered valid.

Translation of an Obligation of Allegiance presented by 
Dkwan Mooeijt Sing— 1816. 

M'hereas the British Government having taken into its consideration the 
cireamstant es of my desceut and former rights, nnd my zealons and sabmiMive 
obedience, baa liberally determined to admit me.among the nomber of its 
immediate dependants, and to confirm me in the possession of the lands of 
dessoo now actually occupied by me \ and whereas Mr. Woiicliope, the Super- 
intendent of Politioul Affairs in Bui.delcuud, on the part of the Eight Hou ble 
the Governor-General in Council, has required me to prescmt an Ikrarnamab 
or obligation of allegiance: Therefore, and in consideraticn of the ample 

f rovision which the British Govemroeut has been pleased to bestow upon me, 
have prepared and do hereby present this Ikrarnamab, comprising the 
following ten Articles, having my seal and signafure duly, attocW to it, and 
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1 prolmse never to <'ommit any act in violation of the subjoined Articles and 
never to depart from tlie conditions they contain 

Article 1» 

I engng-e to maintain no interconrse with any marauders, whether in or 
ont of the province of Rundelcund, to give them and their families no asylum 
in my jagbire, and to abstain from all eorreepondenee with them. 1 promise 
to engage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants of ihe 
Itritish Govemmeut, and in the event of any Chirfhiin or Rajah of this pro* 
vince in alliance with the Government entering into a dispute with me 
respecting the boundaries of my mehmls or villages, or on any other subjects 
whatever, I engage to represent all the rircumstnnces of the case to the 
Hrilish Government with a view tn its adjustment of the dispute, to abide 
implicitly by its decision, and to take no stops towards obtaining redress %vit.li 
my own hands without the authority of the British Government, to which 1 
promise to conduct myself on all occasions with strict obedience and submission. 

Article 2. 

1 engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in snch manner as to 
obstruct the inroads of maranders and plnnderers as well as all enemies of the 
British Government, and effectually to prevent them from obtaining a pnss^e 
through my ilnkah into the British territories; and if any Chiefs or Coiu- 
manders of troops belonging to the neighbouring countries attempt to ])ene* 
trate through my jurisdiction into the British territories, I engage to convey 
intelligence of their approach to the British Officers before they shall have, 
arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself to the utmost of 
my power in opposing them. 

Article S. 

Whenever the British troops shall hove occasion to pass through my 
jaghin*, whether for the purpose of ascending the Ghats or of proceeding in 
any other direction, I promise not only not to oppose or obstruct their march, 
but on the contrary to depute respectable and intelligent persons to conduct 
them by any route they may please to follow. I further engage to execute 
with zeal and alacrity all requisitions I may receive from the Commanding 
Officer of the British troops, whether in furnishing him with supplies and all 
necessary articles or in co-operating with my own troops aud followers in 
accomplishing whatever object be may have in view.

If any of the inbabitante of the British territory abscond and take

to give every assistanoe in my power to any persons who may be sent on the 
part of the British (jovernment in pursuit of him. 

Abticlb 6. 

Should it at any time, hereafter, be clearly proved to the satisfaction of 
the R'ght Honourable the Govemor-Generol in Council, that any of the 
villages comprised in the Sunnud which 1 hove now obtained from the Briirisli 
Government do not rightfully belong to me, I herebv engage to make no 
difficulty or hesitation in giving up those villages to the Officers of the British 
Government, and to ^vaiiue no objections to the surrender of such villages 
on tl>e plea of their being included in my Sunnud. ^ 

Abticlb 7. 

Tlie fort of Jessoo having been formerly dismantled by order of Mr.

As the lands and villages ennmeratcd in my Sunnud are now in my actual 
poesessioo, I h^by disclaim all right to the assisUnce of the British Govem- 
meot, whether in establishing my control over those lands (and villages or in 
recovering possession of them in the event of my at any time being dis¬ 
possessed of them. ° 

Article 9. 

I hereby engage not to enter myself nor to permit my followers to enter 
into the service of any Chief, whether in terms of friendship with the British 
Government or not, without the express sanction of the British Government.

1 agree to appoint a confidential person to attend as Agent on the Super- 
intaident of Political ^Affairs in Buudelcund, who will be prepared to execute 
all orders he mav receive; and if for any reason the Superintendent ef Politi¬ 
cal Affairs should be displeased with such Agent, 1 agree immediately to re¬ 
call him. and to ap|>oiat another in bis stead.

Bewan Mnorat Sing, and being of opinion that they entitle him to hold the 
lands of Jessoo (now in his at-tuai occupation, but included in the Sunnud of 
Hajuh Bnkht Singh) indepen lently of Rajah Bukht Sing, the Right Honor* 
able thu Governor-General in CDuncil, actuated by those principles of justice 
and impartiality which ever regulate the conduct of the British Government, 
has determined to confirm Dewan Moornt Slog in the possession of the said 
lands of fort of Jessoo now actually held by him ; and Dewan Moorut Sing 
having presented an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance to the British 
Governooeut under his own seal and signature, ooropriaing ten Articles, expres¬ 
sive of his sincere obedience and faithfuTattachmeottothe British Government :

TEiiNSLATioN of a SxjNNBD granted to Dewan Joogul Pbrshad 
on the 26th of August 1809. 

To the kanoougoea and chowdries of the pergunnah of Jellalpore in 
zillah Bundelcuud. Be it known—Whereas Dewan Joogal Pewhad, who la 
one of the deecendanta of the resjiectable families and ancient Chiefs of this 
province, and who since the period that the province of Bnodelcnud came 
under the control aud authority of the British Government has in no way 
acted in opposition to the British Government, or on any occasion discovered a 
refractory or disobedient disposition; and Whereas he held the village of 
Aumeree in his own possession as a rent-free village; and Whereas he the said 
Joogal Persbad at this time has presented an arzee to the 
that he may be restored to the possession of the village of Chillee in the 
pei-guonah of Jellalpore, and to the village of Dadree in the pergunnah of 
Kirka, on the grounds and claim that the above villages were from ancient 
times his rent-free lands and were resumed by the British Government on its 
aeqairiug*possession of Bundelcund; and Whereas the proceeding held in the 
investigation of the said claim were submitted to the Right Honorable the 
Governor-General in Council, and the right of the said Dewan having bwu 
acknowledged tc the three above-mentioned villages j But as previoM to this 
investigation the village of Dudrae above-mentioned had been transferr^ to 
the Nana of Culpee, with other villages, to effect an arrangement o^ered by 
Government; and as on that account it cannot now ho taken from 
Nana; Por the foregoing reasons .it was ordered by Government that the 
said Dewan should receive some other place in lieu of Dudree : Accordingly in 
conformity to the enquiry and determination of the Board of Commiseioners 
and the dollector of the zillah of Bundelcund, the transfer of the village of 
Bandee Buzzoorg, with Qurrah, and the village of Berrettee in the pergun^ 
of Jellalpore, in lien of Dudree, was sanctioned by Government on the 22nd 
of July 1809 as an adequate exchange, to be given to the aforesaid Dewan. 
Por the above reasons the villages of Aumeree and Chillee, his ancient renwreo 
tenures, and the villages Bandee Buzzoorg and Gurrah, and the village Ber¬ 
rettee in lieu of the village of Dudree, together with all their appurtenances, 
are grant^ rent-free to the said Dewan Joogal Persbad in perpetuity, genera¬ 
tion after generation. While tlie said Dewan aud his heirs remain faithful to 
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the terms of the several Articles of the Ikrarnamah or the eogagement which be 
has entered into and delivered to Government^ he shall receive no sort ot molest¬ 
ation nor shall the above places be resumed. It is necessary that you consider 
the said Dewan the coDHrmed proprietor of the places in question; and the said 
Dewan is bi>uud to cultivate the said villages with industry and to treat the ryots 
and cultivators with kindness, jaslicOj and encouragement, audio reap the advan¬ 
tage of the produce in obedience and good wishes to the British Government. 
When another Sunnud shall be received from the Governor-Oeneral, the pre- 
si'nt Sunnud shall be exchanged for that signed by the Governor-General aud 
be cancelled.

To the kanoongoes and chowdries of the pergunnah of JoUalpore and 
Humeerpore in zillah Bundelcund. Be it known—Whereas Dewan Joogul 
Pershad, who is one of the descendants of the respectable families and ancient 
Chiefs of this province, and who, since the period that the province of Bun* 
delcund came under the contix)! and authority of the British Government, has 
it) no way acted in opposition to the British GoTernment or on any oocasion 
discovered a refractory or disobedient disposition; and Whereas he held the 
village of Aumeree in his own possession as a rent-free village; and Whereas 
he, the said Joogul Perabad, at this time has presented an arzee to the Pre- 
rienoe, praying that he may be restored to the possession of the village of 
Chillee iu the pergunnah of Jellalpore and to the village of Dudree in the per- 
gunnah of Eirka, on the grounds and claim that the above villages were from 
ancient times bis rent-free lands and were resumed by the British Government 
on its acquiring possession of Bundelcund; and Whereas the proceedings held in 
the investigation of the said claim wore submitted to the Bigiit Hon’ble the 
Oovernor-General in Council on the Srd April 1809, and the right of the said 
Dewan having been acknowledged to the tbi'ee above-mentioned villages; But 
as previous to this investigation the village of Dudree above-mentioned had been 
transferred to the Nana of Culpee with other villages, to effect an arrangement 
ordered by Government, and as on that account it caunot now be taken from the 
Nana; For this reason, iu lieu of the village of Dudree, the village Bandeh 
Buzzoorg, with Gurrah, and the village Berrettee in the pergunnah of Jellalpore 
were given to the said Dewan, and the copy of his Ikrarnamah and Wajib-ul-urz 
and bis Sunnud have been sent to the Bight Honorable the Goveruor-Genend 
in Council for the purpose of obtaiuing a Sunnud under the seal and signature 
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of the Rl^bt Honorable tbe GoTernor^Geoeral ; But as it is writtoo in tbe Srd 
Article of tbe Dewan's Paper of Bequests that bis possessions should be 
exempted from tbe cog^nizanoe of tbe BiitisU Courts of Justice, and as tbe above 
promise, on account of tlie villa^ Aumeree aud Chillee and Bandee Bnazoorg, 
with Onirab, and tbe village Berrattoe being intermixed with tbe British 
possessions, was disapproved of by tbe British Oovemment, the said Dewan 
having been left tbe option to excbange tbe above Tillages for others situated 
on the borders of the Company's territories and not intermixed with them, or 
to expunge from his Wajib-ubnrz tbe Srd Article together with its answer; 
Accordingly tbe said Dewan determined in favour of an exeban^ of tbe lands 
for others situated as above described on tbe borders of the British poss^ioos, 
and according to tbe orders of Oovernment, under date tbe 25th of August

While the saia Dewan and his heirs remain faithful to tbe terms 
of the several Articles of the Ikrarnamah or the engagement which be has 
entered into and delivered to Government, be shall receive no sort of molest¬ 
ation, nor shall the above places be resumed.

which he obtained possession of since the demise of the late Nawab Ali Bahadur;

1868 Sumbut, my 
father Koour Soonee Shah professed his obedience and subnaission to tl>e Brit* 
isb Qovernmeot, and having in token thereof ceded to the British Govern* 
ment the town and chokee of Clmtterpore and the towns of Mow and Salut, 
he obtained from Colonel John Buillie, then Agent to the Oovemor-General, 
a Sunnnd in perpetuity for the lands and villages in bis actual possession; and 
whereas in the year 1808, the British Government was pleased to restore the 
town of Mow to my father and to settle the town of Chutterpore in jsghire 
upon me; and whereas in consequence of the demise of my father and with a 
view to the provision of my brothers, an obligation of allegiance to the British 
GoverniTientj preparatory to my being invested with a Sunnnd for the lands 
and villages composing the Jaghire of the late Koour Soonee Sah, has been 
required of me: wherefore, and in further proof of my submission, fidelity, 
and attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and hereby pre* 
sent to Mr. John Wauchope, Superintendent of Political Affairs in Bnndelctind, 
on the part of the Right Honourable the Governor-General, this ikrarnama, 
containing the following ten Articles, from which 1 solemnly promise never 
to deviate or depart in any instance whatever. 


Articlb ). 

I engage to maintain no iutercourse with any marauders, whether in or 
out of the province of Bundelcund, to give them or their families no asylum 
in my jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I promise to 
engage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants of tbo 
British Qovernmeot, and in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of the prov¬ 
ince, in alliance with the British Government, entering into a dispute with 
me respecting the boundaries of mv mehals or villages, or in any other subject 
whatever, I engage to represent all the circumstances of the case to the British 
Government, with a view to the adjustment of the dispute, to abide implicitly 
by its decision, and to take no steps towards obtaining redress with my own 
bands, without the authority of the British Government, to which I promise 
to conduct myself on all occasions with stnet obedience and submission. 
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Artiolb 2. 

I engage to guard all the paases in my jaghire in aucli manner as to 
obatnict the inroads of maraudera and plunderers as well as all enemies of tlie 
Britiah Government, and effeotually to prevent them from obtaming a poesage 
throngb my ilabah into the British tenitories; and if any Chiefs or Com¬ 
manders of troops belonging to tbe neighbouring countries attempt to penetra^ 
through my juriadictiim into the British territories, I engage to convey intel¬ 
ligence of their approach to the British officers before they shajl have arrived 
on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself to the utmost of my power 
in opposing them. 

Artiolb 8. 

Whenever the British troope shall hove occasion to pass through my 
jaghire, whether for the purpose of ascending the Ghite or of proceeding 
in any other direction, I promise not only not to onpose or obstruct their 
march, but ou the contrary to depute respectable and intelligent persons to 
conduct them by any route they may please to follow. I further engage to 
execute with zeal and alacrity all requisitions I may receive from the Com¬ 
manding Officer of the British troops, whether in furnishing him with sup¬ 
plies and other necessary articles, or in co-operating with my own troope and 
followers in awomplishing whatever object he may have in view. 

Article 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of the British territory abscond and take refuge 
in any of the villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver them up to 
the officers of the British Government; and if a person on the part of the 
British Government be sent to apprehend such abeoonder, I agree not only not 
to oppose such person, but to co-operate with him effiectually in apprehending 
the fugitive. 

Articlb 5. 

1 engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages oom- 
poaing ray jaghire; and if the property of any of the inhabitanta or travellers 
K^stJen or robbed in any of my villages, I engage to make the zemindars of 
such village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property or for the 
seizure and suriender of the- thief or robber to the British officers; and if 
any person amenable to the British laws for murder or other crimes committed 
in the British territory, shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to 
apprehend and deliver up such offender to the British Government, and fur¬ 
ther to give every assistance in my ^ower to any persons who may be sent on 
the part of the British Government in pursuit of him. 

Articlb 6. 

Should it at any time hereafter be clearly proved to the satisfaction of 
the Bight Honourable the Governor-General in Council that of the vil- 
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lages comprised in the Sunnud which I have now obtained from the British 
Goveroment do not rightfully belong to me, I hereby engage to mnko no 
difficulty or hesitation in giving np those villages to the officers of the British 
Government, and to advance no objections to l£e surrender of such villages on 
the plea of their being included in my Sunund. 

Articu 7. 

As the lands and villages enumerated in my Sunnud are now in my 
actual possession, I hereby disclaim all right to the assistance of the British 
Government, whether in establishing my control over those lands and villages, 
or in recovering possession of them in the event of my at any time being dia- 
poaseased of them. 

Articlb 5. 

I engage to give no assistance whatever, directly or indirectly, to any 
person or Chieftain at enmity with the British Government. I further 
engage not to enter nor permit my followers to enter into the service of any 
Chief, whether in terms of friendship with the British Government or not, 
withnut the express sanction of the British Government. 

Article 9. 

1 hereby conseot that my three legitimate brothers, Koour Pirthee Sing 
Koour Hindooput, and 'Koour Buklit Sing, and my illegitimate brother 
Koour Hiraraut Sing, shall be placed in possession of the lands and villages, 
particularly specified in my Snunud, and I solemnljr promise and engage to 
offer no molestation whatever to them in the possession of those lands during 
their lifetime. Ae the bead and representative of my family, I consider my¬ 
self bound to promote their welfare, and to conduct myself towards them, 
their families and children, with that liberality, kindness and attention which 
is becoming from one brother to another. In the event of a dispute arising, 
between me and any of my brothers, from whatever cause, I agree to submit 
it for the consideration and decision of the British Government, and to trurt 
unconditionally to whatever decision it may in its justice and wisdom award 
for the punishment of the a^ressor and the settlement of our respective 
rights. I further engage to promote to the utmost of my power a general and 
mutual good understanding with all my brothers, to forget all past am* 
mosities, and to live with them in unanimity and brotherly love. 

Article 10. 

I agme to appoint a confidential person to attend as Agent on the Super¬ 
intendent of Political Affairs in Bundelound, who will be prepared to execute 
all orders he may receive, and if for any reason the Superintendent of Politi¬ 
cal Affairs should be displeased with such Agent, I agree immediately to 
recall him and to appoint another in hie stead.

Be it known to the cbowdriee, kanoongoee and zemindars of the province 
of Bunddcnnd ; that Whereas in the year 1806, corresponding with ^e year 
1863 Sambut, Koonr Sonee Sab, having professed hie obedience. and submis¬ 
sion and having ceded to the British Government the towns of Cbutterporc, 
Mow, and Salot, with their depending villi^es, was vested by the British 
Government with a hereditary grant of the remaining lands then in his actual 
possession; and WbereM, in the year 1H08, the British Government*was 
pleased to restore the town of Mow to Eoour Sonee Sah and to settle the 
town of Chotterpore apon his eldest son Koonr Pertab Sing; and Whereas in 
consequence of the demise of Eoour Sonee Sah (which happened on the 4-th May 
1816, corresponding with the 20th Bysack, Sambut 1873), and the unequal 
nnd inconvenient disposition which the Eoour before his death made of his 
lands, renderiug all his sons independent of each other, it has become neces¬ 
sary for the British Government to interpose the power which its feudal supre¬ 
macy legally vests in it, in order to prevent the public inconvenience that was 
likely to result from that unequal disposition; and Whereas the British Gov¬ 
ernment by virtue of that power and in view to the public securitj and tran¬ 
quillity, has been pleased to recognise Eoour Pertab Sing as successor to bis 
^tber Kooar Sonee Sah, and to confirm him in possession of his father's 
iaghire, on condition of his making a suitable provision for his younger 
Di-otbers and their families; and Whereas Eoour Pertab Singh has entered into 
and has this day presented an Ikramama or obligation of allegiance to the 
British Government, conaprising ten Articles, by which he binds himself 
among other stipulations to leave to bis younger brothers the unmolested pos¬ 
session during theic lifetime of the lauds which are hereafter partionlarised in 
this Snnntid: Wherefore, and under the consideration and principles above set 
forth, the villages and lands specified in the subjoined schedule, with th6 
reservation of the life-tenure to his younger brothers, which is also partiou-' 
Isrised in the said schedule, are hereby granted to Eoour Pertab Sing and to 
his heirs in perpetuity rent-free by the British Government; and so long as 
the said Eoour Pertab Sing and hie heirs shall condnct themselves in obedience 
and'sabmission to the British Government,- and shall strictly adhere to all the 
terms- and conditions of their engagements, they shall not be naolested nbr 
T disturbed in the possession of their lauds and villages aforesaid.

with tliat respect and submission which is due to him as the acknowledged 
head nnd representative of our family; and as the British Government has 
been generously pleased to protect me, so long as I adhere to my eogag^ments 
against any unjust encroachments on the part of Koour Pertab Sing, I oo my

family, determined that said Koour Parthee Sing should hold a life-tenure 
of t^ under-mentioned villages belonging to the aforesaid jaghire on certain 
eonditions' of submissiou to the British Government and subordinatiou to 
Koour Pertab Sing, the head and representative of the family; and Whereas 
Koour Parthee Sing has executed and j^-eseuted to Mr. Wauohope, Supeiin- 
toodent of Political Affairs, an Ikramamnh oontaioing three Articles, expres¬ 
sive of his sincere obedience to the British Government, and stipulating a 
due subordination to Koour Pertab Sing; and Koour Parthee Sing having 
Bolioited a Sunnud for the villages that have been assigned to him i‘ Therefore, 
and in compliance with the request of Recur Parthee Sing, this Sunnud is 
hereby granted, after being approved under date the llth April 1817 by the 
Bight Honourable the Govemor-Oeneral, for the undermentioned villages, to 
be held by him during his lifetime, on condition of his strictly observing all 
tile terms of his Ikrarnamah, and to revert to Koour Pertab Sing after his 
death.

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of Bundel- 
cnnd : 

That in consequence of the demise of Rajah Fertab Sing, late Bajab 
Chutterpore, in the province of Bundelcund, without heirs male of bis body* 
the said State of Chutterpore has become an escheat to the Bntish Govern¬ 
ment, and is absolutely at its disposal; But, having regard to the fidelity dis¬ 
played towards the British Government both by Sonee Sah and bis successor 
the late Rajah Fertab Sing, and also bo tbe ^nefit which the State of Chut- 
terpore is said to have derived from the good, management and tbe good con- 
du«k of the late Rajah aforesaid; tbe British Government has been pleased 
to resolve that tbe villages and lands constituting the State of Chutterpore, as 
held and possessed by tbe late Rnjah Fertab Sing, shall be granted to Jnggut 
Baj, a grandnephew of tbe said Rajah Fertab Sing, and the lineal heirs male 
of his body lawfully begotten. And the villages and lands as aforesaid oonsti- 
tnting the State of Chutterpore are accordingly hereby granted, as a speciid 
mark of favour, to the said Juggut Raj and the lineal heirs male of his body 
lawfully begotten, with the title and dignity of Rajah. ^ 

Be it known, then, that $o long as the said Ju^gut Raj and bis lineal heirs 
male as aforesaid shall conduct themselves in obe<lience and submission to the 
British Government, they shall not be molested or disturbed in the possession 
of the villages and lands aforesaid. 

It is your duty, therefore, to acknowledge and obey Juggnt Raj- as the 
jagbiredar of the Chutterpora State, and to consider yourselves acoounuble to 
him for all rights and immunities appertaining thereto. 

It is, on tbe other band, incumbent on tbe said Juggnt Raj to conciliate 
and render grateful the peasantry and inhabitants by his good government, to 
devote his endeavours to increase the population and to enhance the prosperity 
of his jaghire, and to employ its flourishing resources in the service of the 
British Government.

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghdts which are situated in tny 
poesessioai in such manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evil-

in or in the vicinity of my possessions.

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond' and take

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of the British Government immediately on his beiog demanded, and if any of 
my ryots or aemindars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I 
agree to submit to the principal officer in Bundelcund a statement of my 
complaint against each person, and to abide by whatever orders may be passed 
on the occasion agreeably to the Regulations of the Government, and to take.

1 engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages, and if 
d>be property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the 
villages subject to my authority, I agree to render the ^mindars of 
village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the deli* 
very of the thief or robber to the officers of the Britub Government; and if 
any felon or murderer, or person amenable to the Bi'itisb laws for crime 
committed in the British possessions, should take refuge in any of my villages, 

1 engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British Government 
and not to permit their escape from my possessions. . 

Abticlb 6. 

As the Sunnud which I have received from the British Government was 
prepai'ed from the schedule of the villages in my actual possession, which was 
presented by me to the Agent to the Governor*General, if therefoi*e it shall 
hereafter be ascertained that any of the aforesaid villages had not been in my 
possession during the Government of the late Nawab Ally Bahadur, bqt had 
been acquired by me since the death of the late Nawah, I hereby agree to 
deliver up such village to tlie British Government without any hesitation, and 
to offer 00 objections on 'the score of the village being specified in my Sunnud. 

Having deposited this Ikrarnamab, comprising six Articles, among the 
records of the British Government, I hereby bind myself iovaiiably to obMrve 
tbe conditions contained in the said Articles'; and never to evade or omit the ^ 
scmpdlous performance of any of them.

Be it known to all ohowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and ropkaddums of 
the pergunnahs of Beer Ghur and Naee, in the proyisce of Bundelcund ; that 
■Whereas Rajah Mohun Sing, one of tbeiwredtt^iy ChiefiaiDs of the proving 
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of Bondeloand, having, from the period of the annexation of the aaid province 
to the territoriee of the Honourable the East India Company, invariably mani* 
feeted his unremitted obedience and submission to the British (iovernment, 
and having' lately presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the 
British Government, comprising six Articles, expressive of his sincere attach¬ 
ment and fidelity to the said Government: Therefore, and with a yiew to the 
entire satirfaction of the Rajah and to the support of bis claims as a hereditary 
Chieftain of this province, the villages contained in the subjoined schedule, 
which from ancient times have been and still are in the Rajah’s pos^aion, are 
hereby granted to the said Rajah ; and the said villages shall continue in the 
permanent possession of the Kajah and his successors, so long as he and the/ 
shall continue strictly to adhere to the condition of the Ikrarnamah, aud to be 
obedient and submissive to the British Government. 

The cbowdriea, konoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the said 
pergunuahs will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their resp^ 
tive villages under the authority of the Rajah j and it is the duty of the Rajah 
to render bis ryots and zemindars happy and gratified by the just administra¬ 
tion of bis Government, to devote bis utmost attention to the prosperity and 
improvement of the country, and finally to remain firm in bis obedience and 
submission to the British Government. This Sunnnd, after obtaining the 
approbation of the Honourable the Governor-General in Council, shall be con¬ 
sidered valid, and shall then be exchanged for another Sunnnd under the 
seal and sigDature of the Honourable the Governor-General.

Your roobocaree, No. 1213, dated 80th June, about giving land for the 
railway which passes through my State at Mouzah Bampoorah, has been re¬ 
ceived. 

As desired by you, I write that I have given to the British Government 
the land required for the railway, with the entire jurisdiction thereof. 

Any persons living within the limits of the railway, whether the sub¬ 
jects of Government or ot this State, shall be under the authority of the offi- 
ew who may be appointed by Government to exercise authority within those 
limits, and any cases of disputes between the residents of my ilaka outside 
the railway limits and the persons residing within those limits shall be inves- 
and settled by the Political Officer. 
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Od the ground I have givea according to your former writing for the use 
of the railway there are no dwellings of my subjects near it> but outside of 
the railway limits there is a chcwkey on the east side and Mouzah Rampoorah 
ts on the west side.

Article 1. 

A country yielding a revenue of four 
lakhs of rupees and fourteen diamond 
suinesj together with the fcHress of 
Calinger, were promised to me by the 
Nawab Allee fiabadoor. A part of the 
country in question is situated above 
the Gb&ts in the pergunnah of Pubey, 
and a part in the district of Atturpa> 
thee. In consequence of the above en¬ 
gagement, Sbumshere Baliadoor, on his 
arrival from the Bekan, granted me a 
Sunnud for the whole of the posses¬ 
sions described, and this Sunnud is 
now in my possession.

for conducting the affairs of Bundelcund, a Wajib-ul-Urz contaiumg certain 
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requMta, all which recjueats have been answered or complied with to my 
entire satisfaction j and Whereas au Ikrornamah or obligation of allegianco 
and fidelity to the British Government has been reouired from me by the 
said Captain John Baillie : Therefore I have preoared and transmitted this 
Ikrornamah, signed and sealed by myself, and containing soven distinct 
Articles, to all and each of which Articles 1 hereby bind myself most strictly to 
adhere, and never to depart in the smallest degree from any oite of them.

I hereby promise never to aid nor abet the internal or external enemies of 
the Honorable Company in Bundelcand, nor to harbour or give refuge to any 
such persons in the fort of Calinger or its environs, nor in any of tlie villager 
Bubjeeb to my authority; and I further engage not to permit the families or 
children of such persons to reside in any part of my posseesions, and to ab¬ 
stain from all correspondence and intercourse with them.

1, Chobey Deriao Sing: Whereas the Rulers of the British Government, 
at the period of the aequisition of the province of Bundelcund to the Mritish 
possessions, after having entered into an IkrarnaTnah or written engagement 
of allegiance, with a view to the more firmly binding me to a faithful dis¬ 
charge and fulfilment of tlie terms of the severul Articles of the eugagement, 
the British Government granted me a Sunnnd in perpetuity,%eiieratioQ after 
generation, for the jaghire of Culinger including the fortress; but on ray 
part, and that of my partners, the terms of the aforesaid Ikrarnamah were not 
observed nnd adhered to in the manner that it was incumbent on us to observe 
and adhere to them; notwithstinuing the Britiali Rulers considered our crimes 
us false steps, and contented bhemselves finally by resuming the possession of 
the fortress, the cause of our refi'uctoriucss, and grant^ at my request the 
villages Faldeo, etc., in the pergunnah of Blietry and Eoois, etc., in lieu of 
niy share of tlie villages of the former jaghire: wherefore T, the contracting 
party, of my own free will and jileasure, have delivered in this Ikrarnamah, 

o 
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and hereby engage that I will 6rmly abide by aud fulBl and diBcbarge the 
terms of the several Articles thei-eof. 


Aeticlb 1. 

If any of the surrounding Chiefs rebel against the British authority, 
althooffh they be my near relations, I engage to abstain from every manner 
of friendly interconrse with suol. Chiefs and not to harbour or give protection 
in my country to them or any of their relations. 

Abtiolb 2. 

I engage not to enter into qiiarrels or disputes with nny Chief who is 
obedient or submissive to the British Coverument, and if at any time a quarrel 
or dispute arise between me and any of the other dependants oF the British 
Government; in either case I promise to submit the cause of such disputes tor 
the decision of the British Government. 


Articlb S. 

I engage to guard all the pass-'s through the Ghits under my authority, 
so as to prevent all maraudert, plunderers, and all ill-disposed persons frem 
ascending or descending the Ghite, or from entering the British temtones 
through any of those passes j and if any neighbounug (.hief or leader should 
mediUte an incursion into the British territory through my possesions or tb<«e 
of the Chiefs in allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish the officers of the 
British Government with information of the circumstance before Ins approach 
to the neighbourhood of my territory, and to exert my utmost efforts to 
obstruct his progress. 


Aeticlb 4. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the GhS-te 
through any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to 
ohstruct or impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to oouduct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them 
with the necessary supplies so long as they remain within or in the vicinity of 
my possessioDB. 

Abtiolb 5. 

I a"ree to reside with my family and children in one of the villages 
formiiig''iny jaghire. If I wish to reside in or build a dwelling in the terri¬ 
tories of any of the Chiefs dependant on the British Government, I shall 
first obtain the permission of the British Government, and not go to any other 
place without the permission of the British Government. 

A&tiolb 6. 

1 engage not only to have no connection with any mflrfludcre, plunderers, 
robWrs, or other evil-disposed persons either within or out of the province 
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of Bundelcunrt or the other dotuiDions of the British Government, and not to 
let them aholter or remain in any of tbe villajfea of my laghire. but to give 
every informution I may poesess regarding their haunts to the ot the 

British Government j and, if possible, I promise to seize and deliver tliem up 
to tbe British Government.

Calinger to the officers of the British Government, an engagement whs 
entered into with the said Cbobey Deriao Sing that in lieu of those villa^s 
of the former jaghire grantetl in his name, which he should transfer to the 
British Government, he should receive his share in exchange thereof, over 
and above the shares of Mewul Kishore, etc., seven shares j consequently tl»e 
aforesaid Chobey has delivered in a request to receive the villages of Puldeo, 
etc., villages according to the statement undernMth, belongiug to tl»e per- 
gunnshs above-mentioned t—For which reason, the villages aforesaid, with 
the revenues and duties, and all their rights and appurtenances, except the

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Gopaul Lall, dated 4tU 

July 1812. 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of tbe pergun- 
nah of Bhettree and Koonhnss, in the zillah of Bandelcund: Wberehs at the 
period of the sarrender of the fortress of Caltnger to the British Govemmont 
an engagement was entered into by tbe British Government with the Cbobey 
Deriao Sing and Newul Kishofe, etc., his co-partners, that in lieu of what¬ 
ever villages belonging to the jagbire of Calinger they shonld deliver up to 
the British Government, they should receive an equivalent in exchange, 
accordingly the aforesaid persons have delivered in their separate requests, 
enamerating the villages required in exchange for those delivered to the British 
Government; and Whereas the aforesaid persons have stated that " amongst 
the villages of their former jaghire, lauds amounting to the annual sum of 
"nine hundred and ninety Rupees were settled upon Gopaul Lall sinM the 
" time of his ancestors. Now the aforesaid lands are included in the village 
delivered to the British Government, and tbe Sunnuds for the lands 
" exchanged as an equivalent for those of the former jaghire delivered to the 
" British Government have been received by each respective sharer. Let the 
" aforesaid Gopaul Lall also receive a separate Sunnud for an equivalent for 
"his former lands.'' Wherefore the villages of Komptah and Regowlah in the 
aforesaid perguunab, in lieu of tbe lands in question, and the garden and 
lands formerly belonging to it, which ore situated in the town of Turhuttee, 
and were excluded from the exchange, are hereby giantcd to the said Gopaul 
Lall iu pei’petuity, generation after generation, for ever, as Nanknr, by the

Be it known to the chowdrics, kanoongoes, and zemindars of t^ per" 
eunnah of Bhettree and Koonhass, in the zillah of Bundelound; that Where¬ 
as on the occasion of the surrender of the fortress of Calinger to the officers 
of the British Government, an engagement was entered mto, in which it 
was stipulated that Chobey Newnl Kisbore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo 
Chobcy; proprietors of two shares out of eight shares of the ^rraer 3 aghire 
of Calinger, for which a Sunnud was granted in the name of Choljey Denao 
Sine, the late killadar of Calinger, should receive from the British Govern- 
ment an equivalent for whatever portion of their shares of the »id lands 
and villages should be transferred to the British Government j and the-said 
Ncwol Kisbore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey having selected the 
Tiltao-es of Bhvsont and six other villages situated m the pe^unnah of 
Bhettree and Koonhuss, in this district, in lieu of such of their original lands 
as were transferred to the British Government, and they having further agreed 
to hold their shares under one and a joint Sunnud, a joint Sunnud was acoord- 
inglv grai^ted to them, under date the 4th of July 1H12, assigning to them 
atS their heirs and SQOoeseois in perpetuity, the following villages, namely, 
Bbvsont. Buggunpore, Burwarra, Bemher, Muokree, Baraoh, and Thurree, 
seven villa<^8 in the pergunnali of Bhettree and Koonhuss, and Koharee; 
Ghazeepore^with its diamond mines, Roypanee with ito diamond mines, and 
one-fourth share of Seho with its diamond mines—four villages b^ongmg 
to their original jaghire were retained by them; and Wherew diftewnoes 
have ^seu between the said Chobey Ne\vui Kishore and wdow ot Bhurt 
Jeo Chobey, io consequence of which the said widow has solicited to be put 
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in possession of lier own share, to be held separately from Chobey Newul 
Kishore ; and Whereas the Right Honourable the Govemor-Geuornl in Coun¬ 
cil has been pleased to comply with the request of the said widow and has 
directed that the villages specified underneath shall henceforth form the sepa¬ 
rate share of Chobey Newul Kishore, that division being founded on an 
equitable regard to the original rights of the parties and also on the award of 
an umpire of their own choice: Wherefore the underwritten villa;^, with 
all the revenues, immunities, duties and rights thereunto belonging, are 
hereby granted as Nnnkar to the said Chobey Newul Kishore, his heirs 
and successoi's in perpetuity. And so long as the said Chobey and his heirs 
shall firmly and faithfully adhere to the terms of the several Articles of the 
Ikrarnamah or written engagement which, under date .the 19th July 1812, 
corresponding with 25tli Jeyth 1219 Faslee, he executed jointly with the 
widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey, he shall not be disturbed in the possession of 
the said lands and villages. 

It is proper that you regal'd the said Newul Kishore as the mnt-free 
landholder and controller of the said villages; that you ntteiid him when 
required, and in all things study to promote his interests. It is incumbent 
on the aforesaid Chobey Newul fcshore to devote himself to the improve¬ 
ment of the happiness and comfort of the zemindars and ryois, and to the 
extension of the cultivation, population, and prosperity of these villages, and 
to enjoy the produce thereof in good faith and loyalty towards the British 
Government.

We, Dewan Aperbul Sing and Dewan Chuthary, declare that we have sub¬ 
mitted in person to the Britislj Govemmenj^ and with a view to our 

obedienee and submission to the British Government, we do hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah comprising the following Articles : 

Abticls 1. 

Whereas at the period when the British troops first arrived for the pur¬ 
pose of subduing and punishing the refractory in the province‘of Buudelcund, 
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we cbeorfully and volantarily acknowledged our obedience and snbmisBion to 
the British Qoverumeut, and have now been admitted among the number 
of its dependants; and Whereas John Eicbardsoti, Esq., who has been lately 
invested by the Bight Honourable the Qovemor-Oeneral with the general 
superintendence and control of the province of Bandelound, having requested 
of us an Ikrarnama or obligation of allegiance: Therefora, and in cousider- 
ation of the ample provision which the British OovernmeDt has been pleased 
to bestow upon us, we have prepared and do hereby present this Ikrarnamab, 
comprising the following Articles, from the conditions of which we promise 
never to depart, and never to commit any act in violation of any of the sub¬ 
joined Articles. 


AftTICLB 2. 

We hereby engage to have no intercourse, transactions, or correspondence 
with any marauders or evil-disposed persons either within or without the prov¬ 
ince of Bundelcond, nod never to harbour or permit any such persons to 
reside in our villages; and whenever we shall obtain information of the hauuts 
of rach persons, we engage to use our endeavours to apprehend them, and 
deliver them up to the officers of the British Government. We engage never 
to enter into disputes with any of the servants or dependants of the British

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in 
any of the villages comprising onr joghires, we engage to seize and deliver 
him to the servants of the British Goveroment, and if any person be deputed 
on the part of the British Government to apprehend such absconder, we 
agree not only not to .oppose that person, but to co-operate with him in the 
apprehension of the absconder; and we agree to obey the orders of the Civil 
and Criminal Courts on all occasions.

information 1 may possess regarding their haunts to ofilcers of Government, 
and, if possible, I promise to seize and deliver them up to the British Govern¬ 
ment ; I promise to discoutinue all intercourse and correspondence with the 
above persons, aud to avoid entering into disputes with any of the servants or 
adherents of the British Government. If eventually a dispute sliould arise 
between any of the adherents of the Government, I further engage to afford 
no assistance to either party, without the orders of the Government, but to 
remain quietly within my own territory in implicit obedience to the British 
Government.

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of the villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver op such absconder 
to the officers of the British Government; and should any person be sent on 
the part of the Government to apprehend the fugitive, I engage not only not 
to obstruct nor impede such persou, but to co-operate with him- in the appre¬ 
hension of the fugitive.

To the mootsuddies employed in the affairs of the Government, to the 
jaghirednrs, the krories, cbowdries, and kanoongoes, present andfuture, of tbe 
pergnnnah of Funwarry, in the province of Bundelcnnd, be it known; that 
'Whereas the Dewan Oopaul Sing, impressed with a due sense of the ackoow. 
ledged justice and benevolence of tbe British Government, has voluntarily and 
sincerely professed his obedience and submission to that Government; and 
Whereas he has attended in person for the purpose of soliciting forgiveness of 
his former offences, and has presented an obligation of allegiance expressive 
of his obedience and submission, comprising seven distinct Articles signed and 
sealed by himself; and Whereas the forgiveness of contrite offenders and the 
support and enoouragement of dependants are consistent with the benevolent 
principles of the British Government: Therefore, and in pursuance of thoaa 
oenevoleot principles, the villages of Oerowli, etc., and others in the pergun- 
nah aforesaid, agreeably to tbe subjoined schedule, are. hereby granted in 
nankar, exclusive of alienated lands to the said Dewan Gopaul Sing to be 
.enjoyed by him and by bis succesaors in perpetuity. And so long as tbe 
snid Gopsul Sing shall continue strictly and faithfully to adhere to terms 
of his obligation of allegiance, the aforesaid villages shall never he resumed.

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It is inonmbent on the said Dewan Gopaal Sing to render tbe inhabi- 
taute and peasantry of tbe aforesaid villages contented and gratefal for bis 
good govemmeiit^ to direct bis utmost eudeavors to tbe promotion of their 
comfort and happiness, and to afford no asylum to thieves and robbers in any 
one of bis villages. It is tbe duty of tbe inhabitants to consider the said Dewan 
Oopaul Sing as tbe jaglnredar of the aforementioned villages; to acknowledge 
bis title to the privileges and immunities appertaining to them ; to evince no 
opposition or disobedienoe whatever to the said Dewan Oopaul Sing, nor 
require from him the annual renewal of his Sunnud. 

This Suunud, after obtaiuiiig the sanction of the Right Honourable the 
Oovernor-Oeneral in Conucil, ehall be considered as valid and in full force.

To tbe mootsuddies employed in the duties of the sirkar, tbe jaghiredara 
and kurories, the cbowdries and kanoongoee, present and future, of tbe per- 
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gunnah of Punwarry, in the province of Bnndelound, be it known: that 
Whereas Koopr Luchmun Sing, on bearing of the fame of the justice and 
benevolence of the British GoTernment in India, having freely and voluntarily 
professed hie cordial ol)edience and subnaission to the British Govermnentj 
and having accompanied Rajah Bukht Sing to this plaoe, end in person asked 
forgiveness for his past offences, and having further deposited in the records 
of the Government an Ikrarnamah or obligation of obedience end submission 
to tbe British Oovernment comprising six distinct Articles, and attested by 
bis own seal and signature; and Whereas the principles of the British Gov¬ 
ernment being founded on mercy and on the maintenance and support of its 
dependants : Therefore, and in conformity to those just and benevolent 
principles, tbe village of Nugwan, together with four other villages situated 
in the nergnnnah of Pnnwarry, and yielding a kamil jumnia of fifteen 
thoQsand and three hnndred Rupers, as specified in the subjoined schedule, 
are hereby granted in jagbire to Koour Luchmun Sing. And so long as the 
said Xoour Lnohmnn Sing shall remain in obedience and Bobmiesion to tbe 
British Government, and shall strictly adhere to the terms of his engage¬ 
ments, the aforesaid villages shall always continue in bis possession. It is 
incombent on tbe said Koour Luchmun Sing to conciliate and render grateful 
the peasantry and inhabitants by bia good government, to direct his utmost 
exertions to promote tbe comfort and happiness of all tbe inhabitants of his 
jagbire, and to give no harbour to thieves and robbers in any of his villages. 
It is the duty of the inhabitants to acknowledge Koour Liaohman Sing as 
tbe jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, to consider all the af^irs and duties 
connected with the aforesaid villages as subject to his authority, and to offer 
no opposition or disobedience to him whatever, and not to require the annual 
renewal of his Sunoud.

As in consequence of the receipt of a letter from the Honourable the 
GoTenior-Oen^l, informing you of my mission to Bnndelound for the 
purpose of adjusting all your concerns, you have been pleased to arrange 
every subject under distinct heads, and have required from me such a formal 
answer to each point as shall in every respect possess the validity of a 
judicial decree; I, with a view to your immediate satisfaction, now commit 
to paper your requests with the following answers annexed to them;-and I 
have applied to the Honourable the Governor-General in your favour for a 
grant of the jaghire, together with the three villages which are in yonr 
occupation, and I shall accordingly now have the honour of delivering the 
Sunuud to you. 


Ut Requett. 

I have incurred the enmity of all 
the Mabrattas by my connection with 
the British Government. Let not their 
reports to my prejudice he attended to, 
nor even the representations of Mahara¬ 
jah Bajee Bow in favour of my brother 
Moulla Jah, who is now in attendance 
on him ; and believe not the malicious 
reports of othera without investigatioh. 


9nd ReqM9i. 

Let fifty-two villages in the district 
of Calpee be grant^ to me as the 
reward of my friendship and attach¬ 
ment to the British Government; of 
my being the first of the Chiefs of this 
province to come into the British camp ; 
of my having invittfd the English to 
come into this country because of the 
enmity subsisting between me aud the 
Mahratta; and of my friendly conduct 
in joining the British. In this ar¬ 
rangement let not the representatioos 


Answer, 

Prom your approved fidelity to 
the British Government, I am satia- 
iied that His Highness the Peishwa, 
from the union subsisting between 
him and the British Government, 
will not injure you or annul the 
engagement which was so long ago 
conclnded with your deceased &ther. 
If he should, the British Govern¬ 
ment will exert its almost influence 
with His Highness in favour of your 
interests. The representations of in¬ 
terested persons shall not be attend¬ 
ed to without investigation. 

An$ioer, 

The British Government will not 
molest you in the occupation of those 
villages which you held in jaghire 
of the Peishwa previonsly to the 
introduction of the British anihority 
into Calpee; nor will the British 
Government transfer those lands 
from your possession to that of any of 
your brothers. The British Govern¬ 
ment, however, entertains a confi¬ 
dent expectation that you will pay 
to the Nabob Moulla aud your 
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of Monlla Jah or of any of my brothers 
be listened tOj and I shall pay to each 
of them their Dsaal alloirances. 


3rd Request. 

With respect to my father’s debts, 
part of which were inourrod by the 
execntion of bonds uuder his own seal, 
and part in consequence of my father’s 
bavinf^ taken up his residence in the 
Punjab, whence it would have been 
difficult to obtain bonds under his sig* 
nature, always at the moment when 
they might be required, by bonds which 
1 execu^ at his desire under my Seal 
in this manner, namely, that ** I had 
taken up such a sum of money from 
the bankers on my fatlier’s account, 
'^and that conformably to his desire I 
’‘shonld apply it to defray my expenses,” 
those debts are very extensive. On 
this subject 1 have to observe that, 
according to the Massnlmnn law, with 
which the English law also agrees, 
the debts of the father and the join* 
ture of the father’s widow, unless the ^ 
father shall leave money to his son, are 
not chargeable on the revenue of the 
son’s landed property aud houses. 
Therefore as my father has left me no 
money I am not bound by law to pay 
his debts, etc. Moreover some hankers 
have received the priucipal of their 
debts, of which the interests only 
remains due, while othere have received 
the principal and interest of their 
debts, so that only the compound in* 
terefft of such debts is not liquidated. 
Under these circumstances no person 
has any legitimate demand for prinoi* 
pal money. These differences however 
refer to a period antecedent to the in¬ 
troduction of the Sritish authority into 
this province, and differences which 
originated before that time, by the re* 
gulatiouB of the British Government,

The settlement of yonr father’s 
debts rests with yourself, and the

Notwith* 
standing these irrefragable ai^uments 
and the namerons portions ir-hioh are 
payable to my brothers and others, how« 
ever, I, for the honour of my ^mily 
entered into a composition with the 
bankers under the Mahratta Govern¬ 
ment for the payment of my father's 
debts. Rut if the bankers should now» 
from an idea of the high character of 
a British Court of Justice, be dissatis¬ 
fied with such compromise and advance 
further claims, it will be impossible 
from my extensive disbursements and 
narrow income to satisfy them. I am 
confident that the British Government 
will pay due r^ard to my honour by its 
hospitality, and give effect to my wishes 
in ^ia point.

If at any time any one shall submit 
for decision a difference with me of any 
nature which may have occurred previ¬ 
ously to the introduction of the British 
authority into this province, that is to 
say, which originated in the time of 
the Mahrattaa, let them not be attended 
to, ^eeably to the regulations of the 
British Government.

It is 
therefore proper that you should, as 
a measure or precaution, issue per* 
emptory orders that no robbers or 
highwaymen shall take refuge in 
your jaghire, and if at any time 
any subject of the British dovein- 
ment shall commit plunder, robbery, 
or muider, and se^ refuge in the 
villages composing your jaghire, you 
should apprehend and deliver over 
the person of such offender to the 
British Government. In like man¬ 
ner, if any individual inhabitant of 
your jaghire should be guilty of any 
crime of the nature above described, 
either in the Honourable Company's 
territory or within the limits of 
your jaghire, yon should apprehend 
and driver over the person so 
offending to the British Govern¬ 
ment; and if your endeavors to 
seize him should fail, you should 
report the circumstance to the 
British Government, that the neces¬ 
sary measures may be adopted to 
secure his punishment.

But if, from a consideration of my 
family and of my uniform and sincei-e attachment to the British Government, 
you should be pleased in your own name to confirm the assurances conveyed to 
me by Captain Baillie, the particulars of which will no doubt be submitted 
to you by him, this confirmation would increase my oonfidenoe in your friend" 
ship. Should it not be convenient to do so, I shall still remain satisfied, as it 
ie not my wish to be troublesome ; and the letter of Captain Baillie is in real¬ 
ity the same with your owo, as having been written under your direc¬ 
tion ; Captain Baillie will not foil to convey to you the tmth concerning me.

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you 
so long os your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the conditions of 
the Treaties, Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the 
British Government.

Teanslation of an Engagement given in by Rao Bahadoob 
Buhht Sing, Jaghiredar of Chhegaon, etc., under date 
27th November 1821. 

An engagement of allegiance being required from me by Lieutenant 
Moodie, Acting Agent of tne Governor-General in Bundelcund, in order to 
establish my submission and obedience to the British Goveraroent: Therefore, 
in oonsideratioD of the kindness and justice I have experienced from the 
British Government, I, Dewan Bahadoor Bukht Sing, have of my own free will 
written and delivered to the above-mentioned gentleman an engagement 
to the following effect: 

That I will not abet or connive at any rebellious or suspected persons but 
will break off all correspondence and oonnectiou with them. On the 
contrary, I will use my utmost exertions to seize such persons, and 
having seized them will deliver them up to the officer of the British 
Government. I will not bold enmity towards the servants or dependants of 
the Government; and should any of the Chiefs of the districts and dependants 
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of tlie Government have a difference with me^ I’eepocting any place, village 
or boundaiy, lands, etc., 1 will make known the cause of dispute to 
officers of Government and reoueet them to settle it, and will implicitly 
snbmit to whatever may be the aecUion of Government, nor will I dispute 
with any one in revenge for his quarrelsomeness towards me. Should any 
disturbances take place between any one without the sanction of the officers of 
Government, I will not, in any respect whatever, swerve from my obedience 
and allegiance, acting always as a loyal and submissive dependant subject of 
the Government. Should any fugitive subject of the Honourable Company 
take refuge in any village of my jaghire, I will seize him and dsHver him up 
to the servants of Government; and should the servants of Government come 
to seize him I will aid them in so doing. In the event of troops of 
the Government passing through my ilaka, I will coi-dially exert myself 
in collecting supplies and other requisites, and act in conformity to the desire 
of the officer commanding the troops. I will not permit robbers or thieves 
to reside in my jaghire; and should the property of any person be stolen or 
plundered in the villages or within the boundaries of my jagbire, I will either 
canse the property or its value to be restored by the zemindar, or 1 will myself 
repay the amount. Should any one s^ter committing a crime in the territo¬ 
ries of the Government take refuge in the villages of my jaghire, I- will seize 
him and deliver him ap to the officer of Government. 1 will not commit any 
act whatever that may give rise to distuibanoe or confusion in the territory of 
the Jhansi State. I wiU pay an annual tribute of Jhansi Rupees 7,SOO to the 
Snbadar of Jhansi through the medium of the Agent of the Governor- 
General. 1 will always maintain the observanoes customary in tliis district 
towards the Rajah of Oorcha, as the head of my family. 1 will appoint a 
trusworthy person on my own part, who will constantly attend on the officers 
of Government as a vakeel to execute such orders as he may requim, and 
should the officers of Government be displeased with him for any fault, I will 
immediately appoint another person in his stead. 

I will in every respect, without swerving, firmly adhere to all the parti, 
culars of this engagement; and if I shall act contrary to it in any point, 1 will 
submit to whatever may be thought proper by the officers of Government.

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II.-BAGHELKHAND. 


Thb Ba^belkhand Agencjj which comprises the States of Rewa^ Nagod, 
Maihar, SoBawal aad Kothi, was established on its present footing in March 
1871. A British Agent was temporarily attached to Rewa in 1857, soon after 
which the confiscated estate of Bijaragbogarh, and the estates of Nagod, Maihar, 
and Sohawal, which were nnder British management, were placed under his 
jurisdictioD. The Political Agent was withdrawn in 1862 at the Maharajahs 
rec[uestj and his charge was added to that of the Political Agent, Bundelkhand, 
in whose hands it remained until the re-establishment of the separate Bewa 
Agency in 1871. 

Transit duties have been abolished by all the Chiefs in Baghelkand. No 
separate extradition arrangements have been oonclnded with them } extradition 
is effected in accordance with the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India. Rewn is the only State in Baghelkhaud held under treaty; the 
others are held under sanads. 


1. RBWA. 

The first Chief of this State with whom a treaty was framed was Raja 
Jai Singh Deo. Overtures which were made iu 1808 after the conclusion 
of the Treaty of Bassein were rejected by the Raja. In 1812, however, a 
body of Pindaris invaded Miizapur through Rewa territory. The Raja 
was believed either to have abetted this enterprise through deliberate design, 
or to have countenanced it through weakness. He was accordingly re(iuired in 
1812 to accede to a Treaty (No. LXXI), by which he was aoknowledg^l as the 
ruler of his possessions; was brought under the protection of the British 
Government, to whose arbitration he hound himself to refer all disputes with 
neighbouring Chiefs j and engaged to permit British troops to march through, 
oc be stationed in, his territories. 

The Raja failed to fulfil his obligations; and, when a military post was 
established in his- territory, he attempted to starve out the detachment. 
Troops were sent to enforce the execution of the engagements and to obtain 
Bcourity for their future fulfilment. Accordingly, on the 2nd June 1813, 
another Treaty (No. LXXII) was made, confirming the previous treaty, and 
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definiog more clearly the Raja^e relatioas with the British OoTernment. llie 
5th Article of the treaty acknowledged the right of the British GoTernment to 
punish Iial Zahardast Singh, jagirdar of Chnrbat, who had oontumaoioasly 
refused to allow the OoTernment post to be laid through his territories; and 
the 8th Article related to the punishment of certain landholders in the 
SingianU district, who had attacked a party of British troops daring an 
armistice which had been agreed on for the purpose of negotiating the above 
treaty. Zabardast Singh was pardoned on his engaging (No. LXXIll) 
never again to offend against the British Government. The landholders in 
Singrauli were deprived of their proprietary rights which were conferred in 1814 
by a third Treaty (No. LXXIY) on the Rewa Raja, on bis promising not to 
molest certain of hU subordinate Chiefs who had rendered assistance to the 
British Government. 

One of these guaranteed Chiefs was the Thakur of Simaria. In 1S28 
he appealed to Government for protection from the Rewa Chief, who had 
sent a force against him to enforce certain demands. The dispute was ad> 
justed by the mediation of the British Government. In 1833 the guarantee 
of the British Government was withdrawn at the Thaknr’s own request, 
whereupon he was immediately deprived of his estates by the Maharaja. Ihe 
application of the Thakur for aid was not listened to, but in 1844 Government 
required the Maharaja to make a suitable provision for his widow. The 
British Goveroment also on two occasions directly interfered in behalf of 
the Thakur of Singranli, whom the Maharaja bad unjustly deprived of his 
estates in Rewa. The estates of the Thakur lie partly in Rewa and partly in 
British territory. 

Jai Singh Deo abdicated in bvour of his son Bishwanatb Singh, who was 
succeeded in 1854 by his son Raghoraj Singh. He, according to native 
history, was the thirty-second of his line. In 1S47 the Maharaja abolished sati 
throughout his dominions. For his services in the mutinies of 1857 the districts 
of Bohagpnr and Amarkantak were conferred in sovereignty npon him, on his 
guaranteeing that he would respect the rights of the 2 amindara of Amarkantak. 
In 1869 the British Government conceded to the Rulers of Rewa (No. LXXV) 
the right of adopting a suceessos. 

In 1868 the Maharaja ceded the land required for railway purposes with 
all hie sovereign rights therein (No. LXXVI). 

In 1867 the Maharaja, at whose request the British Agent, tempo¬ 
rarily appointed in 1857 to assist him in his goveimment, had been with- 
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drawn in 1862^ desired the direct interference of the British Governibent 
in effecting reforms in the administration of bis State; bat the application 
wae declined on the ground that it was incumbent on the Chief himself to 
discharge his duties as a rnler. In 1868 he abolished the system of levying 
transit dues as well as that of farming the revenue to contractors, and as a 
further means of remedying the disorganisation into which the State had 
fallen, appointed as his minister Raja Sir Dinlcar Rao, K.C.S.I, The British 
Government consented to the arrangement, but declined to goarantee the 
position of the minister, who was compelled eventually to abandon the task he 
had undertaken. In 1870 Governinent agreed to the Maharaja's request for 
the re->eBtabli6hment of the separate Agency. Since its withdrawal, in 1862, 
the political supervision of Rewa affairs had been entrusted to the Bundelkband 
Agent. 

In 1878 the Maharaja, to avenge an insult alleged to have been offered 
to the Mabarani, violated his treaty engagements by despatching into Soba* 
wal territory an armed force, which plundered a house and murdered one of 
its inmates. For this offence he was fined Rupees 10,000, and the Sardars 
who had aided him in its commission were fined Rupees 1,000 each. 

In 1876 the Chief represented his inability to manage the affairs of his 
State and agreed (No. LXXVII) to make over the administration to the 
Political Agent, aided by the minister Lai Randiman Singh, until the debts of 
the State should be liquidated and a proper government be established. The 
proposal was acceded to on the understanding that when the time for the British 
Government to withdraw from the direct management of the State should 
arrive, an engagement should be given by the Maharaja to maintain the 
system of administration introduced by the British Government, and to 
protect any rights which might have sprang up under British administration. 

Maharaja Raghnraj Singh, who had been created a Knight Grand 
Commander of the Star of India, died on the 4th February 1880, and was 
succeeded by bis son Vyankatesh Ramani^ Parshad Singh, who was then 
aged three years and six months. 

The succession of the young Maharaja was acknowledged by the Govern¬ 
ment of India in March 1880, and he was installed on the 8th October 
in that year. 

In May 1881 Ram Raj Singh, the subordinate Chief of Madhogarh, 
who was heir presumptive to the Rewa gadi, died without issue. The estate 
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waB'reBumed by Rewa on the ground that the Maharaja was the nearest male 
relative of the deceased, and that the estate, which bad been assigned in 1809 
by Maharaja Jai Singh Deo as the portion of bis second son, reveiied on 
failure of direct heirs to the parent stock. This action was upheld by the 
Government of India. 

In February 1882 the Political Agent, Baghelkband, who had continned 
sineo 1875 to administer Rewa, was appointed Superintendent of that State. 
A oounoil of Sardars was appointed as a consnitative body to assist the Su* 
perintendent in the administration of the State, and to advise in matters 
connected with the Maharajahs family and the customs of the State. 

On the 21st January 1885, the Rewa State banded over to the Govern* 
ment of India, with other necessary concessions for mining purposes, the 
surface and mining rights in the Umaria coalfields, a tract of abont three 
square miles. The terms included the payment of a royalty to the Darbar. 
The arrangement is subject to reconsideration on the Maharaja's majority. 
In April 1885 civil and criminal jnrisdiotion over the coalfields was ceded 
to the Government of India, who entrusted the immediate administrative 
control of the tract and the executive management of the operatione to the 
Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces. 

The Maharaja receives a salute of 17 guns. 

The territory of Rewa, including Sohagpur, contains an area of iS,000 
square miles, and a population, according to the oensiis of 1891, of 1,508,176. 
The annual revenue amounts to about thirteen lakhs of rupees, exclnsive of 
jagirs and religious grants which probably absorb about fifteen lakhs. Accoid- 
ing to the returns of 1890, the State maintaios a force of 281 regular cavalry 
and 538 regular infantry; the irregular cavalry number 410 and the infautry 
2,597. The artillery consists of 11 guns classed as serviceable and 68 
artillerymen. 

2. NAGOD OR UNCHEHBA. 

Like Kothi, the State of Nagod was originally included as one of the 
subordinates of Pauna in the sanad granted to R.ija Kishor Singh. But as 
Unchchra had been in the possession of the ancestors of Lai Shcoroj Singh 
before the establishment of the power of Chbatarsal in Bundelkhnnd, and the 
family had never been ousted either by the Bundela Rajas or by Ali Baba* 
dur, a Sanad (No, LXXVIII) was given toXiol Sheoraj Singh in 1809, con¬ 
firming him in bis possessions. He was sacceeded in 1818 by his son 
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Baibbadar Singh, who was deposed in 1831 for the mnrder of his brother. 
Raghabendar Singh, son of Balbbadar Singh, was then a minor, and the 
State was therefore temporarily taken under British administration. On 
attaining his majority in 1838, Raghabendar Singh was installed; a new Sanad 
(No. LXXIX) was given him, and a nazarana of Rupees 8,000 was taken. 
He soon became deeply involved in debt, and at his own request the State 
was again taken under British management in 1844. The Raja rendered 
good service during the mutiny, and was rewarded in 1859 with the grant 
(No. LXXX) of eleven villages from the confiscated estate of Bijaraghogarh. 
The right of adoption was also conceded (No. XHI) in 1862. 

In 1S63 the Chief of Nagod ceded lands (No, LXXXI) for railway 
purposes, with full rights short of sovereignty. 

In 1865, at the Raja's request, the management of the State was again 
made over to him. Raghabendar Singh died in 1874 and was succeeded by 
his son Jadabendar Singh, called also Sambhu Das, then nineteen years of 
age. The Chief was put in full charge of the State in February 1882. 

Nazarana is taken from this State on succession in accordance with the 
general rules in force on the subject. 

The area of the State is 460 square miles, and the population ‘84,083 
^census of 1891); the revenues amount to about Rupees 1,60,000, of which 
however Rupees 70,000 are alienated in jagirs, and religious and charitable 
grauts. In 1890 the military force consisted of two guns, 116 infantry and 
police, and six horsemen. The Chief receives a salnte of nine guns, 

S. MAIHAR. 

This State was originally a dependency of Rewa. On the occupation of 
Bundelkhand, Thakur Durjan Singh was confirmed (No. LXXXII) in his 
possession on bis executing a deed of allegiance in 1806. In 1814 atevisedSanad 
(No. LXXXIII] was given to him. On the death of Doijan Singh in 1826 
the State was divided (No. LXXXIV) between his two sons, Bishan Singh 
and Prag Das, the former receiving the district of Maihar and the latter 
Bijaraghogarh. The estate of Bijaraghogarh was confiscated in 1858 for the 
rebellion of the Chief, Sutju Pamhad, son of Prag Das, and in 1865 was 
included in the territories administered by tbe Chief Commissioner of the 
Central Provinces. 

Bishan Singh became deeply involved in debt, and at bis own request the 
State was placed under British management in 1849, at which time an Engage- 
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meat (No. LXXXV) wns taken from him. He died in 1850 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by bis son Mobnu Farsbad, who died in 1852, leaving a sou Bagbubir 
Singb, then about seven years of age. In 1863 a promise was made to 
the young Chief that bis State would be restored to bis management 
in two years, if be pi'oved himself 6t to be entrusted with the administration, 
and in the meantime a British officer was deputed to Maihar to instruct him 
in bis duties. The promise was duly fulfilled and the Chief was invested with 
tbe management of his State in 1865. In 1869 the title of ** Raja ** was con¬ 
ferred upon Bagbubir Siogb and bis heirs by Saoad (No. LXXXVI) in 
recognition of the liberality displayed by him in 186$ in remitting transit 
duties and in ceding laud for railway purposes (No. LXXXVII). 

Tbe right of adoption was conceded by the British Government in 1862 
(No. XIII). The general nazarana rules apply to this State. 

On the let January 1877 the Chief was granted a salute of nine guns 
as a personal distinction. The area of Maibar is about 400 square miles; by 
the census of 1891 the population is 77,488; and the revenue is about 
Rnpees 74,OUO. The military force consisted in 189Q of seven g^ns, 141 
regular infantry, eight irregular cavalry and 86 irregular infantry, with 21 
artillerymen. 

4. SOHAWAL. 

Sohawal was formerly a portion of Rewa territory, but about the middle of 
the 16th century, when Amar Singh was Ruler of Bewa, his son Fateh Singh 
threw off bis father's authority and established bis independence as Chief of 
Sohawal. Afterwards the State became subordinate to Fanna {tse Bundel- 
kband, iaj^ra) and was so entered in tbe saoad granted to Raja Kiehor Singh, 
But for tbe same reasons that separate sanads were granted to the Chiefs of 
Kothi and Unchehra on the British occupation of Bundelkhand, a Sanad 
(No. LXXXVIII) was granted in 1809 to Rais Lai Aman Singh, the seventh 
Chief of Sohawal, conBrming him in his State on his tendering a deed of 
allegiance. Aman Singh resigned tbe State to his eldest son Baghonath Singh. 
In 1830 Sohawal was taken under British administration to liquidate a private 
money claim preferred against the Chief, but three years later was restored to 
Aman Singh, his son Kaghnnath Singh having died in the interval. In 1840 
Aman Singh made over the State to his second son Sheo Singh, who in 1843 
received a Sanad (No. LXXXIX) recognising his succession. By improvi¬ 
dence and misrule the State became involved in debt, and in 1845 it was 
taken under British management at the Chief's own request. 
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The eldest son of Sheo Singh, Indarjit Singh, died in 1866, leaving a son, 
Sher Jang Bahadar Singh, who succeeded hia grandfather in 1865 and was 
entrusted with the management of his State in 1871. The title of **Raja'* 
was conferred as a personal distinction upon Sher Jang Bahadur Singh by 
sanad on the Ist January 1879 in recognition of bis loyalty. 

In 1862 the right of adoption was conceded (No. Xlll). In 1803 the 
Chief ceded (Na XG) lands for railway purposes with full jurisdiction short 
of sovereign rights. Nazarana is taken on successions in accordance with the 
ordinary roles. 

The territories of the State lie in two distinct districts separated from 
each other by the State of Kothi; the northern portion is also intermixed with 
lands belonging to Fanna. The area of Sohawal is about 800 square miles, 
with a population by the census of 1891 of 43,863. The gross revenue 
amounts to about one lakh of rupees, but about two«thirds of this have been 
alienated in rent*free tenures and religious or charitable grants, leaving the 
Chief a revenue of abont Rupees 38,000 only. There is a small police force 
of 41 men. 

JZfliyaoa.—The jagir of Rnigaon belongs to a junior branch of the Sohawal 
family. This jagir was originally granted by Mahipat, fifth in descent from Fateh 
Singh, to bis brother, Sarup Singh, on condition of service and of oootribution 
towards the exigencies of the State. In 1829 fiaghnnath Singh, then adminis¬ 
tering the Sohawal State, claimed the right of either resuming the jagir or of 
levying tribute and exacting allegiance from its bolder. These demands were 
not supported by Government. In 1855, on the death of the jagirdar, a qoit- 
rent (ubari) was imposed on the jagir by the British officer administering 
the Sohawal State, but on appeal was disallowed by Government on the under¬ 
standing that the jagirdar faithfully performed bis allegiance to the Chief of 
Sohawal. His claims, however, to independence of Sohawal, and to certain other 
privileges iocoosistent with his subordinate position, were absolutely negatived, 
for in the sanads of 1809 and 1843 the Chief of Sohawal had been referred to 
as the hereditary Chieftain of the Sohawal and Raigaon tappaM, and had been 
guaranteed in the permanent possession of them under certain conditions of 
allegiance to the British Government. 

In October 1883, owing to the continaed refusal of the Thakur, Bikramajit 
Singh, to comply with the just demands of his Chief, the Raja of Sohawal was 
permitted, under the orders of the Government of India, to attach the Raigaon 
jagir. But the Thakur having submitted in November 1885, the Chief restored 
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bia jftgir i tlie jagirdar executing au agreement binding bimsell to accept the 
supremacy of the Sohawal Uarbar and to fulfil the proper obligationa of his 
tenure. The jagirdar of Raigaon enjoyu a revenue of Rupees 24,000 per 
annum. 

5. KOTHI, 

In the sanad granted to the Raja of Panna in 1807 {see Bundelkhand 
SMjera) Kotbi is entered as one of bis subordinates. The family is of the Baghel- 
caste and had long held their jagir, paying submission to the sueoeesive 
conquerors of Bnndelkhand. They were never dispossessed either in the time of 
the Bondela Rajas or of Ali Bahadur, and therefoi'e in 1810 a Sanad (No. XCI) 
was granted to Rais Lai Duniyapat, the jagirdar then in possession, making 
him directly dependent on the British Government, like the other Bnndelkhand 
Chieftains. 

Lai Duniyapat was succeeded in the Chiefship by his son, Lai Abdhut, who 
was in turn suooeeded by his son, Lai Ban Bahadur Singh. The title of “ Raja 
Bahadur was conferred upon Ran Bahadur Singh and his heirs by sanad on the 
Ist January 1878, in recognition of his loyalty, public spirit, and benevolence. 
He died on the 6th June 1887 and was succeeded by his eldest son, Bhagwat 
Bahador Singh, then thirty-five years of age. 

In 1862 the right of adoption was conceded (No. L). Under the 
terms of the adoption sauad, the State is held subject to the payment of naza- 
rana of a quarter of a yearns net revenue on direct succession and half a year's 
net revenue on sucoession by adoption. In 1863 the Chief agreed (No, XCII) 
to make over lands for railway purposes free of cost, and to surrender all tran¬ 
sit duties on goods passing through his territory. 

The revenue is about Rupees 37,000. The area is 90 square miles; and 
the population 22,630 (census of 1891). The military force consisted in 1890 
of two guns, 35 irregular cavalry and 210 irregular infantry, with eight 
artillerymen. 
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No. liXXI. 

TaBATY of Priendshif and Defensive Alliance concluded 
between the British Government and the Bajah Jby SiNa 
Deo, Rajah of Eewah and Mooktjndpore—1812. 

Although the relatione of amity have uniformly subsisted between the 
British Ooverument and the State of Rewah, and especially since the augmen¬ 
tation of the intercourse between the two States by the annexation of a 
portion of the province of Bundelonhd to the British dominions, those 
amicable relations have been cultivated and improved by reciprocal acts of 
friendship, yet no formal engagements, imposing upon the two parties specific 
obligations with respect to each other, have hitherto been concluded ; and 
Rajah Jey Sing Deo, the present ruler of Rewah aud Mookuodpore, having 
now expressed a desire that this defect should be supplied by the conclusion 
of a Treaty of friendship and defensive alliance, and the Bight Honomble the 
Governor-General in Council being cordially disposed to accede to the wishes 
of the Bajab in this respect declared ; the following Articles of Treaty are by 
mutual consent concluded between the British Government and the said 
Rajah Jey Sing Deo, his heirs and sncceasors 

Aaticlb 1. 

The Govemor-Genei'al in Council acknowledges Rajah Jey Sing Deo to 
be the lawful possessor of the present dominions of Rewah, wbioh have been 
held by him and his anceetora in successive generations during a locg course 
of yeora, and in compliance with the Rajab^s request, and for bis entire satis* 
faction, assures him, agreeably to justice and the uniform principles of the 
British Government, that so long as the aforesaid B^'ah, his heirs and succes¬ 
sors, shall truly and faithfully fulfil the obligations of friendship and alliance 
according to the true spirit aud intent of this Treaty, it will not commit hosti¬ 
lities against the Rajah of Rewah, nor take possession of or in any way 
encroach on any part of bis territories. On the contrary, the British Gov¬ 
ernment engages to protect and defend the dominions at present in the Rajah's 
possession from the aggressions of any foreign power in the same manner as 
the dominions of the Honorable Company are proteoted and defended. 

^ Article 2. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the preening Article, 
engaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the Rajah of Rewah 
from the aggressions of any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the 
contracting parties that whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend 
a design on the part of any foreign power to invade his territories, be shall 
report the circumstances of the case to the British Government, which will 
endeavour by representation and remonstrance to avert such design, and if its 
endeavonrs to that effect shall fail of success, the Britieh Government will be 
pre|>arcd, on the requisition of the Bajab, to detach a force of British troops 
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into his territonea for their protection. Id which event the expenses of those 
troops during the period they may be so employed, calculating from the day 
of tbeir entering the Bajab's domioions until that of their quitting them on 
their return, shall be defrayed by the aforesaid Rajah. If the apprehended 
design of invading the Bajuh's territories shall be referable to any disputed 
claim between the Raiah and the other power, the Rajah shall report all the 
ciroumitances of snob disputed claim to the British Government, which will 
then interpose its mediation for the adjustmentof the dispute, and the Bajah, 
relying in the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly 
to abide by its award. If, notwitbstanding the Rajah's acquiescence in that 
award, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, the British Govern* 
ment will be ready to afford its assistance in the manner above provided. If 
any of the Rajah's troops shall at any time be required to serve in the British 
territories, the Knjab engages to Ornish the same; and in that event, the 
expense of them, calculate at the rate of 20 Rupees per mensem for each 
horseman, and 6 Rupees per mensem for each foot soldier actually furnished 
by the Kajab, shall be defrayed by the British Government fiom the date of 
their leaving the Rajah's territories until that of their I’eturn. Whenever 
the troops of the British Government and of the Rajah shall have occasion to 
act together, Uxe Commander of the Rajah's troops shall conform to the 
advice and act under the instructions of the British Commanding Officers. 

Abtiolc 3. 

The Rajah of Rewsdi being the acknowledged sovereign of his own 
dominions, the Britiab Government will not consider itself entitled to take 
cognizance of any complaint which may be preferred to it by any of the rela* 
rioDB, subjects, or servants of the Rajah, who ou bis part shall not possess a 
claim to the aid of British troops for the support of bis authority within 
the limits of bis dominions. 

Asticlb 4. 

If the Rajah of Kewah shall at any time have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account 
to commit egression against the other party, or to employ his own force for 
the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress pf the grievance of which he 
may complain. On the other hand, the British Gkivornment engages to with¬ 
hold its allies or dependants from committing any aggression against the 
Rajah of Rewah, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they 
may have n^n the Rajah of Hewah, according to the strict principles of 
justice: the Rajah on bis part agreeieg implicitly to abide by its award. 

Artiolk 5. 

Tbe Rajah of Rewah engages never to grant an asylum witlrin bis domin¬ 
ions to auy enemies of riie British Government, or to rebels, but on the con¬ 
trary to exert his utmost endeavours foj the apprehension of such persons, and 
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if apprehended to deliver them up to the Officers of the British Government. 
The Rajah further enga^ not to permit the families of persons of that de¬ 
scription to reside within his territories. If any of the enemies of the Rajah 
or the rebels to bis Government shall take refage within the British territories, 
the British Government, on receiving notice thereof from the Rajah ofRewah 
will, after due investigation, pnrane such measures with regard to the fugil 
tives as equity and justice may appear to require, adopting at the same time 
every practicable means to prevent their committing any acta injurioua to the 
territory and Government of the Rajah. 

Articlb 6. 

Whereas robbers issuing from the territories of the Rajah of Rswah fre¬ 
quently commit depredations in those of the Company, the ^jah engages, on 
receiving an application from the Officere of the British Government, to exert 
Kis authority for the purpose of arresting the persons accused of such crimes, 
and when apprehended to cause them to be delivered over to the said Officers. 

Articlb 7. 

If any of the hrothere or servants of the Rajah of Rewah shall calum¬ 
niate, misrepresent, or accuse the Rajah before the British Government, that 
Government will not without enquiry and proof give credit to the statements 
of such persons. 

Abticlb 8. 

The honor, rank, and dignity of the Rajah of Rewah shall be estimated 
by the British Government in the same degree as that in which they were 
estimated by the former Emperors of Hindoostas. 

Articlb 9. 

Whenever the British Government shall deem it expedient to send its 
troops into the dominions of the Rajah of Rewah, or to station or canton a 
British force within the Rajah's territories for the purpose of guarding against 
the advance or intercepting the retreat of an enemy, or of Findarrahs, or other 
predatory bodies, it shall he competent to the British Government so to detach 
its troops, and the Rajah of Rewah shall give his oonsent accordingly. The 
Rajah shall also on ■ any such occasion station his troops according to the 
advice of the Officers of the British Government at the Ghaut of Cbundeah, 
Kawreah, or such Ghauts or passes as the British Commanding Officer shall, 
point outL The Commanding Officer of the British troops which may be thus 
employed in the Rajah's territories, shall not in any manner interfere in the 
internal concerns of the Rajah's Government. Whatever materials or supplies 
may be required for the British Cantonments, or for the use of the British 
troops during their continuance in the Rajah's territories, shall be readily 
furuished by the Rajah's Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the 
price current of the bazar. If any materials which are indispensably neces¬ 
sary should happen not to be procuruble by purchase, and it shall conswrnently 
become necessary to take siicn articles wherever found in the Rajah's aomm- 
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ioD6, the pnce of eacb article® shall he paid for by the British Oovemment 
at the rate that may be settled by arbitrators appointed by the British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Rajah respectively. 

AaTiOLB 10. 

The Bajab of Rewah being admitted among the number of the Allies 
of the British Government, engages at all times to comply with any just and 
reasonable requisition connected with the interests and prosperity of that 
Government, to conform to its advice, and to the utmost of his power to ful- 
£1 the obligations of friendship and attachment towards the British power. 

AETI(ft.IB 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, Rajah of ^wab, 
through the agency of Mr. John Richardson, in virtue of powers delegated 
to him by the Right Honorable Lord Minto, Governor-General in Council, on 
the one port, and Buksby Baugwan Dhut, the vakeel of the said Raj^ on 
the other, Mr, Richardson has delivered to the said vakeel one copy of the 
Treaty in English, Persian, and Hindee, signed and sealed by himself, and the 
•aid vakeel has delivered to Mr. Richardson another copy duly executed by the 
Rajah, and Mr. Richardson has engaged to procure and deliver to the said vakeel 
within the space of thirty days a copy ratified by the seal of the Company 
and the signature of the Governor-General in Council, on the delivery of 
which the copy executed by Mr. Richardson shall be returned, and the Treaty 
shall be considered from that time to have full force and effect. 

Signed, sealed^ and exchanged at Bandar on the 6f October A.D, 

1812 .

Sbconb Treaty concluded between the British Government 
and Bajah Jey Sing Deo— 1813. 

Whereas on the 6th of October 1812, corresponding with 15th Kooar 
1869 Sumbut, a Treaty of mutual friendship and defensive alliance was con¬ 
cluded between the British Government and the Bajah of Rewah; and Where¬ 
as the Rajah of Rewah having failed to fulfil the engagements which the 
aforementioned Treaty imposed upon him, the British Government was oon^ 
polled, in vindication of its honor and its rights, to detach ite troops into Rewah 
to enforce the execution of those engagements, and to obtain secuiity for their 
due fulfilment in future; and Whereas tho Rajah, having now returned to a 
proper sense of his relations with the British Government, and haying ex¬ 
pressed his contrition for the past, agrees to the following conditions, for 
hims^, and for his heirs and successors. 
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Aetiolb 

All the stipulations of tbe Treaty concluded on the- 6th of October X818, 
corresponding with the 15th of K.ooar 1869 Sumhut, are hereby declared to 
"bo in full force and effect, in as far as they are not affected nor altered by the 
following conditions contained in this Treaty. 

Aeticle 2. 

The Rajah of Rewah hereby binds himself to engage in no eorre^ond- 
ence of a political nature with any Foreign State or Chief whatever without 
the privity and consent of the Sritish Sovemment, or its representative, tbe 
Agent in Bundelcund. 

Article 3. 

The Bajah engages to receive and permit to remain at his place of resi¬ 
dence a news-writer or any other Agent on the part of the British Govern¬ 
ment or the Agent in Bundelcund, and to maintain an authorized vakeel with 
the Agent and with the Commanding Officer of any British detachment which 
may be stationed within His territory, both for the purpose of mainlining the 
general relations of amity, and oi enforcing the supply of provisions, and 
ready compliance with the just demands of the Commanding Officer. 

Astiolb 4. 

The Rajah of Rewah agrees to allow dawks to be established through 
hia territory by the Officers of the British Government in any direction that 
may be deemed necessary, to compel his feudatory (chiefs to do the same, 
and to punish them in case of opposition; aud the Rajah acknowledges the 
right of the British Government to punish them for such opposition, in the 
event of his own inability to do so. 

Article 5. 

Lall Zubbuniast Sing, the jaghiredar of Chourhut, haviug, in a v^ 
insulting and contumacious manner, refused to permit the Hon^le Company’s 
dawk to be laid through his jaghire, the exemplary punishment of the afore¬ 
said jaghiredar is indispensable. The British Government is accordingly 
resolved to inflict exemplary punishment on this jaghiredar, and the Rajah 
of Rewah not only acknowledges the right of the British Government to do 
BO, but agrees to aid and co-operate with the British troops in effecting that 
object. 

Tbe Rajah further engages to use his utmost means to punish Lall 
Zobburdust Sing himself, wnenever tbe British Government shall require him 
to do so. 

Article 6. 

Frequent instances of robberies and other crimes have occurred within 
the British ten-itory, the perpetrators of which issue from and take refuge 
within the Rewah territory; and thereby not only escape the punishment 
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due to their orimes, but continue to infeet the Hon'ble t]ompBn 7*8 adjacent 
territory with impunity> keeping the inhabitants in a constant state of alarm. 
With a view to suppress this evil, the Rajah hereby agrees to permit the 
troops or Police Officers of the British Uovernment to pass into the Kewah 
territories for the piuauit and appreheneion of all such offenders, and also to 
afford them, and to cause his officers and jaghiredars to afford them, every 
necessary assistance in discovering and apprehending the objects of their 
pursnit. 

Articlb 7. 

The Rajah of Rewah agrees to consider those jaghiredars and others 
residents of his country, who have been well-disposed towards the British 
Oovemment, on the present occasion, as bis friends; and will not molest or 
retaliate upon them for the favourable disposition they may have shown. The 
friends of the British Goveromeot shall be his friends, and its enemies bis 
enemies. 

Asticlb 8. 

On the 2Dd of May corresponding with the 17th Bysakb 1870 

Snmbut, an agreement for the mutual suspension of hostilities was oonclnded 
between Lalla Pertab Singh, on the part of the Rajah of Rewah, and Colonel 
Martindell, Commanding tbe British troops. A party of sepoys escorting a 
cart of military stores appertaining to a detachment proceeding from the Sin- 
grownah Pass were, on the 7th of May 1818, corresponding with the 22Dd 
of Bysakb 1870 Snmbut, treacherously, and in direct violation of the above 
agreement, attacked by a large body of horse and foot near to the village of 
Sottenee. and several sepoys were killed and wounded, and the property plun¬ 
dered. The Rajah of Rewah having solemnly disavowed all knowl^ge or 
^tieipatiou in the above atrocious act, hereby acknowledges the right of the 
British Government to punish the perpetrators of it in wliatever manner and 
at whatever time it may please; and the Ra^ah further agrees to afford every 
assistance and co-operation in the accomplishment of the above object that 
the British Government may require of him. 

Articlb 9. 

It is both just and equitable that the Rajah of Rewah should indemnify 
the British Government for the expense of the armament which has been 
equipped and marched into Rewah in consequence of bis failure to perform 
the conditions of his former engagements. At the lowest estimation the extra 
expense of that armament costs the British Government the sum of thirty- 
three thousand eight hundred and eight Rupees per mensem, and the prepara¬ 
tions having commenced some days before the 1st of April 1818, corresponding 
with the 16th of Chyte 1870 Sumbut, it is agreed by the Briti^ Government 
that the expense shall be calculated from that date. The Rajah of Rewah 
accordingly Weby acknowledges himself justly responsible for the payment of 
the above expense monthly to the British Government, calculating from the 
Ist of April 1813, or the 15th of Chyte 1870 Sumbut, until such time as the 
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objects of the preseot detachment shall have been entirely completed. In oon> 
sideration, howerer, of the Rajuh having obeyed the Bummons to repair in person 
to Colonel MartiDdeirs camp on. terms of unconditional BQbxDia9iou» and in 
order to remove from the Rajah every excase for the nunctual liqnidation of 
the amount^ the British Government consents to limit tne peiiod of the charge 
to the 10th of May 181S, corresponding with the 25th Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, 
the day on which the Rajah came into camp. Upon this principle the sum to 
be paid by the Bajah is forty-6ve thousand one hundred and seventy-three 
Rupees. The Rajah bei-eby engages to nay the above sum by the following 
instalments, any deviation from which win snbject him to the peoalties of a 
breach of the Treaty.

the one part, ana the Rajah in person on the other, Mr. Wauchope has deli¬ 
vered to the Kajfth one copy of the Treaty in English, Persian, and Hindee, 
signed and sealed by himself, and the said Rajab has delivered to Mr.

Whereas the Rajah has by the 4th Article of the aforesaid Treaty engaged 
to allow a dawk to be established throogh bis territory, by the Officers of 
the British Government in any direction which may be deemed necessary: 
The Raiah, in the true spiiit and iotent of those stipulations, engages to treat 
the news-writer or Agent of the British Government or of the Agent in Bundel- 
cund with every mark of attention and consideration due to their relative rank 
and character, and also to allow a free passage through his lerritoTies to^lhnr- 
carrahe, cossids, or other messengers, wnom the Officers of the BriUsh Oovern- 
roent may, at any time, have occasion to employ, and to compel his feudatory 
Chiefs to do the same under the penalties and conditions prescribed with 
respect to the dawk. The Rajah further promisee and engages to perform at 
all times those offioesof friendship which are usual between allied States, and 
which may be necessary to accomplish the objects of the Treaty.

the British Government has been mercifully pleased to pardon my offen^ 
and to reinstate me in the enjoyment of my laods, on condition of “7 'ol“‘" 
ling all the objects of the alliance between the British and Rewah Govern- 
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ments as far as may lay in my power : I do therefore hereby engage to exert

Whereas by the 5th and 8th Articles of the second Treaty concluded 
between the British Government and the Government of Rewah on the 2nd 
June 1818, corresponding with the 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, the British 
Government acquired the right to punish Lsl Zubbnrdust Sing jaghiredar of 
Chourhnt, and certain landholders in the Singrownah district for cerUin 
offences committed by them against the British Government; and as a necea- 
gary consequence of that right, the British Government acquired also the 
riffht to expel those persons from their possessions and to dispose of their 
wroprietary right to their lands (the righU of sovereignty over their lands 
remaining, as heretofore, inviolate with the Rewah Government) : That is to 
sav the British Government has acquired the power to transfer all the rights 
foraerly enjoyed by those persons who have forfeited their possessions under 
the pi-ovisioDS of the 5th and 8th Articles of the Treaty aforesaid, to such 
new proprietors as it may be pleased to select, the new proprietors agreeing to 
fulfil those duties of allegiance to the Rewah Government, to which their 
predecessors, who have been expelled, were subject; and Whereas it being an 
object with the Rewah Government to obtain the proprietary right m the 
lands forfeited by the persons above alluded to, and it being also the dis¬ 
interested wish of the British Government to promote the interests of those 
who have shown their attachment to its cause in the course of the opeiations 
of the British troops in Rewah : The following arrangement has accordingly 
been agreed to for the mutnal accommodation of both States 

Aeticlb 1. 

All the stipulations in the Treaties and Engagements heretofore con¬ 
cluded between the British Government and the Government of Rewah are 
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hereby declared to be in fall force and effect, in as far a» they are not altered 
nor affected by the following oonditione contained id tbia Treaty. 

Akticlb 2. 

Tbe British Government hereby transfers to the Government of Rewah 
from this date all proprietary right in the laD(^ in Singrownah district

The Rewah Goveniment hereby disclaims all right to levy from Lall

np?n the Rewah Government by the 9th Article of the ^eaty of the 2nd June 
1^3, corresponding with the 19th of Jeyth 1870 Sumbut. 

Akticlb 4. 

The British Oovemroent being desirous that Lall Jiigmohun Sing of 
Simereeah he guaranteed in the possession of the lauds now held bj “ 
iigbire. the Rewah Government hereby engages that the said Lall Jugmohun 
Smg shall remain in unmolested popession of the lands which he now occupies; 
but without any change in his relation to the Rewah State. 

Aeticlb 5. 

By Article 7th of the Second Treaty, the Rewah Goyernment en^es not 
to molit those iaghiredars and others, residents of Kewah, who have well 
disposed towards the British Government. Certain persons, who 
ly scoured the British sepoys that were wounded at Suttenee in Bysekh 
1870. and others who have given information respecting those who were wn- 
cerned in the above outrage, as well as ia the murder of a sepoy employed to 
protect the town of Raepore on tbe following day, having thereby exposed 
themselves to the reeentment of all who were in any way implica^ m those 
outrages, the Rewah Government hereby solemnly pledges itself to protect all 
those pereons from suffering any injury or molestation whatever in consequence 
of such assistance rendered by them to th^ British cause. 


Abtioue 6. 

Lall Zubburdaet Sing, Jaghiredar of Chonrhut, having voluotiiTily sur¬ 
rendered himself to the British Government on terms of unconditional sub. 
mission, the British Government has been pleased to p«don his offence, and 
to restore him to tbe enjoyment of his possessions which he had forfeited by 
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hia former miaeondact, on his excouting an engagement never again to offend 
against the British Government. An attested copy of this engagement is 
furnished to the Rewah Government, and as that instrument contains nothing 
inconsUtent with the righto derived by the British Government from ito 
engagements with Rewab, the Rewah Government declares itself responmUe 
to the British Government for the due execution of the conditions ot that 
engagemsut, in the same manner as it is of oouiae responsible for the due 
execution of the terms of subsisting Treaties on "Uie part of all its subjecto and 
feudatories.

your State of a saccessor accoidiog to the ancestral custom of yoar family 
will be recognized and oonfirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made ^ you 
BO long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the wndition of 
the Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the

According to your instrootions the required oonditions are entered in the 
Agreement, vts.— 

7*I.«-All the land that may be required by Gorernment for the Railway 
or iU works, etc., is given in perpetuity with its sovereign authority. 

All residents within the Railway boundaries, whether subjects of the 
Native Chiefs or of the British Government, shall be considered under the 
jurisdiction of the Railway Officers and the Government authorities 

p^,^All disputes between the officers and the dependants of the Railway 
and the subjeols of the Native States outside the Railway limits shall be 
heard and settled by the Political Officers. 

The disposal of cases of criminals of this State, who may go within the 
Railway bounds, shall bo disposed of and settled according to the rules which 
have been long current on the part of the Agency (Politwal) uuthorities.

1875. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Rewah, accompanied by his Chief 
Minister, lall Rundmon Sing, at an interview with the Govevnor-GeneraPs 
Agent and Political Agent at Rewah on 801b January 1878, made the fol¬ 
lowing representation ;— 

The management of my State has long been a matter of difficulty to me. 
The Oovernmenb of India in view to relief at my earnest instance appointed a 
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Political Agent and granted a loan of ten lakhs. I thought that aupported 
by the advice of the Political Agent, I should be able to introduce a fair 
system of administration and restore the revenue which has long been decreas¬ 
ing. The result has not been to my anticipations. 

The revenue, though collected from the ryota, does not reach my Treasury, 
consequently there is no money wherewith to pay establishmenls or meet my 
eugagements to Government respecting the payment of the ten lakhs' loan. 

1 , —I desire therefore, with the sanction of His Excellency the Viwroy, 
to make over my State until debts are liquidated and a system of administra¬ 
tion established, to the care of the Political Agent. 

2, —The Political Agent knows the character of my Chief Minister, 
Bondmou Sing, and is ^^ing with bis assistance to render me all help. 

3. —From the time the Political Agent assumes chaige of the adminis¬ 
tration I will abstain from interference of every sort. 

4, —I will issue no orders on State matters. 

5. _It will rest with the Political Agent to maintain or dismiss any State 
servant, and I will do my best to support his authority. 

6 . —A suitable allowance will he regularly paid me to enable me to live 
with comfort and dignity. 

* 7,—'I shall reside at Govindghur, Bewah, Sutna as heretofore.

Tbanslation of an Ikeabnamah or Obligation of Allegiance 
presented by Lahl Shew Raje Sing of Ottchbebah and 
Nagode— 1809. 


■Whereas I, Laul Shew Raje Sing, sincerely prof^ing my submission 
and attachment to the British Government, have myanably ^ifested my 
obedience to the officers appointed to the superintendenoe of the province of 
Bundelcund from the period of its first annexation to 

and Whereas an Ikramaroah or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of me: Therefore, and with a view to confirm “/ ""'J 

attachment to the British Government, I have P«pa«a 
this Ikramamah, containing nine distinct Articles, to Mr, J. RichardBou, from 
whom I have received a suimud, confirming to me all my ancient possessions 
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in this province; and I hereby declare that I will scrupnlouBly observe all the 
Articles oontaioed in the Ikiurnamah and never evade nor infringe anv one 
of them. ^ 

AanoLi 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any marau<lera or 
plunderers either within or out of the province of Bundelcund, to afford them 
no asyluni or permit their families or children to reside io my possessions, and 
to abstain from all interconrae and correspondence with them. 1 farther 
engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes with the dependants and 
senrants of tlie British Government; and if at any time a dispute should 
arise on account of mehd or village, or from any other cause, between 
^ Rajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependence 

on the Bnbsh Government, I agree to submit such dispute without delay to 
the officers of the British Government for their decision, and implicitly to 
observe and abide by what decision shall be passed upon it. I farther engage 
to make no reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force 
without the permission of the British Government, and always to be obedient 
and enbmissive to the Government. 

A&ticls 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes ap the Ghate which are situated in my 
possessions in such a manner as to prevent ell marauders, plunderers, and evil- 
disposed persons from ascending or descending the Ghate by any of those 
passes, and from entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting 
disturbanoee; a.nd if any sirdars of troops should meditate an invasion of the 
British territories through my possessions, I engage to give timely notice 
thereof to the officers of the British Government, and to use every practicable 
exertion to obstruct their progress. 

Astiols 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghate by 
any of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to 
ohstract or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to con- • 
duct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the neees- 
a^ supplies and provisions so long as they shall continue within or in the 
vicinity of my possessions. 

A&ticls i. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take 
r^uge m any of my villages, I engage to, deliver up such person to the 
officers of the British Government immediately on his being demanded ; and 
if any of my ryots or zemindars absoood and take refuge in the British 
territories, I agree to submit to the principal officer in Bundelcund a state¬ 
ment of my complaint against such person, and to abide by whatever orders 
may be passed on the occasion agreeably to the Regulations of the Govern¬ 
ment, and to take no steps of my own accord to apprehend him. 
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Abticls 5 . 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages* and if 
pro^rty of merchanto or ti-avellera be stolen or robbed in any of the'villages 
subject to my authority, I agree to render the zemindars of such village 
wsponsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of 
the thief or robber to the officers of the British Government; and if any 
felon or murderer or person or pdfsons amenable to the BritUh laws for crimes 
committed m the British possessions should take refuge in any of my villages 
I engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British Govemmeut 
and not to permit their escape from my possessions. 

Article 6. 

Haying presented a statement and list of the villages in my possession, 
and having obtained a Sunnud for the same, I therefore promise aod engage 
that if, amongst the villages enumerated and stated by me, in any village the 
property of any other person shall be found and the right to the same proved 
or it Mall appear that during the govemmeut of the Nawab Ali Bahadur 
the said village or villages were not in my possession. I bind myself to abide 
by whatever the Bntish Government shall be pleased to direct and obey the 
same implicitly. ■ 

Article 7. 

Whereae Qopaul Sing of the Boondellah caste and Babadoor Sing of the 
Purhar sect have rebelled against the British Government, and have plundered 
and earned their outra^s into the villages granted by the British Govern¬ 
ment to the Raj'ahfl Bukht Siugh and Kishore Singh, I therefore engage and 
promise not to mve the above rebels shelter or protection in any part of my 
posse^ons, and not to suffer them to pass through my territories to those 
of either of the aforesaid Rajahs or of the British Govemmeut; and if the 
said men shall either openly or secretly come into my possessions, I will by every 
means in my power attempt to seize or apprehend them; and if in the execu¬ 
tion of this engagement I am negligent or step aside from its performance, 
I agree to any responsibility that the British Government may think proper. 

Article 8. 

Aft the villages inserted in the Sunnud now granted by the British Govern¬ 
ment ara my hereditary property, descended to me through many geoerations, 
and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself that, after havino- 
received my Sunnud from the British Government, I will not require or ask to 
be put in possession of one village amongst the before enumerated villages, nor 
require from the British Government any aid for their government. 

Article 9. 

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have 
confidence, who shall remain at ail times as a vakeel for the transaction of 
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my busioesfl in the preeenoe of the representative of the Oovernor-General in 
Bnndelcund, and if the British representatives shall on any account or for 
any fault ^ displeased with the above person, I will recall him and send 
another. 

This Engagement^ oonhiiuing nine Articles under my seal and signature, 
I have deliver^ to the British Government, and I promise to bind myself 
strictly to abide by the above stipulated Artioles, and in no sort deviate there* 
fr&ro.

Tkanslation of a Sunkud granted to Laxjl Shew Baje Sing. 

Be it known to all cbowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the 
tuppas of Nagode snd Oucheerah, in the pergunnah of Ruwee, in the pro* 
vince of Bnndelound; that Whereas Laul Shew Raje Sing, one of the heredi* 
tary Chieftains of the province of Bundelcuod, having from the period of the 
annexation of the said province to the territories of the Honorable the East 
India Company invariably observed a friendly conduct and refrained from 
every outrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish 
to be admitted to obedience and submission to the British Government, and 
having lately presented an Ikramaroah or obligation of allegiance to the 
British Government by the hands of Dewan Derreaa Sing, aud requesting 
a Snnnud oonhrming him in the property and possession of the villages uow 
occupied by him; He therefore enters into the present engagement, consisting 
of nine Artioles, expressive of his sincere attachment aud fidelity to the 
Government: Therefore, and with view to the entire satisfaction of the 
British Government and to the support of his olaims as a hereditary Chieftain 
of this province, the villages contuined in the subjoined schedule, which from 
ancient times have been and still are in his possession, are hereby granted to 
the said Laul Shew Baje Sing, and the said villages shall continue in 
the permanent possession of the said Laul Shew Raje Sing and his successors. 
So long as he and they shall continue strictly to adhere to the conditions of 
the Ihramamah and to be obedient and submissive to the British Government, 
the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and continued to him and 
his heirs free of revenue. The oimwdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokud* 
dums of the said villages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties 
in their respective villages under the authority of the said Laul Shew Raje 
Sing; and it is the duty of the said Laul Shew Raje Sing to render bis ryots 
ond zemindars happy and grateful by the just administration of his govern* 
ment, to devote his utmost attention to the prosperity and improvement of the 
country, and finally to remain firm in his obedience and sobmission to the 
British Government according to the several stipulated Articles of the 
Engagement. 

After the sanction of the 'Right Honorable the Governor-General shall 
be obtained, another Suniiud signed by the Right Honorable the Governor- 
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General will be ezchnnged for and substituted in the place of the preaeat 
Snnnnd granted by the A^^nt to the Goveraor-Oeoera).

Tbanslatiok of a Scnnud granted to Rajah Rhohobikd Sino 
of Nagohe and Occheera. 

Dated 97th December 1838* 

Be it known to the cbowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddumr 
•f tappae Nagode and Ouoheera, pergunnah Barkee, attaohed to Bundelcnnd ; 
That since the country of Bundelcund came into the possession of the British 
Oovernmenti Laul Shew Baie Sing, who is one of the rightful Chiefs of the 
said country, having never rebelled against the Oovemment or created disturb* 
ance, but having ever remained 6rm m his allegiance to the British Govern¬ 
ment and executed the orders of its officers, a Sannud, dated 20th March 
1809, corresponding with lOtb Cheyte 1216 Fuslie, was granted to him by 
Oovemment, confirming to him in perpetuity four hundred and four rent-free 
villages which he held in his possession on condition of loyalty and sub- 
mission; on the death of the said Laul Shew Raje Sing, his eldest son Bajah 
Bulbbudur Sing held the said villages in bis possession; but conformably to 
a letter from the Secretary to Oovemment, dated 15th August 1881, be was 
deposed from the Raj of Ouebeera; as Rajah Rughobind Sing, the eldest son 
of the said Bajah Bulbhudur Sing, having been educated under the tuition of 
Moulvee Hyder Ali, and havii^ attained his majority, appeared before Mr. 
Charles Fraser, the OoveraoT-General’s Agent, execute an Agreement^ con¬ 
taining seven Articles expressive of bis sincere attachment end fidelity to 
Government, and prayed that bis anoesiral rent-free villages, enumerated 
in the former Sonnud, might be restored to him : The undermentioned villages, 
as mentioned in the former Sunnud of 1809, are now granted to him in con¬ 
sideration of his rightful claim. He and hia descendants will bold possession 
of the villages so long as they abide by the terms of the agreement and are 
strictly faithful in meir allegiance to the British Qovemmeut. It behoves 
the cbowdries and others to ol^y the said Bajah and to give him the usual 
dues on aoeount of the villages in question. It will be the duty of the Rajah 
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to make tbe people aod zemindars happy nad oontented by a just adminis- 
tratioD, to improve the oultivatioa of his couatt^, and to enjoy the revenne 
of tbe villages in strict adbm^noe to the Artiolee of the Agreement, and 
execution of the orders of Government.

Dated ^nd October 1859,

placing jour sepoys at tbe disposal of the above ofScer, who made a promise 
that yon should receive a jaghire when the rebellion was crashed: Accord¬ 
ingly I hereby confer upon you in perpetuity^ the undermentioned villages 
from the Bijeeragoogurh State as a jaghire, yielding a clear profit of Rupees 
4,000 per anunm. Be it known that tbe jaghire in question shall be, like 
tbe rest of your territory, under the management of tbe British officers.

I have received your klmt dated 31st July 1803, askiog my consent to

and buildings should be given in perpetuity, with its entire jurisdiction and 
authority, and that all residents within the railway limits, whether subjects 
of the State or of the British Government, shonld be under the antbority of 
the Railway OfBcers and Government authoritiea;

8ndlj /—That such disputes as mny arise between the officers, workmen, 
and servauts of the Railway, and the subjects of the State who dwell outside, 
should be settled by the Agency the Political authorities). 

As this matter is for the increase of the prosperity of my ilaka, the exten¬ 
sion of traffic, and the benefit of the people, theretore 1 agree to give as 
much land as may be required from my State for the (Rail) road conformable 
to the above conditions.

Teanslation of an Engagement taken from Thakoor Boosjun 
Sing, dated 17th October 1806, and signed by Oaptain 
Baillie, Agent to the Governor-General in Btjndeectjnd. 

■Whereas I, Boorjun Sing, having professed my cheerful and voluntary 
obedience and submission to the British Oovernment, have been ranked among 
the well-wishers and adherents of the British Government; and, "Whereas 
Captain John Baillie, Agent on the part of the Governor General for the 
control of all the affairs of Bundelcuud, having required from me an engage¬ 
ment comprehending certain Articles specified l^neath, I have tterefore signed 
nod sealed this engagement and transmitted it to Captain«6aillie, and I hereby 
engage never to deviate from it, and never to be guilty of any act that shall 
be at variance with the Articles contained in it. 

Artiolv 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders either in or out 
of the province of Bnndeleund, to give no asylum to any of them » *“7 
jflgbire; to prevent their families from residiog io my juriidicrion; and to 
relinquish alfcorrespondenoe with them, I also engage to commit no act of 
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hoatilitf against the adherents and seiTants of the British €5ovemment, and 
to neglect none of the duties of obedience and submission to the British Go 7 * 
emment.

In the event of the British troops ascending the Ghats, I agree to join

Translation of the Bnga&euent taken from Thakoor Doorjun 
SiNo, dated 13th February 1814. 

Whereas I, Thakoor Doorjun Sir>g, jsghiredar of the pergunnah of 
Mehur, in the province of Bandelcund, having heretofore professed my obe¬ 
dience and submission to the British Government, haring on all occasions 
afforded every possible attention to the comfort and safety of English gentle¬ 
men and their attendants in passing through my jurisdiction on their loute to 
and from Nagpore, and having undeviatingly served the British Govemmeut 
with zeal and fidelity from the time of its first occupying the province of 
Bundelcund; and IrVhereas I formerly deputed my confidential vakeels to 
Captain John Baillie to solicit from the British Government a Sunnud for my 
lands, and having presented an obligation of allegiance comprising five 
Articles, I obtained a Snnnnd under Captniu Baillie^sseal and signature; and 
Whereas in consequence of the said Sunnud not having comprehended a detail 
of the names of the villages contained in my jaghire I have now solicited 
another Sunnud to contain a list of all the villages in my possession, and with 
a view to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the British Government, I 
have also delivered this revised obligation of allegiance comprising nine 
Articles duly executed, to Mr. John Wauchope, Superintendent of Political 
Affairs in Bundelcund; and I do hereby promise and engage to adhere firmly 
to the provisions of this engagement and never to infringe nor deviate from 
them in any respect. 

Article 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or 
out of the province of Bundelcund ; to give them and their familie* no asylum 
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in my jaghire, and to nbstnm fiom all correspondence with tliem. I proraiM 
to engage in no dispute uor quarrel with the adherents and dependants of the 
British GoTexnment, and, in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of this 
province, in alliance with Government, entering into any dispute with me 
respectiog the boundaries of my mehals or villages or on any other snbyecfc, I 
engage to represent all the oiroumstances of the case to the British Govern¬ 
ment, to solicit its adjustment of the dispute, and to abide implicitly by its 
decision. I further engage to take no revenge with my own bauds in return 
for an iojory, nor to take any steps towards obtaining redress without the 
anthority of the British Government, to which I promise to condnct myself 
on all occasions in sti-ict obedience and submission. 


Abticlb 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to 
obstruct the inroads of marauders, plunderers, and other malicious persons, 
and efPectnally to prevent them from obtaining a passage by those pasMS mto 
the British territories. And if any Chiefs or commanders of troops belonging 
to nei‘»hbouring countries attempt to penetrate through my jurisdiction into 
the British territories, I engage to convey intelligence of their approach to 
the British Officers before they shall have arrived on the frontier of myjaghire, 
and to ezert myself to the utmost of my power in opposing them. 


AuTiCLa S. 

Whenever the British troops shali have occasion to pass through my 
lagbirs, whether for the purpose of ascending the Ghats or of proceeding 
in another direction, I promise not only not to oppose or obstruct their march, 
but on the contrary to depute respectable and intelligent ^rsons to <«nduct 
them by any route they may please to follow. And so long m the Bntisli 
troops shall remain in my jagbire or in its vicinity,! promise to furnish it 
with supplies and all necessary articles. 


Auticlb 4. 

IE any of the inhabitents of the British Government abscond and take 
refnge in my jagbire, I agree to deliver them up iramediaiely on tbeir being 
claimed by the Officers of the British Government. Aud if ^7, ^7°^ 

or zemiudars abscond and take up their abode ^ 

a»ree to present a specific request on the subject to the Officers of the Bntish 
G’ovsrnment, and to submit to whatever course may in consMuenw be adopt^ 
according to the regulations of the British Government, but I will not myself 
attempt to seize the fugitive.

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meot; and if any peiaun charged with the commisaion of murder, or any other 
crime in (he British territory take refuge in any of my viDagee, I agree to 
apprehend all such offenders and give them up to the British GovernnaeDt, and 
prevent their escaping into any other jurisdiction.

Having received a Sunnud from the British Government containing a 
list of villages drawn out agreeably to a statement of the villages in my 
actual possession presented by myself, in the event of any of those villages 
proving to be tlie pro])erty of others, or not to have been in my possession 
during the government of Allee Babadoor, I hereby engage to abide implicitly 
by whatever decision the British Government may please to anard respecting 
such disputed villages. 

Abtiolb 7. 

In the year corresponding with 1219 Fuslie, a body of Pindurees 
passing tbrougli the Ghat of Budduiipoor in my jurisdiction, succeeded in 
making a predatory inroad into the British territories; and as the obatruouou 
of these marauders is incumbent on all the adhereuts of the British Goveri)> 
ment, as well for the protection of their own territories as of those of the 
British Goverument, 1 do hereby engage always to station a body of troops at 
the Ghat of Buddnnpoor sufficient to obstruct the passage of these plunderers, 
and further to adopt such efficient arrangements as shall prevent the inroads 
of Findarees into the British territory through any part of roy jaghire. 

Abticlb 8. 

As the villages enumerated in my Sunnud are in my actual possession 
and always have been so, 1 therefore promise that, from the time of loy 
receiving the Sunnud, 1 will not apply to the British Government to be put 
in possession of any of my villages, nor will 1 ask assistance to control them, 

Article 9. 

I agree to appoint one of my confidential persons to attend the Officer of 
the British Government as vakeel, in order to execute such orders as he may 
receive. And if the British Officer shall he from any reason displeased with 
such vakeel, I agree immediately to recall him and to appoint another in bis 
stead. 1 hereby declare that I will in no respect whatever omit to fulfil all 
the conditions of the nine Articles contained in this obligation.

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Doorjuo Sing, the younger son of Benee Hoozooree, being the established 
proprietor of the pergunnah of Mehur, situated above the Ghats, having 
professed his obedience and sahmission to the British Ooverument, and having 
conducted himself ever since the period of the accession of the pi*ovince of 
Bundelcund to the British Government, with strict zeal and anshaaen attach¬ 
ment to the British cause j and Whereas the snid Doorjun Sing having, during 
the officiate of Captain John BailUe, Agent to the Governor-General, deputed 
bis conhdential vnkeel to that officer, to solicit a grant of his jaghire from the 
British Government, and having accordingly, after presenting an obligation 
of allegiance comprising five Articles received a Snnnud nnder the seal and 

signature of the said Captain Baillie j and Whereas that Sunnud comprehend- 
in«' no sepnnite list of villages, and the other jaghiredars of Bundelcund 
having received revised Sanntids under the seal and signature of the Right 
Honorable the Governor-General, and Thakoor Doorjun Sing having now 
solicited a revised grant, comprising a list of the names of all the villa^ in 
bis possession, and ratified by the Right Honorable the Governor-General, and 
having also, with a view to strengthen his allegiance to the British Govern¬ 
ment, presented a revised obligation of allegiaooe containing nine distinct 
Articles: This hereditary grant, ratified by the seal and signatare of the 
Right Honorable the Governor-General, and confirming in perpetuity to 
Thakoor Doorjun Sing the villages detailed iu the subjoined schedule, with a)l 
the righto, appurtenances, and revenues thereunto belonging, is hereby con¬ 
ferred upon tne said Doorjun Sing j and so long as the said Thakoor Doorjun 
Sing end his heirs and successors shall firmly abide by the conditions con¬ 
tained in his obligation of allegiance which he has delivered, the British 
Government will not interfere with nor resume these lands. 

You will accordingly consider the said Thakoor Doorjun Sing proprietor 
and manager of these village^; and it is the duty of Thakoor Doorjun Sing, 
on his part, to devote himself to the amelioration and improvement of bis 
lauds, rendering the inhabitauto contented and grateful by hie management, 
and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire in the exercise of zeal and attachment 
to the British Government.

Sing—1826. 

I, Thakoor Bishen Sing, son of the late Thakoor Doorjun, jaghiredar of 
Myhere, in the Nerbudda and Saugor territories; Whereas formerly when the 
anthority of the British Government was first established in the territories 
dependent on Bundelcund, my late father Thakoor Doorjun Sing deceased, 
having professed his obe^ence to the said Government, obtuuM from the 
Agent for Folitical Affairs a Sunnud confirming to him his jaghirejafterwards. 
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at the reqaeat of my aforesaid father, an enga^ment of allegiance and aub- 
miasioD under hia hand and seal, compriaing nine Articles, wae delivered to 
the Agent for political affairs, and a Sunnud wae granted under the hand and 
seal of the Governor-General, comprehending a detail of the villages contained 
ill the ilakah of Myhere; and. Whereas my father departed this life on the 
23rd day of Phagoon in the Sumbut year 1882, having repeatedly during hia 
lifetime solicited the permission of the British Government to makeover his 
jaghire jointly to his two sons, namely, myself and my brother, which propo- 
inf being at variance with the usage established amongst the ChiefUins of 
these provinces, and tending to create disorder in the ilakah of Myhere, was 
not assented to; but after the death of my father and the occurrence of dis- 
putes between myself and my brother, when the death of Thakoor Doorjun 
Sing and the circumstances of us his two sons were reported to Government 
by Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General in these terri¬ 
tories, the Government adverting to the constant desire and intention of the 
late Thakoor, who from paternal affection wished that aperfect equality should 
exist between us two brothers in the inheritance of his territory and effects, 
was pleased to direct that the town and fort of Myhere should he made over 
to Thakoor Bishen Sing, and that the remainder of the lands and property 
should be divided equally into two parts, and one of them granted to me and 
the other to my brother } and Whereas in conformity to the above arrange¬ 
ment I have received through Mr. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor- 

General aforesaid, possession of the town and fort of Myhere aud of half the 

territory and am to receive hereafter a Snnnod for the same from Govern¬ 
ment • with a view therefore to conBrm my allegiance and fidelity to tho 
British Government 1 have delivered to Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of 
the Governor-Gencral, this obligation; and I do hereby promise and engage 
to adhere firmly to the provisions contained in the five following Articles, and 
never on any account to infringe or deviate from them. 

Articli 1* 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or 
out of the province of Bundelcund, and to give them or their families no 
asylum in roy ilakah, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I 
promise to engage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adh^nte or dependants 
of the British Government j and in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of 
this territory in alliance with the Government, entering into a dispute with me 
respecting the boundaries of roy mehals or villages or on any other subject 
whatever, 1 engage to represent all the circumstances of the case to the 
British Government, with a view to its adjustment of the dispute, and to abide 
implicitly by its decision, and to take no steps towards obtaining redress with 
my own hands without the authority of the British Government, to which I 
promise on all occasions to conduct myself with strict obedience and submission. 

Artiolb 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to 
obstruct the inr^s of marauders, plunderers or other malicious persons, and 
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effectaally to prevent them from obtaining^ a passage into the British tewi- 
tories j and if any Chiefs or Commanders of troops, belonging to neighbonrmg 
countries, attempt to penetrate through my junsdiction into the British 
territories, I engage to convey intelligence of their appro^h to the BnUsh 
Officers before they shall have arrived on the frontier of my ^hjre, and to 
exert myself to the utmost of my power in opposing them. I will not har¬ 
bour thieves nor robbers in my jaghire; and if any prop^ty be plundered or 
stolen from merchants or travellers in any of my villages, I engage to cause 
the zemindar of such village to restore the property stolen or robbed, or to 
deliver op the thief or robber to the British Government, and if 

charged with the commission of murder or any other crime in the British 
territory take refuge in any of my villages, I agree to apprehend and give up 
all such offenders to the British Government, and to prevent their escaping 
into any other jurisdiction. 

Articu 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have to pass through my jaghire in 
progress to any place or in any direction, I promise not only not to oppose or 
obstruct their march but also to depute respectable and intelligent persons to 
conduct them by any route they may please to follow; and so long as the 
British troops shall remain in my jngbire or its vicinity, I promise to furnish 
them with supplies and all necessary articles. 

Ariiolb 4. 

As I have been put into possession of the villages enumerated in my 
Sonnud by the acting Agent of the Governor-General, I do not apply to the 
British Government to be put in possession by its assistance; but in the event 
of any of the above villages being claimed by any of the neighbouring ^ 
tains, and. my right to them proving not to be valid according to anaent and 
established succession, it shall be optional with the Officers of the British 
Government to make over such disputed villages to whiohever of the parties 
whose title may prove to be best founded. 

Article 5. 

I hereby engage always to adhere firmly to all the conditions of the above 
four Articles of this obligation and that I will not in any respect whatsoever 
act ooutrary thereto.

Teanslation of a Sunnttd granted to Thakoor Bishen Sing 
under the seal and signature of the Right Hon ble the Vice- 
President in Council, dated 2nd March 1827> 

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the tu^hs 
of Myhere Khas and others appertaining to Bnndeicund, be it kndwn; 
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'^’hereaa formerly in the year 1814 a.d., at the request of the Thakoor 
Doorjun Sing decensed, who from the first establishment of the British 
antbority in Bundelcuud evinced hia submission and obedience to the British 
Goverumentj he received from the Right Hou^ble the Govemor-Ueneral a 
Sunnud confirming to him in jnghire the villages of the ilakah of Mybere; 
and since the death of the aforesaid Thakoor, adverting to the known inten¬ 
tion of the said Thakoor who during bis lifetime had given in a Wajib-ool- 
uiz, requesting that the 'jaghire of Myhere might be confirmed to bis two 
sons jointly, and on account of the occnrronce of disputes and disagreement 
between the two sons after the death of their father, the following arrange¬ 
ment was directed by the British Government to be carried into effect. 

After making over the town and fort of Myhere Khas to Thakoor 
Bishen Sing, the eldest son of the late Thakoor Doorjnn Sing, the remainder 
of the villages of the above ja^bire to be equally divided between the two 
sons, that is to say, Thakoor Bishen Sing, the eldest son, and Thakoor Praeg 
Bas the youngest son; and Thakoor Bishen Sing, in order to strengthen bis 
allegiance to the British Government, having presented a written engagement 
containing five distinct Articles: therefore this Sunnud has been granted to 
him ooufeiTing upon him and bis descendants in perpetuity the following 
villages with all the rights, appurtenance*, and revenues thereonto belonging j 
and so long as the said Thakoor Bishen Sing and his heirs shall firmly abide 
by the conditions contained in his obligation of allegiance which be has deli¬ 
vered, the British Government will not interfere with nor resume these lands. 

You will accordingly consider the said Thakoor proprietor and manager 
of these villages j and it is the duty of the said Thak<»r Bishen Sing, on bis 
part, by the cultivation and improvement of his villages, - to render the 
inhabitanU contented and grateful, and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire 
in the exercise of obedience and attachment to the British Government-

the arrangements thus proposed, and have accordingly affixed my seal to those 
papers and signed them. 
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It is now my desire that the managemeDt of my estate may be conducted 
by Governmeat in the manner proposed, aa I shall thereby be freed from the 
burden of the affairs of the estate and of my debts. This freedom cannot be 
effected bnt by yonr favor. I therefore of my own accord and free will send 
you this application under my seal and signature attested by four credible wit¬ 
nesses. 

I trust you will consider me as ever anxious for your prosperity and 
obedient to the orders of Governnoeut.

All persons residing within the limits (of the land given), whether sub- 
j^U of my State or Gh>vernment, will be considered as under the jur^iotion 
of the Government officers of the Railway. 

2. All dispute between the officers and servants, etc., of the Railway and 
the subiects of the State living outside the Railway limits will be heard and 
settled by the Agency Political) Officer, 

* T> 1 ^ signified my agreement to give land in my ilaka for the 

Railway on the terms indicated in your letter. 

As you are superintending this State, the entire authority lies wjth you; 
yon will (doubtlese) do what will be proper for my advancement and welfare. 
1 do not need to enquire.

Tbanslation of an Isbarnauah or Obligation of Allb- 
GLANCE presented by Laul Amaun Sing of Sohawitl and 
E.YGAWN—1809. 

Whereas I, Laul Amaun Sing, sincerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my obe¬ 
dience to the officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of 
Bnndelcund from the period of its first annexation to the British territories; 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of me: Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
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attachment to the British OoTeroment, I have prepared and hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah cootaiaing nine distinct ArticleSj to Mr. John Richardson, 
from whom I have received a Sunoud, confirming to me all my ancient 
possessions in this province; and I hereby declare that I will scrupniousiy 
observe all the Articles contained in the Ikrarnamah and never evade nor 
infringe any one of them. 

Aeticlb 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any maranders or plun¬ 
derers either within or out of the province of Baudelcund, to aSord them no 
asylum or permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and 
to abstain frt>m all intercourse and correspondence with them. I further 
engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British uovernmeut; and if at any time a dispute should arise 
on account of mchals or villages or from any other cause, between me and 
any of the Rajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependence on the British ‘ 
Governmeut, 1 agree to submit such dispute without delay to the officers of 
the British Government for their decision, and implicitly to observe and 
abide by what decision shall be passed upon it. I further engage to make no 
reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force without tlie 
permission of the British Qoveroment, and always to be obedient and submis¬ 
sive to the Government. 

Abticls 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes np the Ghats which are situated in my 
possession in such a manner as-l^ prevent all marauders, plunderers, and 
evil-disposed persous from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those 
passes, and from entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting 
disturbances; and if any sirdars of troops should meditate an invasion of the 
British territories through my possessions, 1 eng^ to give timely notice 
thereof to the officers of the British Government, and to use every practicable 
exertion to obstruct their progress. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Gliats by 
any of the passes situated within my possessions, 1 agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to 
conduct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the 
necessary supplies and provisions BO long as they shall continue within or ia 
the vicinity of my possessions. 

Abticlb 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government absooud and take 
refuge in any of my villas, I engage to deliver up such person to the officers 
of the British Government immediately on his being demanded; and if any 
of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I 
agree to submit to the principal officers in Bundelcund a statement of my 
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complaint against sncli person and to abide by xrhatever orders may be passed 
on the occasion agreeably to the Eegnlations of the Government, and to take 
no steps of my own accord to apprebeud him. 

Asticlb 5. 

I engage not to harboar thieves or robbers in any of my villages; and 
if tbe property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the 
villages subject to my authority, I agree to render the zemindars of sneh 
village responsible for tbe restitution of the stolen property, or for tbe delivery 
of the thief or robber to the officers of the British Government; and if any 
felon or mojxlerer or person or persons amenable to the British laws for crimes 
committed in the British possessions should take refuge in any of my villages, 

I engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British Government, 
and not to permit their escape from my possessions. 

Articlb 6. 

Having presented a statement and list of tbe villages in my possession, 
and having obtained a Sunnud for the same, I therefore promise and engage 
that if amongsit tbe villages enumerated and stated by me, any village the 
property of atiy other person shall be found and the right to the same proved, 
or it shall appear that during tlie government of the Nawab Ally Bahadoor 
the said village or villages were not in my possession, I bind myself to abide 
by whatever the British Government shall be pleased to direct, and obey the 
same implicitly. 

Aetiolb 7. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing of the Boondellah caste and Bahadur Sing of the 
Furhar sect have rebelled against the British Government, and have plundered 
and carried their outrages into tlie villages granted by the British Government 
to the Rajahs Bukbt Sing and Kishore Sing; I therefore engage and promise 
not to give the above rebels shelter or protectiou in any part of my possessions, 
and not to suffer them to pass through my territories to those of either of the 
aforesaid Rajahs or of the British Government; and if the said men shall 
either openly or secretly come into my possessions, I will by every means in 
my power attempt to seize on and apprehend them; and if in tbe execution of 
this engagement I am negligent or step aside from its performance, I agree to 
any responsibility that tbe British Government may thiuk proper, 

Aeticlb 8. 

As the villages inserted in tbe Sunnnd now granted by the British Gov* 
emment are my hereditary property descended to me throogh many genera¬ 
tions, and as 1 am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself that, after 
having received my Sunnud from the British Governmeut, I will not require 
or ask to be put in possession of one village amougst tbe before enumerated 
villages, nor require from the British Government any aid for their govern¬ 
ment. 
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Abticls 9. 

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have 
confidencej who sUiJl rencaiu at all times as a vakeel for the transaction of tny 
business in the presence of the representative of the Governor-General in 
Bundelcund j and if the British representative shall on any account or for any 
fault be displeased with the above person, I will recall him and send another. 

This engagement, containing nine Articles nnder my seal and signature, 
I have delivered to the British Govemmeut, and I promise and bind myself 
strictly to abide by the above stipulated Articles and in no sort deviate tliere- 
&om.

Tbakslation of a Suknxjd granted to Laul Amaun Sing. 

Be it known to all ohowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokndduros 
of the tuppas of Sohawnl and Rygawn, in the talooks of Doorgunpore and 
Birsiogpore, in the province of Bandelcund } that Whereas Laal Amauii Sing, 
one of tne hereditary Chieftains of the province of Bundelcund, having from 
the period of the annexation of the said province to the territoriw of the 
Honorable the Bast India Company invariably observed a friendly conduct 
and refrain^ from every outrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now 
manifests bis wish to be admitted to obedience and submission to the British 
Government and having lately presented an Ikramamah or obligation of 
allegiance to the British Government by himself, and requesting a Sannud 
ooohrming him in the property and poaseasion of the villages now oocupied 
by him; be therefore enters into the present engagement, consisting of nine 
Articles, expressive of his sincere attachment aud fidelity to the Government: 
Therefore, and with a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Govern- 
meot, and to the support of bis claims as a hereditary Chieftain of this pro¬ 
vince, the villages contained in the subjoined schedule, which from ancient 
times have been and still are in bis possession, are hereby granted to the said 
T.ftnl Amaun Sing, and the said villages shall continue in the permanent pos¬ 
session of the said IauI Amaun Sing and his successors. So long as he and 
they shall contioue strictly to adhere to the conditions of the Ikrarnnmah, 
and to be obedient and submissive to the British Government, the vill^^s 
enumerated below shall be confirmed aud continued to him and his heirs, free 
of revenue. 

The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the said vil¬ 
lages will oontiuue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective 
villages under the authority of the said Laul Amaun Sing; and it is the 
duty of the said Laul Amaun Sing to render his ryots and zemindars happy 
aud grateful by the just admiuistration of his government, to devote his 
utmost attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally 
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to remain film in his obddienoe and aubtauBion to the British OoTeminent 
iccordine to bii several Hipalated Articles of Engagement. After the sand- 
tion of the Bight Honorable the Governor-General in Conhcit shall be obtained, 
another Snhnud signed by the Right Honorable thd Governor-General will be 
exchanged for and substituted in the place of the present Sunnud granted by 
the Agent to the Oovemor-Generat.

Translation of an obligation of allegiance presented by Lal 
Sew Sing, Chief of Sohawtjl —1843. 

'Whereas from the period the provinces of Baghelcund and dnndelonnd 
came into the possession of the British Government, I, lial Sew Sing, acknow¬ 
ledging my dependence to the British Government, place myself in sabmis- 
sion to its officers who may be appointed to the charge of these provinces with 
the view of confirming my oMdienoe and allegiance to the British Govern¬ 
ment. I DOW present this obligation containing eight Articles duly signed 
and sealed by me to Major WBliam Henry Sleeman, Agent to the Governor- 
General, hoping to receive a Sunntid confirming to me the villages which by 
hihsritauoe have come into my possession; I therefore promise to adhere tb the 
Articles contained in the obligation and never to depart or deviate from them. 

Abticli 1, 

I will not in any way connect myself with aiw evil-disposed persons 
either within or withont the provinces of Baghelcund and Bnndelcnod, nor 
will I afford them shelter, nor allow the families of such persons to reside in 
my possessions, nor will I hold any correspondence with snch persons, nor will 
I enter into any disputes with any of the adherents or servants of the British 
Government, and if on any subject disputes with any of the adherents of the 
British Government shonld anse, I will instantly request the oflficers of 
British Government to settle the subject of the dispute, and whatever decision 
xnay be m^e I wiU agree to the same and not deviate from such decision. I 
further promise not to retaliate any act of hostility received from another nor 
without permission of the British Government to give myself justice, and in 
every respect I will be obe^ent to the British Government. 

Aktiolb 2. 

I will make such arrangemepts with respect to the pas^s leading into 
my poesessioQS as to prevent the egress and ingress of all evil-disposed persons, 
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marauders, and plunderers, nor will I ever allow maranders and suspicious 
persoDs to pass through my possessions for the purpose of creating disfurb- 
ances in the British territories, and if any 'Chief or Commander of troops 
should design to peuetzate into the British territory through my possessions, 1 
will give intelligenoe of bis approach before he arrives near my possessions; 
and I will use my utmost endeavours to obstruct this advance. 

Aktiolb 8. 

'Whenever the British troops have occasion to pi'oceed through the passes 
leading into my possessions I will not in any manoer hinder them, and more¬ 
over will give oilers to this effect to my peoole, and 1 will depute a confiden¬ 
tial peieoD to accompauy them, and they are at liberty to proceed by any road 
they may please, and whilst the British troops are in my possessions or in the 
neighbourhood 1 will causeRusud ** supplies and all necessary articles to be 
continually furnished to them. 

Abticlb 4. 

If British subject should abscond and come and reside in my posses¬ 
sions, on application of the ofiScers of the British (iovernment I will give him 
up, and if any of my subjects should abscond and go and reside in the British 
territory, I will make my application to its officers to give up such persons, and 
whatever may be ordered agreeable to the regulations of the British G^overn- 
ment 1 will conform to. I will not of myself cause such persons to be seized. 

Abticlb 6. 

I will not permit thieves and thngs to reside in my possessions, and if 
the property of any merchant or traveller should he stolen in my possessions, 
I will call on the zemindars of the place where the robbery may occur and 
make them pay the value of the property stolen, or seize and deliver over the 
thieves and plunderers to the officers of the British Government, and any 
person who having committed murder in the British territory shall come into 
my possessions, I will have him seized and delivered over to the officers of the 
British Government and will not allow him to escape from my possessions 
into those of others. 

Abtiolb 6. 

Should any village in the list of the villages in my possessions which 
I have presented, and agreeable to which I have received from the British 
Government the Sunnud, belong to another person, and it be evident that in the 
name of Nawab Ullee Bahadoor it was not in my possessloD, whatever decision 
the British Goefnment may give I will obey and not offer any excuse. 

Abtiolb 7, 

As the villages mentioned in my Sunnud belonged to my ancestors, I 
therefore bind myself on receiving my Sunnud not to apply to the British 
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GoTernmdDt to assist me in obtaining possession of any of them nor to aid ma 
in the management of my poesessions. 

Abticle 8. 

Of my confidential servants 1 vrill cause one to be altrays in attend¬ 
ance as a Vakeel on tlie officer of the British Government, and if the officer 
of the British Government sbonld for any fault become offended with him, I 
will instantly recall him and send another person in his place. 

This obligation of allegiance containing eight Articles I have forwarded 
under my own signature to the office of the British Government, and 1 bind 
myself not to depart from it in any way.

Translatioa of a Sunnud granted to Lall Sheo Sikg, Hais of 
Soliawnl, in the year 1843. 

Be it known to all cbowdrees, canoongoes, zemindars, and mukuddumn 
of the tnppas of SohaWul and Byegaon in the talooks of Doorjunpoor and 
Birsingpoor in the provinces of Bundelcund and Baghelound, that whereas 
Lall Aman Sing, who is One of the hereditary Chief^ins of these provinces, 
has never rebell^ against the British Government, but has invariably remained 
firm in his allegiance to it, and has obeyed the orders of its officers; and 
whereas he has applied for the grant of a Sunnud confirming him in possessiou 
of the Chieftainship, and has presented an ikrarnamah or obligation of alle* 
gianoe to the British Government consisting of sixteen. Articles and dated the 
16th July 1809, corresponding with the 19lh Assar Sanie, Sun 1216 F. S. : 
Upon this a Sunnud, datM 18tb July 1809, corresponding with Slst.Asar Sanie, 
Sumbut 1216 Fuslee, was granted to him confirming him in the permanent 
possession of 2174 villages so long as he and his successors continue strictly to 
adhere to the conditions of the ikrarnamah and to be obedient and submissive 
to the British Goverament. Lall Aman Sing ei^oyed those villages during 
his lifetime, and he died on Tuesday, the 8th Maroh 1812, corresponding with 
Fagoon Buddee Ekadussee, Sun 1248 Fuslee. Lall Sheo Sing, the eldest sou 
of Lall Aman Sing, presented to the A^ent, Governor-General, a new ikrama- 
mah, consisting of eight Articles (omitting the 7th Article in the ikrarnamah of 
Lall Aman Sing as no longer necessary in the present circumstances),express* 
ing his sincere attachment and fidelity to the Government, and requesting a 
new Sunnud oonfirming him in the property and possesBion of the villages now 
occupied by him. Government, therefore, acknowledging the right of Lall 
Sheo Sing, and with a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Govern¬ 
ment, a^to the support of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of those prov- 
inces, the villages contained in the subjoined schedule are hereby grants to 
the Buid Lall Sheo Sing, and the said villages shall continue in the permanent 
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possMsion of the eaid Lall Sheo Sisgand hia saccesaors. So long aa he and 
they shall contioae to adhere to the conditions of the ikrarnamah these rillagea 
ahall be conhrmed and not reenmed. 

The cfaowdreea, canoongoes, semindais, and mnknddams of the said 
Tillages will cootinne as heretofore to exeroiae their dntiea in their I'eapective 
villages under the authority of the said Lall Sheo Sing, and it la the duty of 
the said Lall Sheo Sing to render his ryote and zemiodats happy and grateful 
by the just administration of hia Government, to devote bia ntinoet a^ntion 
to the prosperity and improvenoent of the country, and finally to. remain fixm 
in his obedience and anbmiasion to the British Government according to Ms 
several stipulated Articles of engagement.

Tbanslatiok of Kept from the Rais of Sohawul to 2nd Poli¬ 
tical Assistant, Nagode, dated the Slst August 1863. 

(After acknowledging receipt of khut dated Slst July 1863, requesting 
the Chief to give the land required for the Railway.) . 
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At the conttrnctioii of the (Rail) road will be an advantage to the people, 
a general bene&t, and a etimulua to the prosperity of the ilaka, 1 therefore 
willingly give as much land of my State as may be reqnir^ for the Railway 
works in perpetuity, with the entire jurisdiction thereof: nothing ah^l be 
done contrary to the following conditions:— 

The land which may be required by Government for the Railway 
works and buildings is given in perpetuity, with its entire jurisdiction and 
authority. 

AJl residents within the limits of that land, whether they be subjects of 
this State or of Government, shall be considered under the jurisdiction of the 
Railway officers aud the Government authorities. 

5»i.—All dispotes between the officers, work-people, and servants of the 
Railway, and the subjects of this State who live outside the Railway bounds, 
shall be beard and settled by the Agency (Political) Officers.

Translation of an Ikbarnamah or Obligation of Allegi¬ 
ance presented to Laul Dhooniaput. 

■Whereas I, Laul Dhooniaput, sincerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my ol>e- 
dience to the officer appointed to the superintendenoe of the province of Bun- 
delcund from the period of its first annexation to the British territories; 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of me: Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
attachment to the British Government, 1 have prepared and hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah, contwuiog nine distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, 
from whom I have received a Sutinud confirming to me all my ancient posses¬ 
sions in this province; and I hereby declare that I will scrupulously oliserve 
all the Artises contained in the Ikrarnamab, and never evnde nor infrintre 
any one of them. .» 
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Abticlx 1. 

I hereby engag^e never to connect myself with any marauders or plan* 
derera either within or out of the province of Bondelcund, to afford them no 
asylnm, or permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and 
to absUin nom all intercourse and correspondence with them. I further 
engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British Government; and if at any time a dispute should arise 
on account of mehals or villages, or from any other cause, between me and 
any of the Rajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependance on the British 
Government, I agree to submit such dispute without delay to the officers of 
the British Government for their decision, and implteitly to observe and abide 
by whatever decision shall be passed upon it. I further engage to make no 
reprisal on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force without tlie 
permission of the British Government, and always to be obedient and submis* 
sive to the Government 


ASTICLB 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are sitnated in my 
possessions in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers and evil- 
disposed persons from ascending or descending the Ohsts by any of these 
passes, and from entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting 
disturbances; and if any sirdars o( troops should meditate an invasion of the 
British territories through my possessions, I engage to give timely notice 
thereof to the officers of the British Government, and to use every practicable 
exertion to obstruct their progress. 

Article 3. 

'Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by 
any of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, but to depots an intelligent person to con¬ 
duct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the 
necessary supplies and provisions so long as they shall continue within or in 
the vicinity of my possessions. 


Article 4. 

If any of the snbjeots of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the 
officers of the British Government immediately on his neing demanded; and 
if any of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British 
territories, I agree to submit to the principal officers in Bundelcund a state¬ 
ment of my complaint against such person, and to abide by whatever order 
rosy he passed on the occasion ^reeably to the Regulations of the Govern¬ 
ment, and to take no sU|>s of my own accord to apprehend him. 
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Artiolb 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any ©f my villages; and 
if property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the 
villagee subject to my authority, 1 agree to I'ender the zemindarB of such 
village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property or for the deliver¬ 
ing of the thief or robber to the officers of the British Government; and 
if any felon or murderer or person or persons amenable to the British laws 
for crimes committed in the British possessions should take refuge in any of 
my villages, I engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British 
Government, and not to permit their escape from my possessions. 

Article 6. 

Having presented a statement and list of the villages in my possession, 
and having obtained a Sunnnd for the same, I therefore promise and engage 
that if, amongst the villages enumerated and stated by me, any village the 
property of any other person shall he found and the right to the same ^oved, 
or it shall appear that during the government of the Nawab Allee Baliadoor 
the said viDage or villages were not in my possession, 1 bind m^elf to Abide 
by whatever the Briti^ Government shall be pleased to direct and obey the 
same implicitly. 

Article 7. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing of the Boondellah caste has rebelled against the 
British Government, and has plundered and carried his outrages into the 
villages ^uted by the British Government to the Rajahs Bukht Sing and 
Kishore Sing; I therefore engage and promise not to give the above rebel 
shelter or protection in any part of my possessions, and not to suffer him to 
pass through my territories to those of either of the aforesaid Rajahs or of 
the British Government; and if the said man shall either openly or secretly 
come into my possessions, I will by every means in my power attempt to 
seize on and apprehend him; and if in the execution of this engagemwit I 
am negligent or step aside from its performance, I agree to any responsibility 
tliat the British Government may think proper. 

Articlb 8. 

As the villages inserted in the Sunnud now granted by the British 
Government are my hereditary property, descended to me these many genera¬ 
tions, and as 1 am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself, that after 
having received my Sunnud from the British Government I will not require or 
ask to bo put in possession of any village amongst the before enumerated 
villages, nor require from the British Government any aid for their govern¬ 
ment. 

Article 9. 

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have 
confidence, who shall remain at all times as a vakeel for the transaction of my 
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bnsiness in the presence of the representative of the Governor-General in Bon- 
delcond; and if the British representative shall on any account or for any fault 
he displeased with the above person, 1 will recall him and send another. 

This enga^ment, containing nine Articles under my seal and signature, 
1 have delivered in to the British Government, and I promise and bind myself 
strictly to abide by the above stipnlated Articles, and in no sort deviate there* 
from.

Tbauslatiok of a Sunnbd granted to Latjl Dhooniaput. 

Be it known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and rooknddums 
of tbe pergnnnah of Kotee, in the zillab of Bundelcund, in the province of 
Bandelcund; that Whereas Laul Dbooniapnt, one of the hereditary Chieftains 
of the province of Bundelcand, having from the period of the annexation of 
the said provmoe to the territories of the Honorable the Bast India Company 
invariably observed a friendly conduct and refrained from every outrage or 
any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish to be admitted to 
obedience and submission to the British Government; and having lately in 
person presented an Ikraroamah or obligation of allegiance to the British 
Government, and requesting that a Sunnud conflrmiDg him in the property 
and possession of the villages now occupied by him; he therefore enters into 
the present enga^ment, consisting of nine Articles, expressive of his sincere 
attacbment and fidelity to the Government: Therefore, and with a view to 
the entire satisfsotion of the British Government and to the support of bis 
claims as a hereditary Chieftain of this province, the villages contained in the 
subjoined schedule, which from ancient time have been and still are in his 
possession, are hereby granted to the said Laul Dhooniaput, and the said 
villages shall continue in the permanent possession of the said Laul Dhooniaput 
and bis successors. So long as he and they shall continue strictly to adhere 
to the conditions of the Ikramamab and to be obedient and submissive to the 
British Government, the villj^es enumerated below shall be confirmed and 
continued to him and bis heirs free of revenue. « 

The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the said 
villages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective 
villages under the authority of the said Laul Dhooniaput; and it is the duty 
of the said Laul Dhooniaput to render his ryots and zemindars happy and 
grateful by the just administration of his government, to devote his utmost 
attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally to 
remain firm in bis obedience and submission to the British Government accord¬ 
ing to hia several stipulated Articles of Engagement. 

After the sanction of the Right Honorable the Governor-General in 
Council shall be obtained, another Sunnud signed by the Right Honorable the 
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noverDor-Oeneral will be exchanged for and fiobstituted in the place of the 
present Snnnnd granted by the Agent to the Governor-General.

(After referring to the pnrport of roobooaree dated 12th March 1863.) 

1 formerly gave the land in my ilaka for the Railway work, and repre¬ 
sented it to yon. 

Now, according to the injanotion and purport of the roobooaree, I am in 
every way ready (to act). 

As much land of my ilaka as may be required for the Railway work I 
have g^ven, along with the entire authority (kul huknmat), and as many per¬ 
sons as are within the limits of that land Will remain under the control of the 
ofiBcers and authority. 

If any dispute occur between the subjects and the Railway antboriiiea. 1 
have placed the investigation and settlement of it under the Political Officer.
